irecelved poor treatment. 

Scholastlcally, Delta Chi was listed for the spring 
trimester of 19(66 as being 16th out of 17 fraternities. 

Proctor said that financial matters were not critical 
but that signtflcant improvement was necessary. 

Under their suspension, which is in effect until 
September 1967, the Delta Chl's are not allowed to 
participate in any Inter-^ratemity Council activity 
and they have been compelled to leave their frater- 
nity house. They may, however, exist off-campus 
as a non-official group. 

There is nothing automatic about the reinstatement 
of the Delta Chi charter In .September, andthe group 
is required to submit monthly statements until that 
time. The renewal of the charter Ls contingent upon 
the actions of the group for the next eight months. 

Boscoe felt that the suspension of the Delta Chl's 
was unfair. He admitted that they have not been 
"great" in the past but that the Delta Chi's have 
improved considerably in the last trimester. 

On the condition the bouse, Boscoe staled that 




inspection was held the morning after the members 
had Fetumedfromsummervacation and that furniture 
had been pushed aside in order that painting and 
cleaning could begin that same morning. Boscoe 
stated that a member of the University housing office 
had siad the Delta Chi house was in better condi- 
tion after the boys had moved in than before.

Claude Kirk 
Takes Oath 



.\coId gray day greeted the first 
Republican in almost 100 \ears 
to the governorship of the State of 
I'lorida Tuesday. 

On the steps of the Capetol, beneath 
the cloud-covered noonday sun, Cla- 
ude Kirk, Jr. took the office from 
the retiring Haydon Bums. 

Kirk's speech from the steps inc- 
luded comments on his plans for a 
war on crime, faster action on con- 
stitutional revision, more emphasis 
on education and a fi^t against new 
taxes. 

Aniwimoed in the address was the 
iqppointment of GecnrfsWackcnhut of 
Miami as director of the war on 
crime to push what KMt called 
a "professional" war on crime in 
the state. 

Wackenhut is the head of the nat- 
ion's third largest private Investig- 
ation firm and has been given the 
power to hire whatever force he 
deems necessary to wage this so- 
called war. 

Also on Kirk's list of enemies was 
slums and he plans to 

slums and he plans to compete with 
the national war on poverty cam- 
paign begun by President Lyndon 

Johnson. 

"tiy marshalling the forces of 
free enterprise to work as partners 
of State and local government, it 
will be a creative program with a 
heart and a soul as its gueide, not 
an unbridled federal bulldozer as its 
symbol," he explained. 

Moving to other issues. Kirk said, 
"the best ethicational program in the 
United States" woidd be the goal of 
his adtnlBistration. A series of gov- 
ernor* s (XHifnrenoes on education 
would be the first moves in creating 
the program. 

With his characteristic flair forthe 
unusual, the new governor Immed- 
iatly went to work, decreeing a 20 
day session of the Florida legislat- 
ure to finish Florida's proposed new 
constitution and asked that it be 
put before the people for a vote 
April 18. The session is to begin 
Monday. 

tie made It official just two hours 
after he took office, still wearing 
his inaugural tails, action which has 
already created untimely readSions, 
as possible court action may keep 
the legislators from meeting as the 
decree states. 

Following his speech and a lunch- 
eon—by invitation only— in his office 
Kirk led off the inaugiural parade thr- 
ough the streets of the capital city. 
He smiled and waved from the back 
seat of a convertable as thousands 
lined the street two and three deep 
to see Florida's 36th governor.

Pilots Score, sacking News Office 

Am. Casualties ^^^^^^ ^^^^ Viet Nam 
Are Reported 



SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP)- US 
Navy pilots claimed a two-day score 
today of 188 North Vietnamese sup- 
ply barges and junks destroyed or 
damaged and reponed losing two 
carrier planes in their latest raids. 

The Navy pilots reported hitting 7. 
more water craft during forays along 
the North Vietnamese coast Wednes- 
day to add to in reported destroyed 
ur damaged on the previous day. 

Other American planes showered 
Hanoi with 2.2-million psychological 
warfare leaflets Wednesday and 
scattered 2.6 million more on other 
areas of North Vietnam. 

The leaflets dropped on the North 
Vietnamese capitad warned dial if tl» 
Communists continue the war in the 
South, destruction will follow in the 
North, a UJS. spokesman said. The 
other leaflets cautioned the North 
Vietnamese peopU Aat their money 
would become worthless and less as 
the war went on. 

The ground war in South Vietnam 
continued in a lull as it has all this 
week. Both the US. and South Viet- 
namese military commands re- 
ported only minor skirmishes. 

U.S. military headquarters re- 
ported an increase in American 
casualties last week - although it 
included 48 hour? Christmas and 
New Year truce - while South Viet- 
namese spckesmer. listedadecrease 
in their casualties. 

U.S. officials reported 128 Ameri- 
cans were kiUed and 634 were 
wounded, compared with 109 killed 
and 547 wounded in the previous 
week. The increase apparently was 
due to several ^arp engagements, 
including one big action in the central 
highlands. 

Vietnamese headquarters said 146 
of their troops were killed last week 
and 14 were missing. The figures 
the week before were 203 killed and 
37 missing. 

Enem\ casualties also were less. 
U.S. headquarters said 882 Commu- 
nists were killed and 133 captured 
last week, compared with 1,004 
kUled and 175 captured the week 
before. 

The two Navy planes lost Wednes- 
day were an A4 Skyhawk and an F4 
Phantom, a U.S. spokesman said. He 
reported enemy ground fire brought 
ttiem down just off tiie North Viet- 
namese coast 50 and 40 miles south 
of the port of Haiphong. 
He said the pilot of the Skyhawk 
and the two crewmen of the Phantom 
all ere rescued by the same helicop- 
ter from the carrier Bennington. 
This raised to 453 the total of 
American planes reported lost in 
the air war against North Vietnam. 
Hanoi claimed three U.S. planes 
were shot down Wednesday, but U.S. 
officials said this was not true. 

U.S. Navy, Air Force and .Marine 
planes fiew 1 16 sti ike missions over 
North Vietnam Wednesday - one of 
the highest totals in the last few 
weeks of badweather.Of these, Navy 
pilots from the carriers Coral Sea, 
Ticonderoga and Emeii«rise flew 68 
missions. 
In air action over South Vietnam 
U.S. pilots flee 301 sorties Wednes- 
day while South Vietnamese pilots 
added an additional 65 strike sorties. 
Also over South Vietnam, B52 
bombers struck early toda;. at a sus- 
pected Communist troop concentra- 
tion 60 miles south of iJa Nang. 
On the ground, U.S. headquarters 
rqwrted 15 Communist soldiers 
were killed in tliree scattered 
actions Wednesday and 13 more were 
captured. The South Vietnamese 
command reported 33 of the enemy 
killed In five small encounters. 



NEW YORK (AP)-The Associated 
Press has been trying to get per- 
mission for correspondents to visit 
North Vietnam over the past five 
years and has fUed appUcaUons in 
Tokyo, Moscow, Prague, andParis- 
and by cable to Hanoi. 

Applications have been made by The 
Associated Press for correspon- 
dents of three nationalities. 
Other news m.edia have been making 
similar atu-:: p:?. 
Only Communis: correspondents 
and a scattering fr^m c untrles like 
France and Japan were admitted to 
Hanoi until rfcen:ly. 
Certain Westerners were admitted 
as private individuals r as repre- 
sentatives uf pacifist irganizations. 



'Unjust War' 
Hanoi Says 

PARIS (AP)-Mal Van Bo, head of 
the North Vietnamese mission in 
Paris, today demanded a drflnite, 
prompt and uncondUlonal halt to 
the American bombing of Nonh 
Vlemam. 

Only with such a break in tlie "un- 
just detestable war." be said, would 
the simation befavorableto a search 
for a settlement. 
Bo declared the United States has 
no right to require any reciprocal 
move from Hanoi. 
Addressing a luncheon meeting of 
the French Diplomatic Press AsS '- 
ciatlon, he called the Uni'.ed States 
the aggress T in Vietnam, and said 
the Americans must withdraw. 

.Asked what the Hanoi auih ri:ies 
might do if the .Americans did halt 
the D umbing definitely and without 
C 'nditi .ns, he said this would be 
examined by the Hanoi g ivemment. 
He passed up a question whether such 
a halt would lead to negotiations. 

Asked about Hanoi's attitude if 
Washington proposed talks with 
Hanoi after a cessation of the bomb- 
ing. Bo replied: 



But US writers had been effectively 
barred until Dec. 20 when Harris n 
E Salisbury, an assistant managmg 
editor of The New York Times, 
received a N nh Vietnamese visa 
In Paris, and proceeded to Han 1. 
About the same time, Louis Lomax, 
a West Coast television commen- 
tator and critic .f US Vietnam policy, 
received an invitation from the North 
Vietnamese J u.-nallstic Associa- 
tion to vistl the country for a week. 
The Associated Press sought un- 
successfully in mid-December to 
send a correspondent with four 
American women who were going 
to Hanoi by way of Moscow. 
When the Salisbury and Lomax 
developments became known. The 
Associated Press sent a cable to 
Ho Chi Mlnh again askii% for ad- 
mission of a correspondent who 
could view war damage and talk to 
officials there. 

On Dec. 27, The Associated Press 
received a response from the "press 
bureau, president's ff ice," 'raying: 
• Thanks for cable ['resident Chi 
Minh. In view n mbing strafing 
Hanoi, it's n.-t pijssible to his regret 
to comply with request."

LONG BINH. South Vietnam (AP)-Two .Vmerlci n civilians said today that 
during seven months as prisoners of the Viet Cong they got bad food but 
were not mistreated, sang songs for the Communists, were given a 
Christmas party and were almost killed by an American air raid. 

"The Viet C jng were impressed by our cheerful attitude," said rh mas 
R. Scales, 44, 'A Matamoras, Pa. "We sang and whistled all the time. 
They asked us to sing and we sang 'Jingle Bells' and 'My Wild Irish 
Rose.' We're both lousy singers, but the Viet Cong seemed to like it." 

Scales and Robert W. Monahan, 41, A Bellpon, Long island, were 
captured May 27 on a road near Vung Tau, 40 miles southeast of Saigon, 
where they were employed as supervisors for Pacific Architects and 
Engineers, an American firm working in South Vietnam under military 
contract.

HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (AP)- James 
R. Hoffa wouldn't be able tu run the 
Teamsters Union If he is sen: to 
prison, associates say, but if he 
does go behind bars be will be 
thinUog of a comeback obix be gets 
out. 

Union sources speculate, if Ht«a 
is sent to jail, how he divides up 
the union's power will determine 
whether there is a leadership strug- 
gle that may iqMet his plans. 

'The union constltulon has clearly 
taken care of that," Hoffa said In 
reply to questions about Us succes- 
sor as Teamsters' pntUmt U be 
loses bis fhwX kfal maneuvers to 
stay out of pcfwm. 

But other unton officials are not 
so sure It will turn out the way 
Hoffa wants, with his Detroit friend. 
Frank Fltzsimmons, lined up to suc- 
ceed him as chief of Ae workl's 
biggest union. 

Hoffa, finishing up plans fomatlon- 
■1 trucking negotiations opening In 
Washington Jan. 17, Is public ly keep- 
ing a tight rein on his fet-ltrigs about

But "he was n. saner than heU" 
in closed sessl >vis with the Team- 
sters executive Doard here, "ne 
s ource said, attributing the out- 
burst to the tremendous pressures 
on H<jffa. 

Hoffa has until Feb. 4 to fUe 
a request for a new hearing before 
the Supreme Court, which has 
already denied his appeal of his 
eight-year jury tampering prison 
sentence. 

Hoffa expects that If he goes to 
prison he will be freed before the 
next union convemlon and run again 
for the presidency ■>( the 1.7-mll-

■^ald. He was re-elected last 
July t- a new five year term.

LYNCHBURG, Va. (AP)-Attonieys for Sweet Briar College pondered 
new m jves today after the latest federal court rebuff In the school's 
battle to desegregate. 

A 2-1 decision from a three-judge US tribunal denied the college a 
new trial hi Its efforts to remove racial restrictions imposed by the 
will of its founder, Indiana Fletcher Williams. 

But lawyers for the school announced when they asked for a new 
trial, that they intend to ai^wal the Dec«nber ruling to the US Sufnreme 
Coun. 

It Is their contenti jh that the founder's wlll~which said the college 
would be for "white girls and young women" has been superseded by 
the 1904 Civil Rights Act. 

Actually, Sweet Briar already has one Negro student, admitted last 
fall under a temporary injunction restraining the state from enforcing 
the contested pr jvlsions '^f the will. 



WASHINGTON (AP)-The Pentagon called today for the Induction of 
11,900 men hi March, keying its Induction rate at a reduced level for 
1967. 

All will go to the Army. 

The March call is 1,000 higher than Frfjruaiy's but short of the 
15,600 being summoned for duty this month. 

The March call of 11.900 compares to 22.400 in March 1966. Last 
February 29,400 were summoned and last January 38.280.

LONDON (AP) -Michael Hall, 32, an unemployed London bachelor, was 
arraigned today on charges of stealing eight old masters worth $7 million 
from the Dulwlch Gallery. He denied the charges. 

Police indicated they are looking for two other men and a w man as 
suspects in history's biggest art theft. All eight paintings — three 
Rembrandts, three by Rubens, one Elsheimer and one Gerard Dou-- 
were recovered and remmed to the gallery Wednesday night. They were 
in good condldon.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A runaway 
unarmed US missile apparently 
zoomed over Cuba Wednesday after 
cannon fire and missiles from a pur- 
suing US jet plane and destruction 
signals from the ground failed to 
bring It down, says the Pentagon. 

The 650-mlle-«n-hour Mace nils- 
sle apparently dropped intotheCar- 
Ibbean about 100 miles south of the 
southwest coast of Cuba, Air Force 
calculators reported. 

The missile, modified into a target 
drone, was routinely launched from 
Eglin Air Force Base, Fla., Wed- 
nesday m.jming and headed overthe 
Gulf of Mexico for a test chase by 
F4 Phantom jets. 

But it made a wrong turn and took 
off at 25,000 feet altitude toward 
Cuba. 

An F4-whlch can fly 1,600 miles 
an hour-caught up with the Mace 
about 100 miles at sea. 

Officials at Eglin AFB tried to 
trigger the missile's own esqdostye 
destruction m ech a nis m. 

The F4 pilot hit the missile with 
cannon fins. 

He fired two alr-to-alr missiles 
of a type now imder development. 

Nbthlig stq^wd the Mace. 

The F4 pilot gave up and came 
home. 

The Pentagon calculated the ex- 
pected Impact time and announced 



the Incident at precisely that minute 
evidently to prevent Communist Cu- 
ba from saying anything first.

The current top minimum is 
$188,75 a week. Tbe proposal 
would raise the mimimum for 
newsmen and photographers in 
major cities to $200 a WMk now 
and to $207 on Jan 1. 1968. 

In cities where the top scale 
now is $179. the AP offer would 
bring tbe minimum to $194 In the 
first year and $202 weekly In 
tbe second year, a total of $23 
weekly. 

The AP also offered to main- 
tain merit pay each year up to 
$7.50 a week f r 191 employees 
wiK)se merit payments would be 
erased by the new scales. 

The offer included scale 
increases of $8 weekly In each 
year for news employees who 
have not reached t.p six -year 
experience level. A starting 
newsman would be paid $110.!K) 
a week. 

The general increase, applying 
to most other classifications, 
ranges from $4 to $7 the first 
year and from $3.25 to $6 the 
second year, or a total of $7.25 
to $13 weekly.

Unjust Methods 

The recent action taken against the Delta Chi's 
is an affront to every student's sense of justice. 

In an incredible Star Chamber proceeding, the 

faculty Committee on Fraternities met at the 
request of Dean Proctor, and in a closed session, 
totally unknown to the people most concerned, 
(and the rest of the campus) accused, condemned 
and punished the Delta Chi's. 

Two days later, the president of Delta Chi heard 
a rumor about the action. 

It is appalling that this faculty group adopted 
such a procedure. 

It is puzzling that, after hearing an appeal from 
the fraternity, Dean of Students John Carey was 
somehow foolish enough to have the already biased 
faculty committee re-hear the case. 

The only aspect of this case which does not 
surprise usis Proctor's actions. 

This is merely the most recent incident in his 
continuing efforts toward establishing dictatorial 
control over the Greeks. 

Throughout his tenure as asst. dean of men, he 
has consistently intimidated them to the extent that 
most fraternity men are afraid to speak out against 
him. He lias successfully reduced the Inter-frater- 
nity Council to the status of a puppet. 

W'e are shocked by these methods. 

\^'e call upon students to reaffirm their deter- 
mination to oppose such tactics. Furthermore, we 
ask for increased efforts toward the implementation 
of a Student Bill of Rights which would limit 
such arbitrary and irresponsible exercise of power. 

We will not tolerate such procedures.

If theploridalegislaturefollows 
the Board of Regents' (BOR) 
budget recommendation, faculty 
salaries will take a 33 and one- 
third per cent boost over this 
year's pay. 

If passed during this legis- 
lature's session, said FSU Comp- 
troller George Fortin, the raise 
will rank the FSU pay scale among 
those of the nalioa's teedleg 
schools. 

Actually said Fortin, as a result 
of a poll of the nation's top pnib- 
11c Institutions as determined by 
the number of doctorates offered 
each year, this year's average 
pay of $11,375 was comparable 
to such schools as Berkeley, Pur- 
due University, University of 
North Carolina and Pennsylvania 
Sute University. 

The $11,375 figure is the 
average of all faculty members' 
pay for an acadonlc year. Hm 
discrepancy between FSU's 
average and that of the other 
schools, Fortin pointed out, is 
that tlwlrs is paid for two sem- 
esters* woilt of ninemondisirt^ 
an FSU academic year is 10. 

Fortin said that FSU and the 
BOR is requestii^ that the same 
salary be given for an academic 
year under the quarter system, 
a nine -months term. In addition 
to a raise in average to $13,688. 

The new figure was based on 
the projected wage increase of 
seven per cma at the surveyed 
schools.

BOR Chairman Chester Fergu- 
son stated that If the requested 
hike is not approved, Florida 
schools stand to lose many good 
faculty members and may find It 
difficult to recruit new teachers 
to meet theState's growing needs. 

Before being introduced Into the 
legislature, the Budget Commis- 
sion will have to make its recom- 
mendations on how much money 
to appropriate t i the schools. 
Fortin said the budget may not 
reach congressional halls until 
late May, as the Appropriations 
Bill Is usually one of the last 
pieces of legislation to be In- 
troduced, 

FSU has asked that the average 
salary of professors be raised 
from $15,174 to $17,550 per aca- 
demic year. Fortin emphasized 
that doe to the change to the 
quarter system, the academic 
year will be cut from 10 mooifas 
to nine. 

Whereas the raise seems to be 
only 12 pfT cent, the difference 
of one nicmth actually makes it 
33 and one-third, Fortin pointed 
out. This adds up to a sizable 
sum which the BOR is asking. 
Fortin expects that what is 
finally appropriated will be 
somewhat less dun what was

The US Office of Education has 
awarded 60 new M)f A Fellow- 
ships to Florida State University 
for the coming 1 967-68 academic 
year, reponed Ur. Thomas Lewis 
of the Graduate School recently. 

The fellowships will be placed 
in 20 graduate prograrr.s leading 
to the doctorate degree, bach 
of the 60 fellowships will be 
awarded to students for a ihree- 
y««r study period. The three 
year stipend amounts to $",800 
plus $1,000 for each dependent 
and all registration fees. In as- 
Sition, FSU will receive $450,000 
as a ooat-of-educatlon allowance 
tor the feUows. The total gram 
will amount to over one million 
dollars over the three-year 
period. 

In die 1966-67 academic year, 
55 new dwaoral candidates be- 
gan their snidles under NDEA 
foUowshlps. With the new grants. 
FSU will have a total of 125 
NDEA supported studenu in the 
doctoral program.

Summer Thaw 

Scientists Explore

Antarctica -^-f 



Three scientists from FSU*s 
Oceanographic Institute left New 
Year's Eve for the Antarctic to 
take advantage of a brief period 
when the Antarctic summer has 
exposed many of the surface 
rocks on Anvers Island. 

Ice covers the Island most of 
the year, but Dr. Wilhelm C. A. 
Schwartz, visiting professor of 
microbiology in the Institute, ex- 
pects to find enough area free 
from Ice for nearly three months 
of field researdjbeween January 
and March. 

They will study the shoreline 
geology of the area off Palmer 
Peninsula and the role of micro- 
organisms in the formation and 
deterioration of the rocks. TTils 
is related to the effect of rock 
weathering on the large abun- 
dance of phytoplankton in 
the Antarctic. 

Schwartz will work with a ge- 
ologist from the Institute, Dr. 
Detlef Wamke, and a graduate 
student, Joe Richter of Mount 
Morris, N. Y. Richter received 
his undergraduate degree in 
geology but works in a fiels be- 
tween geology and microbiology . 

"It will be the first time, so 



far as I know, where a micro- 
biologist and a geologist have 
worted on the same site 
together." said Dr. Schwartz, a 
world renowned microbiologist 
who retiredrecentlyasprofessor 
at die Ifeiversiiy of GWefswald 
In Germany. 

The three scientists will go by 
chartered plane to PuntaArenas, 
Chile, and from there by a US 
Coast Oiard icdt>reaker, die West 
Wind, to the National Science 
Foundation laboratory on Anvers 
Island. They will use helicopters 
and small boats in collecting 
samples and will hike to some 
sites.

are highly productive in spite of 
the cold, near-freezing water 
temperatures in the summer.

FSU thus preserved an undefeated 1967 home record, 
and you can be sure that fan support is largely 
responsible for this homecourt success.

U.S. Supreme Court Throws 
State Apportionment Curve 



WASHLNGTON (AP)- The US 
Supreme Court struck down 
Florida's legislative apportion- 
ment Monday for the third time. 

The action, talcen less than two 
hours after the Florida Legisla- 
ture met in special session to 
write a new constitution, ttaew 
the state into confusion. 

The T,ain question was whether 
Florida would be given another 
chance to qiportlon its^, or 



whether the three- judge federal 
court in Miami would do the job. 

In Tallahassee, Senate Presi- 
dent Verle Pope immediately 
called a recess "to see where 
we stand." 

Gov. Claude Kirk immediately 
went into conference with his 
aides.

In Miami, attorney Dan Paul, 
who has been leading the seven- 
year-old fight for more uAan 
representation, said: 

"The legal fight has now 
apparently been won. However, 
the fight for a smaller Legisla- 
ture has not. The people of this 
state must now let the elected 
representatives know in unmis- 
takeable terms that they insist 
on a smaller, more economic 
House and Senate, and that they 
will no longer tolerate legisla- 
tive packing as a substitute for 
fair reapportionment." 

Judge David W. Dyer said he 
would have no comment to make 
until he reads tbe hlj^ court's 
opinion. 

The 7-2 decision, reversing a 
ruling by the US District Court 
in Miami, was given by JuKlce 
Byron R. White. Justices John 
M. Harlan and Potter Stewart 
dissented. 

"We reverse for the failure of 
the state to present or the dis- 
tria court to articulate acc^t- 
able reasons for the variations 
among the populations of the 
various legi^ative districts with 
respect to both the Senate and the 
House of Representatives," 
White wrote. 

The district court endorsed the 
plan last March though it found 
over- representation in Senate 
districts of iq) to 15.90 per cent 
and under-representation of up 
to 10,56 per cent. In examining 
the House districts the court 
found deviations of up to 18.28 
per cent.

{AP)-Coinmunlst groundfire to- 
day downed a US AC4u Dragon 
plane-popularly knovn as "Puff 
the Magic Dragon"— and all se- 
ven crewmen aboard were killed, 
a US spokesman announced. In 
the Mekong Delta, Viet Cong frog- 
men sank an American dredge, 
the fourth largest in the world. 

The twin-engine C47, armed 
with three six-barrel gatllng guns 
capable of firing 18,000 rounds 
per minute was brought down 
26 miles southwest ofQuangNgal 
City, near the central coast. It 
was the second Dragon ship lost 
In the war. 

Two US civilians were reported 
killed and one was repcrtedmis- 
slng aboard the l"0^:o: dredge, 
the Jamaica Bay, which sank in 
20 feet of water near .My Th^, 
about 35 miles southwest of Sal- 
eon. 



Closer to the capital city. Com- 
munist guns shelled a British 
tanker and two Vietnam navy 

minesweepers. 

Only small-scale ground action 
was reported in -he war, and the 
US air offensive against Nonh 
Vietnam was hampered by very 
bad flying weather. 

But from the Mekong Delta 40 
mUes south of Saigon came word 
of the slaying of 10 Vietnamese 
children and the wounding of 16 
more when they were used as 
human shields by Viet Cong ad- 
vancing against a unit of South 
Vlemamese Rangers. 

A US spokesman said the Com- 
munists herded the children and 
some adult civilians in front of 
them. Despite warnings from the 
Rangers, they kept moving for- 
ward and fired on the govern- 
ment trv^ops. 

The spokesman said the Rangers 



had no chlce but to return the 
fire. In addition to the 6 child- 
ren killed or wounded, nine adults 
were wounded. 

The British ship hit by Viet 
Cong fire was identified as the 
12,090-ton Shell tanker Haustrum 
from London. A US military 
spokesman said she was hit in the 
superstructure. 

The captain, who was wounded, 
was taken from his ship but In- 
sisted on retutnlng on taoard and 
took the tanker under her own 
P wer to Nha Be, the oil depot 
near Saigon. 

Less than a mile from the at- 
tack on the tanker to the Loag 
Tau River, two South Vietnamese 
minesweepers also came under 
fire frum Viet Cong 57 mm. 
recollless rifles. 

A Vietnamese spokesman said 
one minesweeper took heavy 
damage but had only light ca»u- 



altles while the other mine 
sweeper escaped serious dam- 
age. 

Viet Cong frogmen fixed explo- 
sives to two sides of the $3- 
million American dredge and de- 
tonated them from the shore, 
spokesmen said. 

In addition to the two Americans 
killed and one missing, a fourth 
American was wounded. A 
spokesman said casualties might 
have been much more if the 
dredge had been blown up later 
In the day, when a full crew 
of 43 Americans and 60 Viet- 
namese would have been aboard. 

A US spokesman said the 
Jamaica Bay was on its side 
and would be salvaged. 

Also in the Mekong Delta, US 
and Vietnamese Marines who 
staged a large-scale amphibious 
and helicopter landing Friday 
still did not run dawn the Viet 



Cong in their sweep of the Thanh 
Pfau Peninsula 55 miles souih 
of Saigon. A US spokesman said 
the marines uncovered some Viet 
Cong fortifications but made no 
contact with the enemy. 
South Vietnamese headquaners 
repo rted a series of monar and 
sniali-arms attacks on outp.-sts 
34 to 45 miles southwest of Sai- 
gon. In two, a Vietnamese spjkes- 
man said, militia squads manning 
the p<'Sts suffered heavy casual- 
ties.

['lelku. Hollo way Airfield came 
under CommuiUsi monar anl 
small-anns fire for more than 
three hours early today.

Christian Scientists 
Present Lecturer 



Christian Science lecturer Neil 
H. Bowles spoke on the subject 
of "What Good is Religion?" 
Monda\ evening. Bowles, from 
Atlanta, Ga., stressed that God 
need not be a mysterious and far- 
away being but should be under- 
stood as a present help in every- 
day affairs. 

"Today more and more people 
are finding they can't accept on 
faith a teaching that demands 
blind, unreasoned loyalty. 
They're challenging the concept 
of religion as mysterious or 
supernatural," said Bowles. 

He went on to say that today's 
world is one of very complex 
problems and mankind is reach- 
ing out for solutions to them. 
If the people today want proof 
of the usefulness of religion, they 
are entitled to have it. 

Bowles named several impedi- 
ments to general acceptance of 
the churdi material. The main 
reason is a"oollecttonof dogmas 
that haven't demonstrated their 
truth and usefulness". 

He believes that the main func- 
tion of religion should be to give 
people the understanding of God, 
themselves and the universe and 
to show what tWs understanding 
can mean to the Individual. An 
enlightened religion should give 
the person a logical, scieittific 
statemem of what one dwuld ad^ 
here to.

Shakespear 
and History 

The 320 years of English history 
covered by Sbake^are in his 10 
historical plays "Is more 
familiar to the average man or 
woman than any similar reach of 
years in all English history," 
Dr. William Hudson Rogers says 
in a new book. "Shakespeare 
and En^sta History." vriilcfa has 
just beoi publlsbed by Litde- 
field, Adams and Co. 

The 147-page paperback is the 
third book by Rogers, proJessor 
emeritus of English at Florida 
State University and the institu- 
tion's first DistinguishedProfes- 
sor of the Year. Dr. Rogers 
taught Shakespeare classes, 
among others, at FSU from 1922 
to 1964. 

There is a "thread of piupose" 
running through the plays. Dr. 
Rogers said. One is to trace 
the fortunes of the House of 
Plantagenet. Another, he said, 
is "an attempt to show that 
Feudalism, founded by William 
the Conquerer, strengthened by 
his immediate successors, be- 
coming decadent in the days of 
Richard 11, ridiculed in the mock- 
chivalry of Falstaff, finally 
peters out in the inglorious end 
of Richard ID and cBcs a natural 
death." 

Still another theme, he said. 
Is ••the gradual rise into power 
of the common people, as shown 
towards the end by the fact that 
Richard of Gloucester, intent on 
mounting the throne he himself 
had recently made vacant by the 
death of all who stood in his way, 
took especial pains to court the 
favor of the conrunonality as if 
his very success depended on 
their will." 

Shakespeare did not at all times 
adhere closely to historical fact, 
said Dr. Rogers. "When the Poet 
makes free with history and 
varies from the actual order of 
things it is usually in quest of 
something higher and more ef- 
fective than mere historical ac- 
curacy." He also had "a patrio- 
tic bias," sdd the aotiiMr.

Campus Economy 
Now Safe, Sound 




To the Editor: 

In response to Vernon H. Ed- 
monds' letter concerning squir- 
rels on the FSU campus, I dug 
up the following little known in- 
formation. 

There are aljout 97 pecan trees 
on the campus. Each tree has 
a yearly yield of appruximately 
5.000 edible pecans. In 1963, the 
population density of squirrels 
ne.ii-ed the dar.ger level and uni- 
versity . fficials feared the total 
loss of the this b<juntiful crop. 
A call was made to the Dept. 
of Biological Sciences asking that 
a study be made In an effort 
to leai-n the f«>-~^--"' habits of 
the campus .^^^'""-^ PoP^^^tion. 
Dr. William T. Formaldehyde, 
a little knvw pr fessor of Animal 
Feeding and Population Dynamics 
conducted the study. The fears 
of the university were t > re d. 
The pecan crop was indeed in 
grave danger. Dr. P. found that 
the average campus squirrel ate 
27.45 pecans per day and stored 
an additional 139.75 nuts In con- 
duction heads, tree trunks and 
the attics of girls' dorms. He 
estimated the squirrel p- pula- 
tion at 2,550 with a reproductive 
p<:)iential of 2.3 This would mean 
that the yearly increase of squir- 
rels would soon outnumber the 
pecan production, which had for 
some time reached gross maxi- 
mum product. Something had to 
be done. Personnel Service found 
that 4,321 students gathered and 
ate campus pecans. A total of 789 
-ed ■h'.'^ was their nly rea-

Ottawa, Ontario and ask for 
a landed Immigrant application 
form, and a form for the medical 
cenlficate. Keep the form to 
familiarize yourself with the 
questions the border officials 
will ask, and get your medical 
check before you apply at tlie 
border. T^e only question that 
should give >ou any trouble is 
the asking why you want to come 
to Canada. People who have been 
thinking for a long time about 
coming here do best, as do those 
who express vague positive 
feelings about this country. 
People who come here to avoid 
the draft do poorly. But the 
questionnaire usually is not a 
problem. 

The important thing is to have 
money, skill, a trade, or edu- 
cation. TTie more money the bet- 
ter, but none o{ these factors 
are themselves a guarantee of 
getting in. Have a bank book with 
you. Many people seem to borrow 
money to make their bank book 
look better, but if the border 
officials discover this they refuse

Youth lias New Relationship 



Today's youth are moving 
toward a new male-female re- 
lationship in marriage and one 
in which companionship rather 
than traditioncil male dominance 
is the major factor, according 
to Dr. Edwin Hartz of Florida 
State.

Council of Churches in the Eden

UCLA opponents have admitted thoughts along the 
same lines. Duke's Vic Bubas commented, "If all 
the marbles lav on one game. I suppose I'd slow 
things to a halt and wait for sure shots, then pray 
to get a rebound or two." 

Wilt Chamberlain's Kansas team did not go un- 
defeated in college; in fact, they lost the NCAA 
title game to North Carolina ten years ago. Of 
course, we know that professional teams having 
7-footers seldom have long winning streaks; hence 
the super-tall man can be combated. 

The "stall", no matter how artfully executed, is 
not a thrilling offensive strategem. College power- 
houses know this, but they have failed to institute 
a rule which would outlaw the deft ''freeze."

HONG KONG (AP)-Chinese from Canton reported Tuesday that wall postere attacking Conununlst 
party Chairman Mao Tsetung had gone up throughout that south China city and that Canton radio had 
broadcast alens to his supporters to be re"ady to come to his ddense. ^ , . . , . . 

Some arrivals said they had seen dozens of anti-Mao posters Monday and early today before takl^ 
the aftern OP. train to the border and crossing Into Hong Koag. Others claimed there were hundreds 
of such posters. . , , , 

They said radio appeals directed Mao's followers to stand ready to "cnish the enemies of our great 

leader." 

There was no way to verify the reports, but most of the travellers told essentially the same stories. 

They said the posters and counterappeals followed a weekend of bloody fighting between pro-Mao 
Red Guards and ami-Mao factory workers In which they said several persons were killed, scores 
hurt, a Canton hospital lob^y smashed and doctors and nurses beaten up. 

Thousands of w rkeis rep r edly stayed away from their j ibs In factories and municipal gas, water 
and electric plants M -nday. Rad'ij broadcasts repeated 3p;ieals for workers to return to their jobs. 

A middle-aged Chinese man said he saw se\es .:: pt-: ;y;:ig -he st.'-eets - "I think they were 
all dead. They had tjeen badly beaten about the heaJ and ;ne:e was -)1 d all ar und. 

' About 20, maybe more, were hurt when Red Guards f' ught with clubs. 1 hey were take:; t -he Canton 
Hospital. When the hospital refused t; turn -r ver the injured workers. Red Guards smashed windows, 
broke down the do r, and wrecked the e::; r,-;:-.re r m." 

A 42-year-old woman said she saw hund: eds of anti-Mao youths attack a group of Red Guards - "they 
had Iron pipes and they were swinging them with all ttelr strei^th. Ttey were shouting that they were 
sick of Red Guards and sick of Mao's thought." 

A still terrified older woman, her hands shaking, said' "Human bl. od was all over the streets. They 
were fighting with clubs and bambo pi les. Many were bleeding and some were badly hurt,"

WASHINGTON (.\P)-Chinese Nationalist Ambassador Chou Shu- 
kai said Tuesday President Chiang Kai-shek is read) to return 
to the mainland if present disorders lead to general chaos In Red 
China. 

The Nationalist diplomat said in an interview that the time is 
drawing near in Red Chiru for outside direction and organiza- 
tion.

"That is where we come in," said Chou. "We have been preparing 
for such a day and we cannot shed our res^nsibility to the Chinese 
people." 

He said the return of the Nationalists would be a "political 
operation carried out militarily." Chou would not say that sup- 
port could be ejqwcted from the United States in such an even- 
tuality. 

Instead, he said there would rwt be a requirement for a large 
volume of shipping or for manpower. Chou recalled how Chiang 
marched north against the warlords four decades ago and uni- 
fied China with only a few divisions at his command. 

US officials said there has been an exchange of views and in- 
formation with Nationalist China on what is going on In the main- 
land.

Red China's Premier Chou En- 
lai was reported today to have 
called for a letup In attacks on 
five of his vice premiers by the 
militant Maoist forces who have 
created chaos and violence on the 
mainland. 

Japanese correspondents In 
Peking said Chou made his plea 
for restraint at one of the con- 
tinuing high-level meetings of 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung's purge 
group in Pdcli^ Sunday with 
Mao's sharp-tongued wife, 
Chiang Ching, present. 

But a dispatch from the Pe- 
king correspondent of the Yugo- 
slav news agency Tanjug said 
Chous had been accused of tryli^ 
to weaken the struggle against 
embattled President Liu Shaochi 
and Teng Hlso-ping, general 
secretary of the Chinese Com- 
munist party. 

Tanjug said posters had 
appeared accusing Chou of Insist- 
ing that Liu and Teng be criti- 
cized solely for the mistakes they 
made durl^ the cultural revo- 
hition.

Florida Board of 
Submits Request 



Regents 
for Funds 



For the first time the Florida Board of Regents has submitted its legis- 
lative budget request for capital outlay funds for the State university sys- 
tem for 1967-69 on a basis of sqiare footage needs rather than for specific 
buildings. 

The objectives of the new method are "maximum utilization of space 
and scientific planning for future space needs in order to obtain the most 
effective use of buildings." 




The Staff of tlwBoaxdof Re- 
gents, in ooqperation with the 
univorsities, has computed build- 
ing needs over the nea 10 years 
on the basis of a scientific for- 
mula. 

The basic dements of die for- 

mula are: 

1) Student enrollment projec- 
tions, taking into account 
the trend toward increasingupper 
level and graduate students. 

2) Square footage standards for 
different functional t\pes of 
space, such as general class- 
rooms, laboratories and offices. 

3) L'tili/aticn standards for the 
respective functional classifica- 
tion of space. 

By use of this square foot- 
age plan, the total space require- 
ments of the individual universi- 
ties can be scientificalh com- 
puted in a package for a particu- 
lar period of time. I'he univer- 
sity will develop its individual 
building programs to meet its 
'T-pci'i' S'-ace needs.

If At First... 

While the Supreme Court rejection of Florida's 
reapportionment came as a shock to most of the 
legislature, it should not have. 

The Court has been quite clear in delineatir^ its 
guidelines. 

During the last reapportionment session, the leg- 
islators enacted a plan which departed from the 
acceptable population variations between legislative 
districts as set forth in these guidelines. 

Furthermore, in defense of the plan, Florida of- 
ficials did not even attempt to explain these varia- 
tions. 

Now these people claim to be surprised. They 
attack the Court for "disrupting" the legislature. 

This is ridiculous. This decision, like the pre- 
ceeding ones, is a victory for the eminently fair 
doctrine of "One man, one vote." 

Instead of attacking the Court and wasting the 
voters' time by conjuring up plans to fight the 
decision, the government of this State would do 
much better to work toward a fair and equitable 
apportionment of the State as they should have 
done the first time.

This then is our complaint. We are not saying 
that the Delta Chi fraternity is without fault and 
should not receive some sort of reasonable punish- 
ment. Bather, we are saying that it is wrong to 
condemn an individual or a group without allowii^ 
ample opportunity for self-defense. 

Proctor's actions were dictatorial and unjust. 
He and the Committee acted, in part, on hearsay 
evidence.

Jr. Seminoles Push 

Back Valdosta Frosh

The FSU freshman basketball team came back 
from a five pt. deficit at halftime to post a 81- 
69 victory over the frosh Rebels of Valdosta State 
College Monday night. 

The Seminoles were able to 
maintain a slim lead over the 
Rebels for about two-thirds of 
the first half until a fired-up 
Rebel defense stole the ball from 
the Senunoles three times in 
succession and got a 26-23 lead 
with 6:50 left in the half.

The Seminoles were also ham- 
pered when their center Dave 
Cowens, 6-7, had to be beached 
because of foul trouble. 

As the second half opened, things 
still looked bad foi the FSU 
freshmen as Valdosta went ahead 
48-40 near the 17- minute 
mark.

their first IntroAictlons. Even 
though an extra, special session 
was called 10 resolve the ques- 
tion before the trimester breaJc, 
no agreement could be found. 
Concerning the amount that can- 
didates could spend, some sena- 
tors had previously felt that the 
limits were too low. and that they 
had been regularly disregarded 
by candidates In tbe past wlfli- 
out penalty. 

Others feared, however, that 
without limits, campaign expen- 
ditures would soar until they 
were all out of propoHlon to the 
offices sought. 

Some officials had diarged that 
expenditures were far to excess 
ofthe limits. The new bill also 
introduces more stringent pro- 
cedures for reporting campaign 
expenditures to the Commls- 
gloner of Elections. 



In a strongly worded letter, the 
Board of Smith Hall condemned 
an action by the combined for- 
ces of the University Traffic 
Committee and the security of- 
fice that it described as "ruth- 
less, unmitigated and seemingly 
illegal." 
The incident condemned was the 
mass ticketing of approximately 
SO motorcycles parked in a 
cemented area north of Salley 
Hall. The area had been used 
• > students as a cycle pasidiig 
lot last trimester. 

During Christmas holidays one 
sign and later another were 
placed "about 10 yards" from 
the cemented area causing 
those Involved to think that the 
restriction applied only to the 
clay area surrounding the signs. 

On Tliursday, Jan. 5, campus 
security officers placed citations 
for Illegal parking on a CTroxi - 
mately 50 cydes. Each owner 
was fined $2. 

The chief complaint of the 
Smith Hall board was that stu- 
dents were given no warning that 
the area was being closed to 
cydes. 

The board made the following 
recommendations in its letter to 
W. A. Tanner, campus security^ 
officer that an Immediate and 
public apology to the men in- 
volved be made, that fines be 
rescinded, that temporary park- 
ing in die area of dlaptte be 



permitted until additional faci- 
lities can be built and that a 
plody be made that changes going 
Into effect be placed in tbe 
FLAKSEAU prlnr to their im- 
plonantatioiu 

In response to Ae charges of 
the Smidi HaU board. Dean John 
Arnold, diairman of the traffic 
committee, replied tiiat FSU re- 
gulations state iliat scooters may 
be parked only in specifically 
designated areas. Ttaa the cydM 
had never been legally pMked 
in the area. Even thou^ 
gulation had not been enforced, 
the area was not a proper park- 
ing place, he added. 

Arnold also revealed that even 
after the action of campus po- 
lice, students were still park- 
ing in the same area. "Appa- 
rently a warning had no effea," 
Arnold stated. 
The traffic committee reviewed 
the action of the security offi- 
cers. While they made no recom- 
mendations that the citations be 
revoked, they did ask for R. K.

'This is Maddox Country' says Legislature 



More Cost and Agony 
LBJ Concerning War 



WASHINGTON (AP)-Presldent 
Johnson has asked Congress to 
increase taxes to help pay for 
the Vietnam war In which "we 
face more cost, more loss, and 
more agony." Congressional re- 
action to a tax b'l st Is cool. 

After tnundering apt r.'val Tues- 
day night for Johnson's State of 
the Union declaration to "stand 
firm in Vietnam," Republican and 
many majority Democrats said 
a domestic budget cutback-not 
a tax boost-is the way to finance 
the fighting. 

Johiuon proposed a 6 per cent 
surcharge on corporate and most 
personal income taxes to last 
two years or longer unless war 
costs drop, Marrted couples wltn 
two children and Incomes up to 
$5,000 yearly would be exempt 
as would single persons with 
incomes up to $1,900. 

The President indicated he 
wants the Increase effective next 
July 1. He said tbe plan would 
raise about $4.5 billion in its 
first year. 

His proposal would cost an extra 
6 cents for each dollar paid in 
income taxes. As an example, 
a person who now pays $1,000 
a year would pay $60 more. 

The President told tbe Con- 
ress and the nation, "We shall 
continue on a sensible course of 
fiscal and bu(%etary policy chat 
will keep our economy growing 
without new inflationary strains; 
finance the needs of our men 
in Vietnam and the progress of 
our people at home; support a 
significant improvement In our 
export surplus, and press 
forward toward easier credit and 
lower interest rates." 

He said be planned to send a 
detailed repon to Congress on 
the situation in Southeast Asia, 
particularly In Viemam. 

' I wish Icould report to you 
that the conflict is ahnostover," 
he said. 'This icannot do. We 
face more cost, more loss, and 
more agony. For the end Is not 
yet. I cannot promise you that 
It will come this year-or come 
next year. Our adversary still 
believes tonight that he can go 
on fighting longer than we and 
our allies will stand up and 
resist." 

In his 70-minute address, the 
President~SJald he has n j inten- 
tion of scuttling his d jmesticprj- 
grams. But he conceded there 
have been "setbacks and mis- 
takes" that must be crrected. 
Not once did he use his usual 
label of 'treat Society." 

He won his greatest applause 
with a proposal to raise Social 
Security payments by 20 per 
cent, 54.1 billion in the year 
beginning July 1, 1968. This 
would come three months be- 
fore the presidential election in 
which he is expected to be 
a candidate. 

Johnson proposed that minium 
benefits be raised from $44 to 
$70 a month and that anyone 
with 25 years of coverage get 
at least $100 monthly. He sug- 
gested raising the limit on Income 
retired workers can earn with- 
out losing Social Securlry 
benefits. 

"Let us ensure that older Amer- 
icans, and forgotten Americans, 
share in their nation's pro- 
gress," he said. 

The increase would not affect 
the 5135-bUll .n spending budget 
he said he wUi submit for the 
year beginning next July 1. With 



receipts estimated at $126.9 bil- 
lion, this would leave a deficit 
of $8.1 billion. That Is below the 
512. 4 billion former President 
Dwlght D. Elsenhower encoun- 
tered one ye.if. 

Johnson's listeners rattled the 
rafters of the packed House 
chamber after his premises to 
war crime, "find a s dutlon 
to fair housing" and streamline 
the draft. 

But silence greeted his pr 
posal to combine -i.'! the Com- 
merce and Labor departments 
divorced in Woodrow Wilson's 
era. 

Most R^mbllcan reaction was 
predictably critical. And there 
was outspoken Democratic crit- 
Islm of the President's tax in- 
crease proposal as well as some 
of his other spending programs. 

House Republican Leader Ger- 
ald R. Ford said Johnson had 
"dropped into the lap of the 
90tb Congress the fiscal mess 
be made In 1966." He said John- 
son wants CO spend "in the same 
tired way" despite rejection of 
this by the voters in the Novem- 
ber electons. 

Senate Republican Leader 
Everen M. Dirksen said 
that while he suppons Johnson's 
fiedge to persevere in Vietnam, 
be got "mental indigestion" from 
all the details of other programs 
Che Presldenc outlined. 

Chairman RusselB. Long,D- 
La., of the tax-handling Senate 
Finance Committee said that If 
there Is to be a tax increase 
"I'd be more disposed to a cor- 
porate Increase than one on in- 
dividuals." 

Sen. John L. Mc Clellan, D- 
Ark., said that If Johnson's rec- 
ommend i'i ^ns nre f ill.wed, d - 
mestlc expenditures w iuld be in- 
creased by S5 biUi -n a year. 

There were dissents to John- 
son's explanation that "we have 
chosen to fight a limited war 
In Vietnam is- rder to prevent 
a largei w;.r-'i war almost cer- 
tain f. f 1. -i the Comii.unlsis 
succed Ir. •. .kir.g .er South \'iet- 
nam by force." 

But this and his deciarati nthat 
"we will stand firm in Vietnam" 
drew perhaps the loudest bipart- 
isan applause of the 44 iriterrup- 
tions during his 5,600 word tele- 
vised and broadcast speech.

WASHINGTON (.^P) - Adain 
Clayton Powell urges Negroes to 
break their long allegiance to 
the Democratic party, and hints 
that a third part\ may be their 
best political weapon. 

Stung b> the refusal Tuesday 
of the House to seat him at least 
until a corr.mittee probes his 
qualifications. Powell told 
cheering Negro followers on the 
Capitol steps: "We might Stan 
a third panyi" 

They cheered wildly and chant- 
ed, "Adam for presidenti Adam 
for presidenti" 

He told them to st<^ paying 
their taxes and to stop sup- 
porting the two major political 
parties. 

Later, in a statement, Powell 
called on Negroes "along with 
our white friends" to consider 
"a new Independednc course of 
action In which they are the bal- 
ance of power in all elections." 

Republicans and many Demo- 
crats Joined Tuesday in rebuf- 
fing efforts b\ the IJemocratic 
leadership to have Powell seat- 
ed as a tnember of the new Con- 
gress while his qualifications 
are investigated. 

Instead, he was told in a 364 
to 64 vote to stand aside while 
a special nine- member commit- 
tee, to be named next week, ex- 
amines his qualifications in the 
light of widespread charges that 
he has abused his congressional 
office in the past. 

I'he committee is to inake its 
recommendation in fi\e weeks. 
Powell is to keep his pay and 
office --t.i'f m the interim. 

"!r all iiepentls on Adam," said 
a :-;o:-!:.er. "If he gets together 
with t!ie cotTirnittee and is co- 
operative, he rtiigh: get off with 
beiHjj ceiiSureJ. Hut I don't ex- 
pect hlrn to be seated." 

I'owell didn't sound like a man 
Interested in getting together with 
his House colleagues. 

"They're the biggest bunch of 
political hypocrites m the 
world," he told the crowd out- 
side the Capitol, which closed in 
on him and held him tightly 
pressed in its midst. 

Powell urged them to stand 
black and solid against the white 
•vvorlJ. 

"what has happened to me has 
crystallized the black masses," 
he said. "What they're doing to 
me will mushroom from Watts 
to Harlem." 

Later, Powell flayedNorthem 
liberals and the Republican par- 
ty as the new leaders "of so- 
phisticated race hatred in Ame- 
rica. They are the black man's 
new grave-diggers." 

Some of his constituents, an- 
ticipating Powell might not be 
seated, talked of electing him to 
the office again and again any- 
way. 

Before the House voted it was 
warned by Rep. Morris K. U- 
dall, D-Ariz., dut no matter bow 



barren of racial prejudice was 
its action. It was "a cold, prac- 
tical fact" that 20 million 
Negroes would interpret the blow 
at Powell as aimed at them. 
Knots of his constituents who 
gathered at public spots in Har- 
lem seemed to agree with Pow- 
ell be had been set down be- 
cause of his race. 

Roy Wllkins. executive direc- 
tor of the National Association 
for the .Advancement of Colored 
People and cor.sidered among 
the most moderate Negro civil 
rights leaders, said in a state- 
ment that Fow«U "did not get 
a fair deal." 

"We insist," he said, "that 
the yardstick which has beei 
applied to Rep. Powell be ap- 
plied at once to ail others in 

the House.

Asked why he did nut refer to 
the questi .11 f restricil ns until 
the latter part f his series of 
anicles, Salisbury said he did 
not think such details were par- 
ticularly Interesting. 

"It was only after I had been 
there for several days," he said, 
"that I realized as the result of 
messages from my editors, that 
everything I did In Nonh Viet- 
nam was extremely Interesili^," 

Salisbury said the principal re- 
striction was on travel. 

"1 could not go outside tbe city, 
make a visit to some village or 
some town, he said, "wltbout 
requesting permission." 

'This I would r^ard as a nor- 
mal restriction in a Communist 
country which is engaged in a 
bitter, violent war against the 
l&iltad States.

One of the most disquiting proposals set forth in 
the President's State of the Union message to Con- 
gress Tuesday night was that of a six percent tax 
increase to support the war in Viet Nam. 

According to President Johnson, we have nearly 
500,000 troops in Southeast Asia. Although the United 
States has taken the responsibility for carrying out 
the war from the South Vietnamese army, Congress 
has not yet declared war, a Constitutional necessity 
which has been neglected since the Korean "police 
action" of the 1950's. 

It is therefore ironic that Johnson asks the Congress 
for money to support his efforts further. 

It is even more ironic when considered in the light 
of the President's candid admission, during his add- 
ress, that the reasons for our involvement in Viet 
Nam are "obscurec" 

Thus we oppose any request for a tax increase 
based upon reasons which the President of the United 
States feels are obscure or uncertain. 

While we could support a tax increase to keep from 
losing the war on poverty, it would not be necessary 
if millions of dollars were not being spent in Viet 
Nam daily.

The installation of Lester Maddox as governor 
marks the state of Georgia's formal repudiation of 
its reputation as a moderate and progressive state. 

A former restaurant owner, Maddox was well known 
for the racist advertisements he published in the 
newspapers. These asds described thf- n ^ny conven- 
iences of his establishment, such as the barrel of 
axe handles he kept at the door for customers' use 
in the event of an attempt by Negroes to patronize 
the place. 

After the passage of the Civil liights Act, Maddox 
persisted in his discriminatory practices, finally 
closing his restaurant to avoid integration. 

He stands for all the worst of segregation. 

Yet, for some reason, after defeating moderate 
Ellis Arnall in the primary, he got nearly a majority 
of the popular vote. 

Now, by the final decision of the Georgia Legislature 
he emerges the victor. 

Though we must accept this fact, it is our most 
sincere wish that those who chose him to govern 
will not allow him to run their state the way he ran 
his restaurant.

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FSU Cast-off Scores at Penn

William Proctor, former coach 
of the freshman squad, said "It 
Is difficult to award scholarships 
solely on Ae basis of first-year 
play. Knowlton left FSU before 
we had a chance to see him as a 
varsity player. It is ratherlikely 
that he would have received aid 
if he had continued to play here." 
However, KiMwlton was over- 
looked as a freshman, reported- 
ly because of his small size. 
"He was a rather samll young- 
ster as I recall," said Proctor.

not without its small running 
backs, though. Lary Green 
wei^ only 175 lbs. and he is 
likely to see heavy action next 
season. T. K. Wetherell at 185 
lbs. is a fleet split end. 
Penn tallied 107 pts. in its first 
four games, which included a 
38-28 victory over Lehig^i and a 
20-0 win over Brown. Knowlton* s 
nine scoring runs in these four 
games tied him for the national 
rr.ajor-college lead in scoring, 
before he incurred an injury dur- 
ing Penn's fifth game. 
Several quotes are attributed to 
Knowlton in the Gazette which 
cast disfavor upon FSU and its 
coaching staff. "They were only 
interested in the scholar- 
ship boys. I came out to prac- 
tice the first few days and just 
stood around," he remarked. 
"1 went to the freshman coach 
and he rold me, 'They're scho- 
larship boys. You've got to live 
with it." 

Proctor noted, "We have a 
foiu:-year financial commitment 
to our scholarship players and 
cannot dismiss them, even If a 
non- scholarship player beats 
them out." Under these circum- 
stances, it is not surprising that 
non-scholarship men have dif- 
ficulty attracting the coaches' 
attention on a practice field. 

Additional telling remarks 
made by Knowlton involved FSU* s 
academic advising service. 
"They told us what courses we 
could take and ^at courses we 
couldn*t take." Knowlton re- 
mailced. "If you wanted to take 
hard courses," he discovered, 
"you had to ask the coadi for

It is worth noting that Knowl- 
ton. contrary to his printed im- 
plications, was permitted to take 
math, biology, English, geo- 
graphy, history' a"'^ social 
science during his one year at 
FSU. Funhermore, his C-plus 
grade average was not the kind 
of achievement which might 
have led Penn to recruit him for 
academic purposes. 
There are several unresolved 
Issues in the Cabot Knowlton 
caper. Would he have been good 
enougji to make the Seminole 
varsity? Pesm meets football op- 
ponents which are hardly the 
calibre ofSyracuse.Uof For 
Houston. Knowlton's ability to 
sweep end and run for yardage 
might have been noticeable to 
someone on the Tribe coaching 
staff. But, apparently, no one 
noticed. 

Is academic pursuit discouraged 
in favor of gridiron pursuit at 
FSU? Jeff Savage, advisor of 
athletics for the Tribe, had a 
firm "no comment" on the sub- 
ject. 

The Ga/ette opened Its stor\ 
with the remark, "As accredited 
institutions (NCAA schools) of 
higher athletics, they seldom let 
education stand In their way." 
This is a blanket incrimination 
by the Ivy League of all NCAA 
football-playing schools. Al- 
though the flavor of such a crit- 
icism appears to be tinged with 
bias for NC,\A schools such as 
FSU who seek academic recogni- 
tion, die criticism may be worth 
heeding.

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'War Would be Over' 
Comments Amb. Lodge 



Catholic College Now 
Secular Institution

the outlook for 1967, the impact 
of the bombing of North Viet- 
namese targets, the results of 
the American military acdon in 
terms of world peace.

WASHINGTON (.\P)-Ambassa- 
dor Henry Cabot Lodge predicted 
today a downturn in the per- 
centage of American casualties 
in Vietnam this year. 

"TTie war would be pretty nearly 
over," Lodge added, once 
success is achieved in wiping 
out the threat from hardcore 
terrorists to Vietnamese vil- 
lagers. But he gave no date on 
when he thought this slower, paci- 
fication task might be completed. 

Lodge spoke in an interview with 
The Associated Press prior to 
his departure for Saigon Satur- 
day after a month in the United 
States on home leave and con- 
sultation. 

He met Wednesday with Presi- 
dent Johnson. Afterward, he told 
reporters US forces may win 
military victory over organized 
Red troops this year but this 
would not automatically end the 
war. 

As Lodge outlined it in his 
interview, there are actually four 
kinds of war being fought in 
South Vietnam-the conventional 
military operation against large 
units, weeding out terrorists, 
development of a constitutional 
political system which is under 
way, and the economic battle in 
which inflation has been success- 
fully "staved off' at this point. 

US troops have been searching 
out Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese army units. The Ameri- 
can forces now total around 
400,000 and they have been suf- 
fering about 100 killed a week. 

"I believe the purely military 
part of the war-which is what 
the Americans are engaged in- 
will make tremendous progress 
in 1967 and that the percentage 
of American casualties will start 
declining," Lodge said. 

"TTie weeding out of the ter- 
rorists, however, rakes longer," 
he added. 'It is almost wholly 
a job for the V ietnamese. 

"Until this is done and until 
local political institutions are 
constructed under which a police 
program and an economic and 
social program can be conducted, 
Vietnam cannot stand by itself 
and will continue to require 
help." 

Lodge figured that a few thou- 
sand "hard-core terrorists" 
command some 150,000 "rank 
and file terrorists" and that the

hard core leaders are responsi- 
ble for forcing young villagers 
into service with the Viet Cong 
and the North Vietnamese units. 

"If, therefore, we are success- 
fill at ferreting out and elimi- 
nating the hard-core terrorists 
and establishing the villagers' 
confidence in their government's 
ability to assure their security," 
he said, "impressment of young 
males would cease and the war 
would be pretty nearly over." 

Here are some of the ques- 
tions asked Lodge, along with 
his answers: 

Q. What does the bombing of 
the North accomplish? I>oes it 
harm civilians more than tl>e 
military? 

A. The bombing of the North 
very severely harasses the Viet 
Cong line of communication 

whereby it supports its forces 
which are combatting aggression 
against South Vietnam. Were this 
bombing to Stop, the Viet Cong 



would be more aggressive and 
this would result in kiUing and 
wounding many more American 
troops. 

Some civilians are always killed 
in war.Regretably some civilians 
are killed accidentalh m North 
Vietnam. That is tragic. But 1 
believe special mention should be 
made of civilians who are killed 
in South Vietnam, not by ac- 
cident but by deliberate Viet 
Cong policy. This goes on wttk 

Q. Is there a "credibaity gap" 
concerning administration state- 
ments on Vietnam and if so. who 
is to blame? 

A. 1 think the statemoits of the 
United States government are 
believed by our adversaries. This 
is very important. The believa- 

bllity of American statements 

is a great force for peace and 
security of the American people. 



Grain Sharing Via 
the Common Market 



BRUSSELS, Belgium {.\P)-The 
United States and the European 
Common .Market are moving to- 
ward a wide agreement on the 
sharing of man's basic food- 
gram. 

Some progress ma> tie made 
lodav at a meeting of cabinet 
ministers from the six Cor-i-ii^n 
Market countries: France, West 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, Hol- 
land and Luxembourg. The main 
battle will be fought m Geneva. 

If an accord Is reached, it will 
cover the whole non-Communist 
world and form an essential part 
of the Kennedy Round agreements 
on trade. It will cover not only 
the grains that humans eat, such 
as wheat and rye. but the feed 
grains needed for raising poul- 
try, beet, pigs and other meat 
animals. The deadline for the 
Kennedv Round is June 30. 
The idea of the agreement is to 
stabilize prices, production and 
markets. TTie United States also 
would like tu make it a system 
for supplying aid to under- 
developed countries, especially 
India. 

India's needs have absorbed a 
large proportion of the L'S grain 
surp-ilus, which has about disap- 
peared. The United States wants 
other affluent countries to share 
the burden. 

The Common Market opposes 
putting aid arrangements in the 
grain agreement. The agreement, 
it says, should be about trade — 
not aid. It wants aid to be con- 
sidered a different matter and 
handled elsewhere. 

American farmers have also 
been worried about losing their 
excellent market for grain, es- 
pecially feed grain, in Western 
Europe. The United States now 
sells the Common Market more 
than 10 million tons of feed grain 
a year, a large and increasing- 
ly Important item in the effon 
to balance US international pay- 
ments and stop the outflow of 
gold. 

The United States also sells 
wheat to Europe, but with rising 
prosperity West i-.uropeans no 
longer eat as much bread and 
they have an Increasing iqjpet- 
ite for beef--much of ia fed on 
American com. 

The American fear is that hlg^ 



prices guaranteed to larmers 
In the Common .Market will en- 
courage France to produce more. 
At the same time, high duties 
levied by the Conimon .Market 
would keep American sales down.

Chief US Uist. judge 'AilUam 
H. Timbers said the law is un- 
constitutional "as far as imposi- 
tion of the death penalty is con- 
cerned." 

He filed his decision on a de- 
fense motion In a case involving 
three men accused of hijacking 
a tractor-trailer truck Sep!. 2 ir, 
.Milford, Conn. The driver of the 
truck was taken to Alpine, N.J., 
and left bound to a tree. 

Timbers said a person accused 
under the law risks the death 
penalty if he elects a trial b\ 
jury, but that the threat of the 
death penalty is removed If he 
pleads guilty or if he is per- 
mitted to choose trial before a 
judge alone. 

Thus, Timbers said, an ac- 
cused's right to a jury tritl, as 
guaranteed under the Constitu- 
tion, is impaired. 

In Hartford, US Atty. Jon O. 
Newman said the Department of 
Justice is considering an i|>- 
peal to the Supreme Court of 
Timbers' decision which was 
filed late Tuesday.

SC Looks 
At Rights 

WASHINGTON (AP)-Betore tbe 
end of the term the Sqpreme 
Court will decide a novri ques- 
tion of paramount Impoitanoe 
to civil rights marcliers and 
administrators of justice. 

It is: May judges and police- 
men be sued for damages under 
an 1871 civil rights la*" 

If they are ruled irr.mune from 
such suits, civil rights de— ,on- 
•trstors wUl be barred from 
using the Reconstruction, stanite 
(0 sue for false arrest and con- 
vlcdon. 

But if tliey are not ;:nii: unc.ttie 
door could swing wide open for 
such suits — a pro^>ect which ap- 
peared to deeply concern at least 
three of the nine Supreme Court 
justices who heard arguments on 
ti»e matter Wednesday. 

The case at hand involves four 
i.pisoopal ministers, oneof the; . 
a former son-in-law of Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller of New 
York, who were arrested in a 
Jackson, Miss., bus depot in 
Septmeber 1961. 

The ministers were part of a 
racially mixed grot^ of I pi>;(-( 
pal clergymen on a civil r;.;hf.

Hut according to attorney Eli- 
zabeth Watkins Hulen Grayson 
of Jack son- -representing the 
three arresting police officers 
and the local police justice, the 
ministers "broadcast the fact 
they came to arrested." They 
attracted a crowd of 30 10 40 
person, Mrs. Grayson said, some 
of whom muttered, made vtolent 
gestures and "had angry expres- 
sions" on their face. 

Local Police Justice James L. 
Spencer found the four— die Rev. 
Roben L. Plerson, then married 
to Rockefeller's daughter Ann, 
the Rev. John B. ktorris. the 
Rev. lames G. Jones Jr. and the 
Rev. James. P. Breeden, a Negro 
guilty of violating Mississippi's 
breacb-of-peace law and sent 
diem off to Jail. 

Later, Hinds County Coiat 
struck down Father Jones' con- 
vlctton and officials decided not 
to press charges against the 
three others. 

The clergymen then turned 
around and sued the three ar- 
resting officers and Spencer for 
damages under the 1871 civil 
rights law, seeking *1 1,000 each.

This coming Sunday marks the beginning of the 
University Religious CouncU's Peace Emphasis 
Week. 

The purpose of the observance as announced by 
the Council is not to espouse any particular par- 
tisan position, but rather to promote thought and 
discussion on the subject of Peace. It is to insure 
that for this short time at least, considerations 
of peace will be uppermost in our minds.

Students With Problems 

Concern of Assoc. Dean 



Seeing students without pro- 
blems is a most rewarding ex- 
perience for Assoc. Oean of 
Students John Arnold. Never- 
the-Iess, be Is always on the 
job helping to smoodi over the 
rough spots for students with 
problems. 

Working behind the scenes as 
an official representative of the 
students to the faculty, Arnold 
has become one of the unsung 
heroes of the FSU administra- 
tion. 

Arnold who has served as assoc. 
dean for three ;.ears first came 
to FSU in 1958 as head of the 
Dept. of Mr Science. Explaining 
this job Arnold says that he was 
ready to retire from the .A.ir 
Force and felt as thou^hewould 
like to teach. 

When the opportunity opened to 
come to FSf with the service, 
he accepted it in order to get 
a look at the teaching field. 
Teacliing as a career, however, 
has been an elusive goal to Colo- 
nel Arnold. After finishing hl« 
duty as Air Force ROTC direc- 
tor In 1961, he returned to FSL 
as a student for a sbon time 
so that he could teadi In the 
fature.

Such a career was not to be 
In his Immediate future. In 
1963, the then Assoc. Dean of 
Students John Care, took a leave 
of absence to complete his doc- 
torate. 

Consequently, Arnold took the 
position of acting assoc. dean on 
a temporary basis for fwo years. 
When Carey returned, however, 
he took a position with the reli- 
gion dept. and Arnold got the 
Job on a permanent basis. Carey 
now serves as Dean of Students. 

"1 still think I'd like to teach, 
but I'll never know for sure.'" 
says Arnold of hi thwarted plans, 
noting that he has no plans to 
satisfy this curlousity in the 
near future. 

A West Point graduate of 1936, 
Arnold holds a master's degree 
in meteorology from the Cali- 
fornia Institute of TedtooI«>gy. 

Prior to Jolnlngtfae staff, Arnold 
complied a distlnqulshed reomrd 
in the service, iriildi Indades 30 
months as a prlsoiwr of die 
Chinese during the Korean War. 

The highest ranked Air Force 
officer cq>tiired by the Reds 
during die war, he was shot down 
white drofiping leaflets over 
North Korea in Jan., 1953, and 
two and • half years of physical 
and mental ordeal followed. 

Despite all the endeavors of his 
c^tors to break him, they failed 
4k to what he calls a separate 
life Uvad almost entirely within 



the mind. 

"1 couldn't comidetely Isolate 
myself from my phvsical en- 
vironment. There were interrup- 
tions. But 1 did pretty well," 
said Arnold speaking of his time 
of confinement, four months of 
It in solitary confinement. 
To pass die time, Arnold re- 
calls diat be prepared meals one 
step at a time and txillt bouaws 
from the blue-print through to 
the finished structure all within 
his mind. 

For Che first 10 moiohs of his 
im.pnsonmeit third degree intwr- 

rogatlcn, physical torture and a 
campaign to strip him of human 
dignity was the constant pvogrvn 
of Che Chinese. 

Later on be began to compose 
poetry in Us mind and even- 
tually wrote it down. It was some 
poetic cuts at die Comimmisu 
which brought wradidownonhlm. 
resulting In the fetor montiis of 
solitude and 10 days of torture. 

It took 20 months of captivlts 
before he was allowed to write 
re hlsfa:'-!il. and then five months 
later this privilege was discon- 
tinued. He could, however. Still 
receive mall from home. 

Formalh charged with es- 
pionage after 21 months in pri- 
son, hewassentencedco lOyears. 

Finallv freed the day before the 
Geneva Conference in 1955. it 
was only through United Nations 
negotiations that he was released. 
His sentence and those of other 
captives had brought a very vocal, 
unfavorable comment from the 
world. 

\(ler his Irr^rtsonment. Arnold 
returned to the L'S to serve as 
u ; ut> commander of the 3800th 
\ir Base Wing m Alabama at 
Maxwell .Air Force Base. From 
Miat position he transferred to 
i sr as head of dw Air Force 
R(J I C. 

Speaking of student-administra- 
tion reladons, Arnold said tliat 
he felt that ttie most serious pro- 
btem was one of communications. 

"Sometime* both groups take 
action without first exploring the 
problem together, sometimes 
without even knowing the faas. 
This type of a situation la harder 
to arbitrate and this is Just one 
of the reasons communications 
must be improved ," Arnold 
noted. 

He expressed hopes that cer- 
tain revisions in the division 
would aUow die office more time 
for positive programs, such as 
die colloqala and coffees with 
students. 

"At present the routine demands 
so much time that It is hard 
to get into the positive, but ef- 
fons are being made," be «x- 
plaiMd. 

For the future, Arnold foresees 
a greater assumption of involve- 
ment and responsibllif, b\ Stu- 
dent Government and the student 
body as a whole. 

An Increase in the graduate stu- 
dent portion of the student body 
will also have an effect, as mo- 
dem leaders will undoubtedly 
mm a greater maturity in ace 
in the finun. he said. 

More and more, FSU will be- 
come a da> campus, taking on 
the aspects of an urban Uni- 
versity. The University 
Hons wiU have to 
changes, Arnold g,id. summing 
up what he fe«lfl ^ 
future of FSU.

Two will get you 10 that the Packers murder 
»em. Green Bey is listed currently as a 14-point 
fkyorite to win the "world" title football game 
over Kansas City. In this comer, it sounds like 
quite an overlay. 

Green Bfcy handled Bob Hayes, the solar system's 
fastest pass receiver, with nothing more than 
man-on-man coverage. Otis Taylor, the Chiefs 
pass-catching threat, should be less problematical 
to Green Bay than Hayes. 

Vince Lombardi demands perfect execution from 
his gridiron charges, and this is the reason Green 
Bay defeats everyone In si^t. Other teams have 
as much raw talent as the Packers, but Lombardi 
out-coaches rivals. His players do not succeed 
because of superior speed, strength or stamina; 
rather they win because they very rarely make a 
mistake. In watching the Super Bowl, be careful 
to note that some kind of critical error will be 
the turning point. 

Bart Starr is fast becoming the most recognized 
unrecognized quarterback in pro football. In other 
words, he's getting long overdue praise as the 
NFL»s best man. What stands out in his record is 
the 1.2 per cent interception mark that he possesses. 
That kind of accuracy helps Green Bay maintain 
the ball control which is its trademark . 

Since most of the Kansas Cit\' players have been 
pros as long as have the Packers' personnel, why 
will Green Bay demonstrate its superiority in tliis 
playoff? In the vernacular of professional athletes, 
a Packer is a "money player." Fifteen thousand 
per man spells a lot of pressure, and that is when 
Green Bay plasrers excel. 

In specific terms, Green Bay has better corner 
backs, linebackers, and everything else. Ray Nitschke 
is a linebackernonpareil. Herb Adderly is recognizee 
as the pros* best deep defencter; watch how he handles 
Otis Taylor. 

The Green Bay line is impregnable and rises 
to the occasion. Fuzzy Thurston, Marv Fleming 
and Jerry Kramer are superb blocking linemen. 
This kind of pocket protection noakes Starr's radar 
passing possible. 

Green Bay has the honor of (tefending NFL 
eminence in professional football. If they do not 
whomp iCansas City by more than a pair of TD's, 
we may never hazard another goggle-eyed pre- 
diction, that is until next week.

Student 
Government) is not recognized 
by the faculty, the changes that 
occur will not include a true 
student viewpoint." 

Offering his viewpoint, Collins 
said, "We are tired of Student 
Govemmaits acquiescing to ad- 
ministrative points of view, of 
creating undersecretaries in- 
stead of solving problems, of 
generally being the mouthpiece 
for the status quo. 

"We have had Student Govern- 
ment for . years agreeing that 
the food is bad, the medical 
service inferior, the academic 
climate not conducive to the full 
development of the individual," 
he added, "but any half-wit can 
see the problem — we need some- 
body to adequately deal with 
them." 

Remembering the fiasco of the 
New Party, which was formed 
last vear and has already ex- 
pired, Polic said, "We do not 
plan to be a grotf) of Just idea, 
men. 

"Unlike the New Party last 
year, we plan to vigorously enter 
our slate of candidates into the 
political arena, and we plan to 
win. 

"Last year's ill-fated attempts 
at reform fell by the wayside 
because they had no candidate 
or no candidates experienced 
enough to run a well-thoi^bt-oat 
and efficient campaign." 

Rumors among campus politi- 
cal circles seem to indicate that 
former Student Party (SP) stal- 
wart and vice-presidential can- 
didate two years ago, Gene 
Steams will head up their tlcktt 
in the presidential slot.

Eyes the Congress 

WASHINCrON (AP)-Success in Rep. John J. Rhode 




WASHINCrON (AP) — 
putting legislation through the 
89th Congress plus recognition 
of the facts of political life 
appear to be major reasons 
for the scant innovation in Presi- 
dent Johnson's new legislative 
program. 

The 89th Congress approved 
most of the major proposals 
advocated by the I964Democratic 
platform -aid for education, med- 
icare, improved minimum wage 
law, antipoverty legislation and 
stepped-up efforts against pol- 
lution. 

But his 1966 election, as has 
already become evident in early 

House test votes, took away the 
administratl n's work majority 
even though Democrats retained 
contrul by 60 seats. 

What surprised many congress- 
men last week was that the Pres- 
ident did not use his State of 
the Union message to outline 
many new legislative proposals 
which, If rejected by the 90th 
Congress, he could take to tbe 
people as an election issue. 

Instead, the President, who re- 
ferred to his "Great Society" 
but once in the one-hour, 15- 
minute speech, restated in gen- 
eral terms a numoer f pre- 
viously advocated Ideas. Includ- 
ed were maintenance .f the an- 
tipoverty program, the need for 
civil rights progress Including 
fair housing for all, and the 
newly renamed model cities pro- 
gram. 

The few new packages in Pres- 
ident Johnson's bag of bills scar- 
cely stirred Congress. 

Among these were a tax in- 
crease, which was greeted at the 
unveiling by stony silence; a 
proposed merger of the Com- 
merce and Labor depanments, 
which came under instant fire 
from business and labir and 
seems vinually cenaln of rejec- 
tion, and a proposal : ■ ban wire- 
tapping which drew I ud applau.^e 
but faces a difficult fight. 

Only an antlcrime program, pat- 
terned after many other federal 
aid programs, and a larger- 
than-expected Social Secuniy in- 
crease drew strong bipartisan 
approval. And praise for the lat- 
ter was tempered with criticism 
that Johnson failed to mention 
the increased Social Secuniy tax 
that will almost certainly be 
necessary to pay for the new 
benefits. 

More than a year ago, the 
President launched a major ef- 
fon to encourage development 
of new programs for the admin- 
istration to tackle. 

The task forces that were ap- 
pointed still are In existence, 
but little of a substantive nature 
has come from them. And one 
prominent Republican leader, 

Reagan Cuts 

SACRAMENTO, Calif . (AP>.R«_ 
publican Gov. Ronald Reagan has 
waded into the California govern- 
ment swinging an economy ax, 
and surprisingly enough, he has 
met little resistance from the 
Democratic-controlled legisla- 
ture. 

The new governor "is entitled 
to a full and fair hearing of his 
proposals," sa\s Jesse M. Un- 
ruh, speaker of the Assembly 
and probably the most powerful 
Democrat In the state. 
But, privately, some Demo- 
cratic legislators say the two- 
week honeymoon may end. "We 
can't drop banana peels in front 
of him for a few months," said 
one. "We'U let him drop his own 
peels." 



J, Rhodes of Arizona, 

said the President's speech re- 
vealed an "Idea gap" within the 
administration. 
In some areas, Johnson was 
vague. And Great Society sup- 
porters are hoping that specific 
messages to be sent to Capitol 
Hill over the next few weeks 
will detail a number of imagina- 
tive, new programs, including 
measures to deal with pipeline 
safety, the draft, and the prob- 
lems of American Indians and 
Migr.it .17 workers.

'The Fox' Coming Next

The annual Children's Theatre production will be Anhur F;. • 
••Reynard the Fox." (Watch the PLAMBEU for ann'iuncer;..- 
performatice dates.) Director .Martha West has chusen this 
(or a variety of reasons: It has many literary and theatrical p 
slbillties; it is representative -jf something new and diffe:^ 
In children's theatre; and it needs to be intruduced lu mure An.e: l 
audiences. Her work with "Reynard" is, incidentally, a p : l 
ter applied program for the master's degree. 

"Le Roman de Renart" was first produced in Brussels In i '- -. 
The content of the play goes further than the necessary requirements 
of cldldreD's theatre (e4(.. simple, eucrtalamg plot). There arc 
elements of interest to all; -tbe {day tta* can be msb and studied 
on more than one level. 

Since the ulmal-characters are aa mbtle and as complex 35 
real people, tlie playwrlglK talces into consideration as his raisor 
d'«re tlw miod of the child.. Some of the story Is not acted out- 
it is dependent upon the understanding of spoken dialogue. It is 
my belief that die technique employed here Is veiy progressive. 
The child is led to think about situations In Ufe dnougb events iha: 
are easily grasped but that In themsdves do not offer any kind : 
com.plete knowledge. This of course is strletty opposite to the 
Platonic theory of education. 

According to the play itself, "we all have a Uttle bad in US." 
Reynard Is an "h inest ri gue" whii interprets his fellow anlrralf 
for the audience. By po inting up their weaknesses, his trlcke:-. is 
thoroughly inescapable and must be faced as something that 1^ 
basically realistic. 

I strongly recoounend this peiformaace to elaoienuuy education 
and English education majors. 

"Reynard," as theatre for chUdm, has proven that satire ca: 
be effective for this age level. There arc no stereotyped berc e 
or villains; "good and evil" are not used as absolutes r 
dichtomles — Just as in "real" life, there is an absence of s .: 
black and wtiltes. 

The dialogue of tbe play — although at times Invulved and relatr e 
to preceedlng events that are not firmly fixed--is n> t confusL-.i. 
"Reynard" employs irony, farce and tongue-in-v heek device?. 

Martha West <.uti;s up her g als for children's theatre as: firs:, 
to Introduce iheatie as an educational experience; and secondly, 
tu rec igr.i.'^ the two-edged prtac^de of aztiRlc and morally 
responsioie theatre. 

Costuming for the play was destgoed by Tom Wilson as a par 

)f his .MFA degree. (The MFA Is an applied program that require' 
48 hours, a qualifying p<.rtf lio, comprehenelvcs aad a creative 
thesis: it is primarily a terminal degree.) 

Wilson began his research f r this pn ject In Ill-B of 1966, whe: 
he studied the medieval perlixl under Ur. Harlan Shaw. The c s 
tumes are fundamentally of fabric (even the wigs), except for :ht 
constructi n of the masks, which were made of celauRlc by Charles 
Relmer, assoc. professor of ap ea ch. The heraldry was taloen fron 
folk tales and Aesop's fables. 

Half-masks are used to allow expression in acting. Symbols art 
used quite extensively; e.g.. the bear Is dressed is slnggl^ material, 
die hedgehog has a cowl to hide wtthin. tbm merraot eea eeelly curl 
up into a textured ball. 

WUson got his bachelor's (tagree at WllUtm sad Mary. He has 
taught theatre ans for seven years. In seeli% this project cotnr 
to life, he remarked: "Wbh l4cfatt and scenery and makeup, it's 
not like drawing on p^r— tUngs are moving anNad." 

'Chief Offers 35c Refund 

To the Editor: 
Mr. Niemeyer, in his letter 
last Thursday, seems very con- 
cerned about the eflea of bowl 
games on football players and 
gives this concern as a reason 
that Notre Dame will not accept 
any bowl bids. He forgets that 
football players at this school 
and at Notre Dame play the game 
for large scholarships, which In- 
volve them missing much study 
time in the regidar season. He 
should not, therefore, be very 
upset about bowl games If die 
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study time as they do ir 
regular season. Howl games 
not take away from the player' 
vacation, but they have been pa: 
well for their services. 
As for the Marching Chiefs, he 
seems offended that we went at 
all, to the Sun Bowl.

Until recently, the traditional 
physical education curriculum 
has satisfied most of the compe- 
tencies needed for a successful 
coaching career. However, 
because of the rapidly expanding 
number of coaches onployed in 
the typical hi^ sdtool, Florida's 
universities are becoming 
swamped with requeacs for athle- 
tic coadies. 

It has become mandatory that 
more and more coaches teach in 
areas other than physical educa- 
tion. The obvious solution seen 
by many is to provide a cur- 
riculum to train students for 
leaching academic classes as 
well as for coaching duties. This 



coaching education minor must be 
organized in such a way that any 
prospective coach can have the 
opportunity to major in an 
academic teaching field such aS 
math, English or history. 
At FSU the coaching education 
minor provides 12 semester 
hours of coaching subjects plus 
3 hours of speech. Subjects 
include care and prevention of 
injuries, problems of coaching 
and sports officiating. 
The student must also chooae at 
least two coaching methods 
courses from the following: foot- 
ball, basfcadMll. basebaU, omdc, 
wrestling, gymnastics and swim- 
ing. This curriculum Is not yet 
officially recognized for State 
certification. However, on com- 
pletion of the prescrllied courses, 
the student will be presented with 



a "Coaching Education Ceni- 
flcate," signed by the dean of 
the school of education and other 
appropriate officials. 
T.K. Wetherell, a Social Studies 
Major. Is the first FSU student 
to receive this oertiflcaie. 
Or. Mode Scone, dean of PSU*s 
collaffe of education, has said ic 
is "abMlutdy essential that 
ti»se planning n coach have 
the opiiomnity to study the thing 
they are (oing to be doing." 
"We are Mitremely proud of this 
new prognm at FSU." Dean Stone 
said. "The State needs athletic 
coaches, particularly for foot- 
ball, and we're delighted that we 
have begun one of the first pn - 
grams in the nation when?! . 
football coaches can really get 
some training to do dwlr Jobs."

Whether the collegiate student-athlete has a better 
mind than that of the student-student is debatable. 
But, lest we forget, sports require gray matter 
and there are countless examples of the "psych" 
factor which can be told. 

No one ever accused Frank Ryan and Charlie 
Johnson of being dull. Both men are PhD*s in 
physical science (Math and Chemistry) and, inci- 
dentally, two of the NFL's best quarterbacks. 

Why do football players do or die for Vince 
Lombardi and Bear Bryant? Call it fear, loyalty, 
coercion or love; these coaches literally "psych up" 
their teams to maximum performance. Coaches can 
do little to affect the talent in a man's body, but 
they sure do work on his mind. Bryant has 190-lb. 
tackles believing that they weigh 240. 

Roger Bannister provided this generation's most 
vivid example of a "psycholc^ical barrier" when 
he snapped the four-minute mile in 1954. Bannister 
had to alter the oxygen intake of his body (through 
training exercises) in order to run a record mile. 
In truth, he was battling the psych barrier; once 
the world heard of Bannister's time, dozens of 
runners knew it could be done and, in brief years, 
the record has fallen to 3:53.1. 

Bill Bradley, sensational Princeton basketballer 
who became a Rhodes scholar, is living evidence 
that sports require mental effort and attracts strong 
minds. When asked what feature of sports compelled 
him to play, Bradley replied,". . .the pursuit of 
excellence." 

What keeps an ageless wonder like Satchel Paige 
going? At 58 years of age, plus or minus ten, 
Paige continues to maintain his pit^hinir skill. He 
doesn't do it with strength or sjiLt c, brother. 
In his own way of distilling the explanation, Paige 
reports, "I simply out-cutes 'em." 

Cassius Clay doesn't mere outpoint or overpower 
his boxing opponents, he intimidates them. Boldly 
announcing the "Ali-Shuffle," Clay is merely finciinix 
another way to divert his foe's concentration, destroy 
his ego and, in short, psych him. 

If you've ever seen the painful expression on 
Mickey Mantle's face as he trots to the outfield, 
you understand that it is mind over matter which 
keeps him going.

Judicial revision has Iieen In 
the forefront of campus political 
news for about a year but Stu- 
dent Senate has yet beer, "nable 
to approve a bill revising the 
court system. 

Disillusioned by the slowness of 
Senate, Brumm said that he 
studied the question. TTirough 
conference and research he came 
to the conclusion that Honor Court 
itself has the right to institute 
such new procedures. 

The only Constitutional pro- 
vision for rules of procedure is 
that the court must formulate its 
rules of conduct wittiin one month 
of the time Its memi)ers are 
installed. 

"Once it was determined that 
there were no legal restrictions 
prohibiting these revisions, 1 
brought the plan to the Honor 
Court justices and secured their 
agreement to the changes," he 
continued. 

"I don't know why student courts 
in the past have not Incorporated 
these rights into their pro- 
cedures," Brumm said, "but I 
have decidf^ • iverthrow tra- 
dition." 

"^arently, past courts have 
just avoided the question and 
did not midy die procedures 
they were working villi," he 
said. 

"We sincerely hope diat die 
Senate will pass a bill to put 
these procediinl meamnres Imo 
statutory permanence so that no 
ftiture court may aiMtrartly re- 
voke them," he added. 

He also expressed hope that 
they would be added to tlie Stu- 
dent Body Constitution through 
a special referendum. 

Under the present Constitutional 
provisions, the Honor Court has 
no autlwrlty to explicitly direct 
the lower courts to oon^y wlA 
these procedures, •but I have 
recommended the adoptian of 
these rules by tbe University 
Court and Men's and Wong's 
Judiciary, he added. 

According n> Brumm all Honor 
Court hearings and trials will 
now be open to tlie public if tjp 
defendant of litigant In the i 
so desires. 



Previously, die only 
where the public could be present 
were those cases dealing with 

constitutional Interpretation. 

"Public attendance in courtwill 
be allowed only during the 
presentation of the case and 
lin. 'ed by the facilities avail- 
able during regular court hearing 
and by the Chief Justice to pre- 
serve order and conduct within 
the court." Brumm added. 

Continuing his statement, 
Brumm said, "It shall be the 
right of the defendant, the de- 
fense counselor and or the in- 
vestigator to question all wit- 
nesses and statements presented 
before the court." 

"This cross-examination sh 
be limited to relevant questions 
concerning the case and allowed 
only if it aids in the elucidation 
of the case. Relevancy shall be 
decided by the Chief Justice," 

irumm explained. 

Previously, witnesses could be 
questioned only by the party they 
appeared for, either the defense 
or the prosecution. 

However, in lieu of personal 
qjpearance in court by residence 
counselors, faculty members and 
University officials, a signed af- 
fidavit will stand as sworn tes- 
timony which may be questioned 
by the defendant or the invest- 
igator. The cuirent FSU Student 
Body Statutes make provision for 
tbe written oatement rather than 
a personal appearance, he clar- 
ified. 

Announcing anotlier change, 
Bnunm said that appeals to the 

next higher court must now be 
initiated within six school days 
from the date of the decision by 
the lower court. 

Such a retrial may be scheduled 
only If the defense wishes to con- 
test the decision of the case. 
Brumm pointed out, and Indicated 
that this would help insure the 
right to ifipeal. 

Brumm also took the occasion 
to aimouiice odier reforms that 
have been put laM motion this 
academic year. 

For die first time the courts 
began to issue all writs of pro- 
cedure which are necessary to Its 
Jurisdiction.

CANTON, China {AP)-Though 
one million Red Guards throng 
Canton's streets and are in ef- 
fective control, there are no 
civil disorders. The oppositior 
to the guards is cover, furtive 
and virtually underground. 

Police are still on duty, most 
of them wearing armbands to 
show they are in the Red Guards 
anyway. But traffic in the streets 
of Southeast China's biggest city 
is limited to a handful of trucks, 
packed buses and trolley-buses. 

On my way to Canton I won- 
dered If I would meet any Red 
juards. By n^w 1 have seer 
thousands up^jn thousands, shaker 
hands with hundreds who wanted 
to be friendly and even had .me 
try to press his red armoand 
on me as a mark of h inijrary 
membership. 

Their ferver is pathetic but 
self-sustaining. Primed with the 
thoughts of Mao Tse-tung to solve 
all problems, they see the gold- 
en classless future as theirs to 
Inherit. Their movement Is a 
pilgrimage but the only dlety is 
Mao. 

Out in the countryside i saw 

many more columns of youths 

marching to join their c omrades. 

One group of 50, with oedrolls 

on their backs and mostly Dare- 
feet, had been walking behind 

their red flag along dusty roads 
for four days. They said it may 
be a year before they see their 
village again. 

Apan from their teacher, n. t 
one of them was over 13. 

1 was told the Influx into Can- 
ton has built up suddenly during 
the last two troubled weeks— 
since Mao and Defense Minister 
Lin Plao said the cultura.'. revo- 
lution must spread t every wTk 
bench and rice paddy in the land. 

Apparently, all major cities now 
have a similar flood of marchers. 
The disruption of traffic, norma.' 
working and food supplies is 
unimaginable. 

Older men who must keep work- 
ing to feed their families are 
growing Increasingly resentful, 
I was told. So are some yotmg 
workers who are not studeioa 
and who want to get on with 
learning a trade. 

The Red Guards are every- 
where in Canton. Jammed oe 
the pavement outside my hotel, 
mUllng inctmtlnuous procession 
along the main streets, accost- 
ing everyone daring them to My 
Mao's thoughts. They tolerate 
no opposition. 

And yet it was possible to de- 
tect that opposition still exists in 
Canton. It Is undergroimd. It is 
small. But it appears to be de- 
termined. 

The Chinese official assigned tc 
me by the authorities—a wary 
Mr. Wu— admitted tliat there had 
been labor troubles and strikes 
in Canton. From his account thcy 
were not coordinated or 
organized. Yet opponents ot Mao 
had been able to trlggerworkers^ 
unrest sufficiently to set 19 



a nunsDer "f wildcat walkouts. 

In recent weeks the tempo of 
ramming h«me .Mao's message 
has been stepped up. One aim of 
the cultural revolution is to make 
his words and Image totally ubl- 
qulteus. 

At every mealtime — delicate 
Can; nese cooking eaten with 
chopsticks— I sat under a red 
banner that said: "Chairman 
Mao is themost^.iuistanding lead- 
er of the proletariat in the pre- 
sent era, and the greatest gen- 
ius in the present era~ 
Lhi Plao." 

That sets the tone for Mao- 
think. 

The fanatical campaign is de- 
facing China. Every building In 
Canton is being daubed with quo- 
tations from Mao's thoughts, 
painted in scarlet characters on 
orders from the town council. 

This blanket coverage has 
aroused critics. One wall poster 
lamented the waste of paint and 
the use of good space that could 
otherwise be used for posters

I am the first British reportei 
to get Into China since the cul- 
tural revolution flared Int ■ vlo 
lence nearly tw / weeks ag , anc 
my entry visa was for Canton 
only.

"There have been troubles In 
other pans .f China. The situa- 
tion is not good there, particu- 
larly in the norrh." 



When I asked for details, an 
official t .id me: "I cannot give 
state secrets to foreigners." 

Althiugh the Red Guards are 
everywhere, fantastic pressures 
are aubbllng up among the ordi- 
nai7 people and the guards them- 
selves. 

The tension is bordering 
mass hysterics Every.ne 15 
being told constantly that this 
pre.sent fight against the class 
enemy ranks with the October 
revolution. If yu tell this to 700 
million pe pie 1 Mig enough, 
somone will s - >n demand ac- 
tion. And when action C'->mes 
thousands >f innocent people will 
be the victims. 

That is the mo >d here, vola- 
tile, hysterical, apprehensive. 1 >n 
the streets they have swam.ed In 
from the countryside. 1 hey are 
all in their teens and 20s. I hey 
throng the pavements, discuss- 
ing In Impomptu groups and hold- 
ing mass sii% -songs. 

When I looked out of my bed- 
room window from the Yang- 
Cbei^ Hotel at 4:30 in the mom- 
hig. they were still at It. About 
3,000 teen-agers, squatting on 
the pavement, singing the 
th ughts 't Mao. 

.Mthough 1 saw long early morn- 
ing queues at a central food 
market, there did not appear 
to be shortages f vegetables 
or fresh meat. 1 he queues were 
of old women, apparently :inxi.'us 
to be first for the choicest cuts. 
The favorite dlslies: monkey and 
d'jg meat. 

The hotel I stayed In had hot 
water only for an hour m the 
evening and again in the m rn- 
ing. Though the thermometer was 
near freezing, room heat wi^ 
switched on for only three hours 
at liedtime — 



'Respects Americans 
Says Ho Chi Minh

HANOI. North Vietnam (AP)-Presldent Ho Chi Minh said the people 
of North Vietnam cherished peace, but they would never surrender 
their independence to purchase peace for their country. 

He desarlbed the presence of American soldiera in the south, "sent 
here to Ull and be killed." as 'a shameful thing." 

A visitor got die impression that Ho considered the bombings of 
his country an atrocity by the United States. He mentioned the bomb- 
ings several times. 

Ho obvlottsly is weU-informed about political and economic events 
in America. 

He was cordial, even friendly, bitt he was politely firm in ejqpress- 
ing the policy of his country. At times he became Impatient with the 
translator and he turned and addrsM his American visitor in faultless 

EngUab. 

The central policy of his govcrmnent In the conflict with the Amer- 
icans appeared to be a resolution against any Intimidation of the 
"indepeiKience and freedom" of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam. 

"The people of Vietnam cherish peace very much. But peace is 
peace only if you have Independence and freedom," he said. 

"We wUl never mirrender our independence for the sake of peace. 
We have batded too long for independence and freedom." 

The words, "independence and freedom," are words you hear often 
in Hanoi and in the countryside of Nonh Vietnam. Indeed, these 
words are a kind of mono among the people. 

A few days before the meeting with Ho, a minister In the govern- 
ment here explained to this reporter: "You must remember that we 
have been at warfor 25 years. We were at war with the Japanese 
after diey occupied our country during World War II. Then the French 
returned and tried to re-establish their rule in our country. We 
foujiht and defeated the French, and now the Americans. 

• So, we have fought too many wars for too many years to compro- 
miee our indqie n deuce now."

appreciably higher than those ot 
a regular professor. 
Sometimes graduate students 
use their assistantships merely 
as a means to an end. For !nan\ 
they aresimply a source of money 
for getting the.m through school. 
As a result, the graduate assis- 
tant may have little real interest 
in his students. 

On the other hand, having an 
instructor who Is close to the 
student's age can often be an 
Jvantage, as Richard Andrews, 
MathlOS instructor, pointed out. 
rhe instructor who is a student 
limself and who is merely a few 
ears older than the student can 
lave better insight into theprob- 
ems that his students might have, 
lot onlv in his course but also 
n other aspects of college life. 
James McDaniel expressed 
mother advantage of the system, 
saying that the student seems to 
je more willing to debate \sith 
someone who he does not feel 
is his inteUectual superior but 
more his peer. 
He also feels that graduate stu- 
dent instructors express more 
enthusiasm for their jobs than 
jrofessors and are generally bet- 
er prepared, since the material 
±ey are teaching was recenUy 
tau^t to them and is fresher 
in their minds. 

One of the biggest problems 
rraduate student instructo, 
'ac°s, according to English in- 
structor Karl Hein. is that ol 
getting the interest of the stu- 
dent. He feels that die gifted 
student may find classes boring 
and become apathetic. 

Bob Comet, freshman English 
jtftruttor, remarked diat one of 
the majorproblemswhichheruns 
across is die reading inabUior 
of students and inadequate high 
school preparation. 

How are graduate assistants 
chosen?

Chanffe Due infractions 




For years the rules governing the conduct of 
FSU women have been the subject of more heated 
debate, and the cause of more pointless misery 
than any other area of the University's regulations. 

In spite of this, these regulations have been, for 
the most part, notoriously resilient and impervious to 
change. 

It has long been the custom to blame the Dean of 
Women for this, and to do so is. in part, well justified. 

However, it is also misleading since it neglects 
to point out the fact that others, who have the means 
to oppose the system, share the responsibility for 

existing conditions. 

We refer specifically to the Women's Senate, 
which through ignorance, timidity, conventionality 
or opposition to life in the 20th Century, has 
retained these absurdly restrictive rules. 

In attempting to rationalize the ridiculous, its 
justification for the current system has ranged 
from a parrot-like repitition of FSU's obligation 
to be a finishing school, to the need for us to retain 
a good image (meaning, of course, a good middle 
class image). 

Women's Senate is a world unto itself. Recently 
the senators refused to pass a resolution authorizing 

them to study the possibilitv of extending the week- 
night curfew from 11 p.m. to midnight. 

While this hardly surprised us, the reasons given 
quite openly by the senators do. 

They felt that should the curfew be extended, they 
would not have the will power to come in before 
that time. 

On the other hand, in spite of their admitted 
inability to deal with their own personal relation- 
ships, they feel perfectly competent to represent 
women students in every aspect of their life at FSU. 

"^Tien class elections come up soon and precinct 
elections coming up in the fall, it would be well for 
FSU women to study the voting records of their 
senators. 

For women unfamiliar with past records, parti- 
cular attention should be paid to a series of mea- 
sures to be introduced into Women's Senate today. 

These bills, if passed, will: 

A) Repudiate, once and for all, the enforcement 
of the social standards outside the classroom, 

B) Establish the authority of student courts (as 
opposed to combined student-administrative 
proceedings) over cases of curfew breaking. 

Furthermore, they will allow women over 21 to: 

A) Indulge in their lawful right to drink, 

B) Enjoy an unlimited amount of overnight trips 
and remove limits on duration of these trips, 

C) Sign out without approval. 

We support these measures. They are enlightened, 
realistic, necessary and long overdue. Unfortunately 
necessity and right have not impressed Women's 
Senate in the past. 

We advise those who support these reforms to 
make their feelings known to their senator so they 
might represent more than their own interests at 
today's meeting. 
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(Editor's note: The following is 
a list of the 17 points sent to 
President John Champion by 
Asst. Dean of Men William Pro- 
ctor referred to in the letter from 
Mike Boscoe elsewhere on this 
page. The 17 points are "Justi- 
fication for the action taken 
against the Del::. Chi Fraternity.)

Delta Chi's Relate Truth 
About Charter Suspension 

To the Editor ^ ^ ^ . 

During mv enrollment at FSU, I've had the fortunate opportur.::. 

to meet several of the Administrative heads of this institution. On 

most occasions this has been a pleasant and enlightening experience. 

and 1 believe that in President Champion andl>ean Carey, FSU has two 
of the more dynamic and capable administrators in the South. 

These two men are faced with the difficult task of improvi;;g 
the co'Ttmunlcatlons system within the Umversitv and the Faculty - 

studf,'!: relationship as FSU grows at an ever-Increasing pace. 1: 
order to do this, these men must have the co-operation and the a:d 
of the other facets of the Universitv s>stem. In order to establish 
an effective communications system within the University, it must 
first begin within the .Administration Itself. There must be full 
co-operation and understanding for efficient operation. 

It is at this tlm« that I would like to elaborate on Dean LoucKs' 
letter which appeared on page four of "The Flambeau," Tuesda, , 
January 10, 1967, regarding the Delta Chi Incident. 

The first steps in the action taken against the Delta Chi's were 
Initiated by Dean Proctor after the resignation of the House- 
mother (her last day on duty in the House was Dec. 4, 1966). He 
then called for a Fraternity Faculty Review Committee meeting or. 
Thursday, Dec. S. 1966. Meanwhile, the incoming DeluCU President, 
Bob Patterson, was trying to pet in touch with Oean Proaor to 
inform him that the Housemother had not returned » the House as 
expected on Wednesday, Dec. 7, 1966. On Tlnirsdsy however, the 
committee decided that the Delta Chi Charter be revoked as of 
December 9, 1966. It was on December 9th that contact was finall;. 
establlshetl o.-ce again with the IFC office. At diis time I was . 
formed that our Housemother had resigned. No mention was rt.aiic : 
the fact that cur Chaner had been lifted nor was in grave jeopar 
at that time. V\ord of ourChaner revocation came to me at 11:30 : . . 
01. Sunday, l.)ecer> Ler 11. from a fnend of mine who worked at • 
Campus Security Station. He brought my attention to an offu:^. 
notice which had been posted on their bulletin board. 1 was shocke- 
wt e- I saw It and decided to call Dean Froctor at home. It Aa-^ 
c; s . midnight but in view of the seriousness and strangeress 
ol this action, 1 called the l>eai; an-.-way. It was at this time ■: c 
I was Informed that our Charter was lifted (two days after it a a 
officially revoked).

with Dean Proctor trying to find the justification for the act i. .. 
Bob Patterson and Randy Riser then later talked with him for a: 
additional two hours to try and find the reasoning behind the actu r 
After this we were told that there was nothing else Dean Fn ctcr 
could do and that our onl> hope would be to go to Dean Care) . 
Tuesday night we met with Dean Carey who was mrprlsed at the way 
the aaion of the preceedlng week was handled. He then arranged 
for another Committee meeting to be held on Wednesday, Dec 14. 
1966. The satne committee was recalled and the entire matter was 
reviewed in less than a half an hour. The previous declsior. * j? 
upheld and we were informed that It was final at 7:00 p.m. that niil:. 
then, on Thursday, Dean Carey Informed, us that we could than appeal 
it to President Champion (he state^i that -he last decision was not 
the fi.-tal one). On .'-riday, 1 )ece.";i->er 1'-. I'^fet. we met with ! r?^ 
dent Champion for two hours. .\t this time our Charter was suspenc- 
until September 1, 1%7, and we were forced to move out of i jr 
House (refer to front page of the "Flambeau," Friday, januar-

one occasion, fireworks were set off upstairs by the pledges 
(not directly over her head or with any malicious intentions). 
One member had come in from one of the local taverns and was 
slightly high but made no scene, left the room and later returne<3 
to apoligize to the housemother for drinking. Up until then she 
didn't realize anything unusual. Regarding the charge of con- 
siderable drinking (which is a bit distorted) after the pledge- 
active game, there were several members who were 21 (and by 
they way, that is the legal drinking age in the state of Florida) 
and went to one of the local establishments. They did not get 
drur.K, !t was not an organized affair, they were 21. and it was not 
f-raternity- sponsored. They were like any other normal 21 year-old 
college male in the city of Tallahassee. 

I told the housemother that she could extend her Thanksgiving 
vacation with the APPROVAL OF DEAN PROCTOR due to the fact 
that there would be no one there in the House until Saturday. 
In regards to disciplinary action taken by die Fraternity in the 
proceeding incidents, there was no need to except in the case of 
the pledges. All of the other incidents were of minor occurrences 
and the Fraternity had no frequent vilators. It was also found 
that the Housemother left a Fraternity at the University of Tennessee 
in a similar way (refer to the KA Ctutpter, Bill Head, Pres.). 
Charge #17— During Trlmesta: H, 1966, die Fraternity did rank 
18th out of 19 but no mention was given diat in the previous 
trimesters we were in the qpper-half. Tm not excusing diis. 
but 1 would like to say that difficulties sometimes do arise. 
In regards to those with low gr«les, diey are no longer around. 



"15. On Monday, December 5, 
1966, Mrs. Beavan, the cur- 
rent h'usemother, reported 
;o this office to terminate 
her employment. Inquiry 
was made int" the reasons 
necessitating this actl n, 
and she replied that the gen- 
eral atmosphere of the 
house and cmduct of the 
members was totally unac- 
ceptable. In regards to her 
complaints, the past and 
lncumt>ent president have 
acknowle(%ed that fire- 
w rks were exploded above 
her quaners. They funher 
acknowledged the validity 
of her complaint that it 
was necessary to remove 
one memtjer from the dining 
area due to excessive 
drinking. The current pres- 
ident tias acknowledged that 
a considerable amount of 
drinking occurred after the 
pledge-active football 
game. The past president 
has acknowledged that he 
offered to extend the house- 
mother's Thanksgiving va- 
cation beyond the time 
specified by this office. It 
is significant that the fra- 
ternity officers admitted to 
the Faculty Committee on 
Fraternities that no disci- 
plinary action was tdum 
against any member invol- 
ved in any of the proceed- 
ing incidents. It is further 
significant that the activi- 
ties leading to the resig- 
natloi: f Mrs. Beavan are 
vei7 sinuiar to thosewhich 
compelled the temporaries 
to leave the house. 

'16. It is the understanding of 
this office that Mrs. 
Rooney, the past house- 
mother, has been sum- 
moned to certify as to the 
quality of this chapter. Any 
testimony she may offer 
should be evaluated in light 
. f tlie fact that both Dean 
Vr ctor and Dean Brewer 
recall conferences held 
with Mrs. Rooney in which 
she expressed grave con- 
cern over the probtoas 



In looking over these "seventeen (17) charges," you will see 
that four (4) of the remaining eight (8) are totally true. Of these 
four, there were three which occurred over a year ago (1965). and 
the fourthe involved low grades. Of the four others which were 
found to be partially true, two occurred last March with reprimands 
and probation resulting. A third "charge" was found to widely 
distoned with a large degree of discrepancy arising, and the 
fourth was partially true and occurred in August of 1966. 
To elaborate on Dean Loucks' statement that "the action could 
not have come as a surprise," the Chapter had been issued a rather 
strong letter stating that our Charter was in jeopardy as a result 
of the incident in late August, 1966 (Charge #13). We were told 
that we would lose the Charter unless "significant litq)rovement" 
was made before the next Faculty Fraternity Review Committee 
meeting which was scheduled for late October. The Chi^ter pro- 
ceeded to work harder in an attempt to improve and during the 
middle of Octdier. Dean Pnctor told me privately that he did not 
intend to bring our Charter up for revocation. During the first 
week in November. Dean Proctor was a dinner guest at the House 
and In the smoker and discussion period that followed, he told'the 
Chapter as a whole, that he felt that "significant in^rovement" had 
been made. Following this, new plans were drawn to inprove 
even more as the ball was rolling in the positive direction. There 
had been no disciplinary problems referred to the Dean during th 
Trimester and there was no probation placed on the Chapter as the 
result of any incidents during the Fall. TTie financial-aspect of 
the Fraternity operation, once sort of shaky in past years, was 
beginning to jel and solidify. TTie grades had risen in addition 
to the performance of three local service projects conducted by 
the Chapter. 

Then, on December 9, 1966. it happened! We no longer had a 
Charter. It took us two and a half days to find out by way of the 
grapevine. I had Ijeen told during the course of the Trimester by 
the Dean that 1 shouldn't listen to any rumors that I heard because 
If there was any substance to anything, I would be the first to 
hear. I received the official letter on Tuesday, Dec. 13, 1966, 
telling me of the action and to have the Fraternity House cleared 
out by the end of the week. As it turned out, the rumors I had 
been hearing were true. The Chapter was also informed at this 
time that they would be charged for the expenses incurred by our 
ex-housemother v/hile she stayed at a downtown hotel during this 
time in addition to her pay for the month of Oecember (even though 
her last day was Dec. 4, 1966). At this time 1 was told by Dean 
^roctor that 1 had received my warning of this back in August, 
even though we had "improved." Although we ahdno fore-warning of 
this nor of Oe Housemotlier's acttons, tbe "swift justloe** pre- 
vailed. 

In looking back I can only say that it has been a grave, grave 
misfortune that something like this had to occur at a time when 
the minds of students and the future leaders of tomorrow are de- 
veloping In a seemingly positive r.nd meaningful direction, only 
to have them crushed and condemned. You see, there were and still 
ire fifty members of Delta Chi Fraternity at Florida State. Of 
hese fifty, twenty-five are pledges who have been with the Chapter 
inly since September. Of the twenty-five actives, there are only 
.wo whom were here back in the scandalous days of 1965. Eleven 
of the remaining twenty-three came into the Chapter after the 
incidents of March, 1966. So do you see what I mean? Over 50S( 
of the men are paying for something that tfaey had nodiisg to 
do with. They were bent on improving edsttng oon^HtiOBS and de- 
veloping the positive good. 
In may mind. 1 believe that Dean Proctor is truely interested 
in improving the Fraternity system and he is striving hard in these 
areas. I also believe that the Fraternities on this campus alos 
want very badly to improve the system. However, It cannot be accom- 
plldied by clashes, but radier by oo-opa«tion and by getting to 
know a little more about the Fraternities on this census before 
crossing them off the lln. I believe that Ae only way to adiieve 
this and the positive goals is through positive measures, not 
negative. Once again, however, this has teou^ out the strong 
need for oo-onUnation and an improved system of communication.

Faculty Senate last month, at 
Its regular meeting, refused to 
endorse the proposed charter for 
an bxperi mental College; how- 
ever, the topic is likely to re- 
appear on the floor for some 
discussion at their meeting this 
afternoon. 

Defeated Dec. 14 by almost 
a two- to-one margin was 
a notion by Dr. Paul Plccard 
to adopt the charter as a pro- 
spectus. 

L nder the proposed charter, the 
CtUege was designed as an in- 
dividual complex within the total 
University and would enroll no 
more than 600 students. 

These students would have the 
benefit of a special living-learn- 
ing complex during the greater 
portion of his first two years. 

After this time, students could 
elea to stay in the College while 
completing a standard major or 
qualifv for and complete a special

Revised Student's jBiil of Rights 
Goes to Senate For Consideration 

A new and comprehensive Student Bill of Rights, designed to protect tlie 
rights and enumerate the responsibilites of members of the FSU student 
body, will be tntroduced into Student Senate today. 

Student Body President Larn- Gonzalez will deliver a speech urging a 
major effort for the passage of the bill. 

Some of tte rights ^ch the bill would guarantee are the fundamental 
rights of freedom of religious choice, speech, the right to participate in 
3n-campus or off-campus activities for intellectual, religious, social. political, 
economic or cultural purposes and students' right to participate in the 
policy-making decisions <rf the University through 



Student Government. 



major. 

The purposes of the College, 
as stated by the charter's pre- 
amble, are identical to those 
of the University and would pro- 
vide an experimenting facility for 
teaching and learning. 

Stressing optimum inter-per- 
sonal reciprocity among faculty 
and students, the College is aimed 
toward effective communication 
and honest examination of values 
In an atmosphere conducive to 
free exdiange. 

Dr. Giflord Hale, a member 
of the committee wliich drafted 
the diarter. countered with a 
statement as to the progress 
which has been made In devel- 
oping educational programs at 
FSU. 

He then indicated diat he felt 
the Ei^erimental College to be 
a continuation of these experi~ 
moital efforts, "We badadiance 
to do sonnething about dds In 
1964, but for a variety of rea- 
sons, we d^yed. 

"Had we moved forward in 1964 
we might have led the nation. 
It was never too early, but it 
is not now too late." 

Rei^nding that the preseM pro- 
gress was enough and that the 
college's desirable features are 
already being acoomplldied 
within existing arra n g wnent s was 
Dr. Eugene Kaelln. 

Another objection to the new 
Ck>llege plan was given on the 
grounds that it would be unfair 
to give some students a more 
favorable student-faculty ratio 
when all students are of the same 
general ability and pay die same 
fees.

Another bill presented by die 
senator involved a oon^ete 
oveihaul of tte rules for women 
students over tte age of 21, giving 
these Students 

their own sectton of regulations. 
No outstanding changes are in- 
cluded in the bill. 

The bill concerning die regula- 
tions of dress would create rules 
for women students. The bill 
said that "In classrooms, women 
students shall dress appro- 
priately as explained under dress 
in the social standards of tte 
Squaw Law." 

This would mean women would 
be. required to wear cotton 
dresses, skirts and blouses, 
sweaters, flats or loafers, heels 
and tese on special occasiaiis. 



Studeitts enrolled in tte pro- 
gram would satisfy tte general 
education requirements throuf^ 
the Experimental College tmt 
would be encouraged to talce otter 
regular University departmental 
rnnrses to the extent of the elec- 
tive time available to them. 

Another feature of the College 
would be a ratio of one faculty 
member to every 15 students. 

The College would be free to 
experiment with methods of eval- 
uating its program and to ex- 
periment with ways of grading 
and testing. 

Study of such a plan began in 
1964 with the appointment of a 
15-member board to «develop 
plans for establishing the college 
and to serve as an advisory group 
once the college is in operation. 

The charter proposed at last 
month's meeting was the result 
of two years work by this Ex- 
perimental College board under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Ross 
Oglesby. 

When presented to tte Senate, 
OgLeAy said, "Tte charter is 
presented as one we think the 
University can Implement and, 
what is more Important, can live 
with. 

"It has received the careful and 
painstaking scrutiny of all Board 
members, all bringing to it their 
varied academic interests and 
skills. We hope our time here 
today can constructively be spent 
In ejqplaining the document rather 
than defending it." 

FSU President John Champion 
then explained to the Senate that 
die Board of Regents would tuve 
to approve the charter In order 
for it to be inqpiemented. 

He furdier ei^^hdned that it was 
not necessary for tte Faculty 
Senate to qjprove the cbarterbut 
ratter diat tte administration 
was interested in securing tte 
advice of the Senate. 

Dr. Martin Roeder then opened 
up the negative debate, listing 
specific faults with the charter 
and urging that the "charter" 
be returned to Che board for 
further wink or that It te de- 
feated. 

Dr. DeLos Detar then recom- 
mended that die College te es- 
tablished as a dlviston of die 
CoU^ <tf Arts and Sdenoes 
ratter than as a seperate college 
as the charter called for. 

This, he believed, would allow 
for maximum flexibility for en- 
largement or for modification, 
and that questions of salary and 
promotion would not be so diffi- 
odt under audi as plan. 



Piccard's original question to 
adopt the charter as a prospec- 
tus was then called for and de- 
feated by a vote of 30 to 16.

Communist Chinese Forces Again Have Upper Hand 



TOKYO (AP)-*4ao Tse-tung and 
his faction aj^ear to have gained 
tbe upper hand in Communist 
China's power struggle and there 
are signs the threat of violence 
In Peking and other major cities 
is diss4)ating, the Peking cor- 
respondent of the Tokyo news- 
paper Yomluri reported today. 

The Janpanese correspondent 
said the chaotic situation on tbe 
mainland wppem to have 
"passed its peak and the tense 
situation .prevailing over Peking 
Shanghai, Nanking and other 
major cities appears to be sub- 
siding followli^ Mao's personal 



leadership of the purge." 

Wall newspapers !n Peking last 
week reported Mao had returned 
to the captlal, quoting Premier 
Chou En-lai and other hlghCom- 
munist party officials. 

•Hiere Is no doubt Mao's ap- 
pearance played a decisive r.'Ie 
to turn the tide f the crisis," 
the Yomluri rep ri said but add- 
ed that the 73-year-ild party 
chairman has n ot made any pub- 
lic appearances. 

He reponed that 30,000 anti- 
Mao workers left their jobs In 
Shanghai and set out for Peking 
but were intercepted and per- 



suaded to return, 

"Hundreds of thousands of woi*- 
ers had poured into Pe- 
lting, creating tension last week," 

the dispai;ch c^jntinued, "but dis- 
appeared fr.m the streets after 
Mao's supp'.irt to an urgent appeal 
from Shanghai revoiutli)nary pro- 
Mao rebels was rep'.rted in the 
People's Daily Thursday." 

Earlier Mao's facti mhad hinted 
at divisions in its ranlcs with 
a call on all pri-Ma . xrgani- 
zatims Vi rally ar ound the Red 
Chinese army. 

The call for unity -with its im- 
plication that Mao's offensive 



against President . Liu Shao-chi 
and bis followers has split -ap- 
peared in tbe Kwai% Ming Daily, 
the oi^gan of the Maoist intel- 
lectuals, and was broadcast by 
the official New China News 
Agency. 

Quoting Mao as saying "the 

Chine-e Red army is an armed 
b .dy f .r carrying '>ut the politi- 
cal tasks of the rev -lutlon," the 
paper asserted: 'This Is the 
fundamental principle'^! thegreat 
alliance ^f proletarian revolu- 
ti liary groups."

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Fla. Cabinet Office Budgets 
Come Up for Comm. Scrutiny 



TALLAHASSEE (AP) - Gov. 
Claude Kirk's promised scrutiny 
of cabinet-office budgets c imes 
up today, and the Cabinet in turn 
will get a 1 ) k at Kirk's spend- 
ing pi=n5. 

This happens as members of 
tbe Budge Commission — the 
governor and cabinet ofiicers 
themselves — receive each other' 
requests for money to operate 
their agencies during the 1967- 
69 fiscal year. 

The session got under way at 
1:30 p.m. 

Kirk opened five days of mar- 
athon budget hearings Monday 
with a sharply wonted statement 
that "in a new move, all sute 
budgets, including those of 
members of this commission, 
will come under searching anal- 
ysis of the governor's office." 

He said the budgets of all agen- 
cies would have to be slashed 
by $700 million to bring them 
within the $1.25 billion estimate 
of Florida's income through 
1969. 

"1 pledged to operate stategov- 
emment with no newtaxes," said 
Republican KUk. "I intend to 
keep that pledge." He said his 
office also would publish criti- 
ques of tiie asking budgets. 

The commission waded through 
24 agency budgets, one of them 
33 pages long, without taking a 
single vote. 

Actual voting will n i be d(jne 
until Budget Director Wallace 
Henderson has trimmed the first 
figures substantially and made 
his recommendations. 

Then It becomes a case of 
"yes" or "no" despite the fore- 
bodings of the agencie? con 
cemed. The only appeal is di- 
rectly to the L^islature. which 
has the final'say. 
While Kirk's influence as gov- 
ernor, and his pledge to bring 
all his statutory p.wers to bear 
in cutting spending, will play a 
powerful hand In the proceed- 
ings, he actually has the same 
single vote as the sixdemocratic 
cabinet officers. 

Up for an Initial going-over 
today are the budgets of the 
governor's office, depanment of 
agriculture, attorney gemeral, 
comptroller, secretary of state, 
treasurer and depanment of edu- 
cation. 

In Monday's first round, three 
of Kirk's appointed agency 
heads announced cutbacks in the 
budgets which were prepared, for 
the most part, by their counter- 
pans In the inwvioaB adminis- 
tration. 

Development commission chair- 
man C. William Beaufon said 
he had pared his budget from 
$10.9 million to $8.5 mUlIon, 
but the latter figure still was 
$1.6 mllUim above 
Ing. 



Don Meiklejobn, state beverage 
director, asked for $546,000 less 
than his drafted budget and said 
he wanted 26 instead of 72 em- 
ployes. 

Despite the reductions, Meiide- 
john asked an Increase of 29 
per cent— some $7.2 milllondol- 
lars compared to $4.8 million 
allocated during the current bi- 
ennium . 

Hotel c )mtnlssloner A. R. Brau- 
tigam lopped $298,000 off his 
initial budget of $2.7 mUliim. 

The story was much the same 
with each agency. Initial re- 



quests customarily are well 
above what the agency heads ex 
pect win written into the ap- 
propriation bill. 
Some examples: 

-The Citrus Commission, which 
is financed solely by an asses- 
sment among growers, proposed 
to boost it spending by $14.4 
million during tbe two-year fin- 
ancial period. More that $56 
mliilon woukl be spent, toe txilk 
on advertising and promotion. 



US Fighters Strike 
Hanoi R.R. Yard 



SAIGON (.\P)-L'S fighter-bomb- 
ers, returning t :he S;eavily de- 
fended Hanoi area, struck twice 
Tuesday at a railway yard 40 
miles nonh of the Communist 
capital. The air war dominated 
allied activity on both sides ol 
the border. 

Viet Cong gunners shot down a 
US Army UHID helicopter 23 
miles northwest of Saigon and 
American authorities announced 
all the el^t men aboard were 
killed. By coincidence eight 
others had died Monday in a 
CH47 helicopter shot down in the 
Mekong delta. 

A US military ^kesman, re- 
porting on strikes in the Red 
River delta for a third straight 
day of dear weather, said Air 
Force F105 Thunderdiiefs 
po inded the Thai Nguyen rati

ing from unknown causes and pre- 
sumed down. 

This broug^it the nundlierof US 
planes reported lost over the 
Communist north to 459. 

In die ground war, US head- 
quarters reported the Com- 
munists used "what qipeared 
to be rlot-CHBtnil gas" against 
US troope for die aeonnd dme 
in less dian dwee months, but 
die Americans didn'tevenhaveto 
put on their masks. 

A apcdsesmaa said die Viet Cong 
tossed gas grenades at pursuing 
infantrymen of die 4di Division 
in a small action 27 miles nortfa- 
nortbwest of Saigon Monday. 

"Tbe gas had no serious effect 
and protective masks were not 
na^mi." tte spokesman saM. 



"There were no US casualties. 
Two of the enemy were killed." 
In other developments: 
-US Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge returned from five weeks 
in tbe United States and said tbe 
American people "want to do 
everything possible to siq^rt the 
young Americans who are here." 
-Pentagon officials In Washing- 
ton disclosed that 10,000 more US 
troops will be sent to South Viet- 
nam this month to boost Ameri- 
can troop strength to 405.000. By 
the end of 1967. tbe officials 
predicted, diere wlU be 475,000 
Amoican troops in Vietnam, In 
addition to between 50,000 and 
60.000 offshore widi die 7di Fleet 
and about 30,000 in Thailand, 
mostly airmen. 
-Premier Nguyen Cao Ky left 
for a 10-day trip to Australia 
and New Zealand during which he 
is expected to encounter hostile 
demonstrations from Lai^orite 
opponents of the war. Ky is going 
to express appreciation for the 
support in troops and material 
the two countries have given bis 
government.

At one time copies of the State 
shoplifting law, along with 
reminders that stealing was a 
violation of both the State law 
and the Honor Court code, were 
jKJSted throughout the store. They 
recieved no noticable response. 

In fact, students objected to the 
Implication that they were 
"crooked" so much that the signs 
had to be removed. 

A series of convex mirrors was 
recently installed In both the 
Union and book stores. In 
addition, employees have been 
cautioned to be alen to shoplifting 
and iBttiuctedto rq>rimand those 
thought guilty. 

What ever the solution to this 
Jolting problem, it must be found 
soon. Students are defeating tlieir 
own purpose by stealing from an 
auxiliary operation as their 
deficiency must be made vf> 
another diqpartment or by the stu- 
dent activities fee, creating a lack 
to service somewtere else along 
the line.

Dean's Memory Seems Limited 



Emphasis Age 

Peace Emphasis \^ eek brings to mind the old paradox 
of war and morality. Few people, it seems, really 
enjoy killing and even fewer like the idea of being 
killed, yet war is such an integral facet of our lives 
that the concept of peace seems almost alien. 

As we meditate upon what might underlie mankind's 
seemingly enexhaustible capacity for cruelty to its 
own species, let us recall our childhood memories. 
We all have fond memories, such as executing mass 
slaughters among formations of plastic soldiers, our 
infantile delight at fondling rubber stilettoes, machine 
guns, tanks, et al. And those war games we played 
with our brethren were a real blast. 

Did we not howl with glee when those Nipps and 
Krauts got dismembered upon the movie screen, or 
delight at seeing Redskins laced with bullets fired 
by good clean-living, God-fearing, white-hatted 
cowboys? 

As time went on, we became vaguely aware that these 
might be real live people who came into the world 
for some purpose other than to be bomb fodder. 
Some people, however, do not grow up to the 
realization that real people die in war. 

How frightening it is that war must be real and 
that peace must be illusory, that our religion and 
ethics should espouse peace while our culture speaks 
otherwise. We have become so afraid of peace that 
our stock market shudders at its very mention. 

For all our vaunted civilization, man remains more 
bestial than animals, for man alone in nature's 
kingdom indulges in killing for its own sake. 

Peace Emphasis Week will not end Sunday, for 
this is Peace Emphasis Age. Peace is not merely 
an ideal, but a necessity. 

Basic Rules 

The changes in procedures as announced yesterday 
by the Chief Justice will go a long way toward 
helping the Honor Court catch up with the basic 
rules of judicial due process as set forth in the 
Constitution of the United States some 170 years ago. 

While we must applaud these steps, we cannot help 
but wonder why it took so long. 

Equally puzzling is the question as to when Student 
Government will bring us completely up to date by 
the passage of a clear and binding Student Bill of 
flights. 

This incident should tell us something about campus 
polities: for years the student politicians have been 
promising students judicial reforms and a Bill of 
Rights. 

They have yet to deliver, while the court, which 
promised nothir^, has. 
Elections are in February. 
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To the Editor: 

In re Dean Loucks* letter of 
January 10, 1967 written for 
the benefit of persons ' in- 
accurately informed" on the re- 
cent Delta Chi actions, I would 
like to point out a number of 
facts. 

First, the Dean's memory of 
facts seems somewhat limited to 

sd\ the least. He makes the un- 
qualified statement, "This, to 
my knowledge, is the first char- 
er lifted in the past ten vears." 
I can scarcely Ijelieve that the 
then Dean of Men has already 
f rg -nen the furor and con- 
troversy arising out of the pres- 
entation of questionable skits 
during the I'ow Wow of C)ctober 
10, 1964. The actions which re- 
suited from that unfortunate inci- 
dent included the placing of seven 
Greek organizations on full 
probation and the "lifting" of 
one organization's charter. To 
be accurate, since FSU's 
Administration would consistent- 
1-. have us believe that ever > one 
else is inaccurate, I quote from 
the following documented 
sources: 

(1. "On October 19, 1964, the 
following punishment was de- 
livered by Dean of Students, 
Harry F. Day, in a meeting in 
his office. The following groups 
received full social and Admini- 
stration probation for the 
remainder of Trimester I. 
1964. . .The. . .Fraternity had 
its local charter lifted for two 
trimesters. This fraternity was 
previously on Administrative 
probation." 

(Context of Joint IFC and Pan- 
hellenic Protest to President 
Hlackweli, Oct. 19, 1964, p. 5) 

(2. "One fraternity had Its 

charter lifted by the University 
for two triFTiesters, which means 
in effect that it ceases to func- 
tion as an organization for the 
period." 

("Discipline Meted to Seven 
Groups," TallahasseeDemocrat, 

Oct. 21, 1964) 

I araphrases of the ai- ve- 

("Gri.ups I JisciplinedOver Skits 
at hSL," Jacksonville Times 
Union. Oct. 22. 1%4)

I will have to concede that these 
punishments were mitigated, but 
only after a fantastic wrangle 
between students, alumni, facul- 



ty, administration, politicians, 
townspeople, and preachers. The 
general .McCarthy-like atmos- 
phere which reigned, in fact, led 
to my own voluntary resignation 
as a graduate student of this in- 
stitution. 

Nevertheless, the original pun- 
ishment, as with the Delta Chis. 
was the 'lifting" of a charter. 
If Dean Loucks would care to 
debate this fact with the 
distinguished forty-two sig- 
natories of the above document 
or with diree major new^apers. 
I hope that I'm around for the 
fun. 

Secondly. I believe that there 
are a number of faas of our 
American way of life enumerated 

in the Cui;stitution of the United 
States, which I presume receive 
at least some penodjc attention 
beyond Westcott Gate. I do not 
wish to bore readers with quo- 
tations from the latter but wish 
thern lu cor.Mder the Bill of 
Rights while reading the Dean's 
letter: 

(1. "This action had the 
ur.ar.inious approval of the Facul- 
ty Fraternity Committee, the 
Dean of Men, the Dea: of i>tu- 
dents and the President of this 
University." 

Obviously none of these indi- 
viduals, several of whom could 
be more closely associated with 
the prosecution of the accused, 
are peers of same. 

(2. "The laner (presumably re- 
ferring to the President and or 
a rehearing committee) me; with 
all principles (sic) involved, in- 
cluding Delta Chi representa- 
tives. . .to hear fully the details 
of this matter."

Adams also enumerated the de- 
tails of a proposal which will be 
submitted with the budget this 
July.

Another said that up until eight 
or nine years ago she had been 
able to meet with the Executive 
Houseke^er of FSU but these 
meetings were discontinued as a 
result of "too many gripes." 
"Since then, we have been able 
to meet with the Housekeeper 
just two or three ofusataUme,** 
one complained. 

They funher explained how they 
won the privilege we had to go 
without pay for this day, to prove 
we really wanted the time off, 
she explained. 
Most frequently cited as a 
reason for wanting Sundays off 
was a desire to attend church. 
The women also felt that they 
wanted some time with their 
families as they must now woric 
seven days a week. 
Others felt that the three-hour 
Sunday schedule was Inequitable.

Most frequently cited desires of 
the switchboard operators were 
for shortened hours and in- 
creased salaries. 

Many e;qDressed the wish for 
weekends off. or for at least 
one day off during the week 
so that they could have some 
time to spend with their families.

In supporting the new bill of 
rights, which was introduced Into 
Ser.ate yesterday by Sen. Uave 
Riddle, Gonzalez stated that one 
of the greatest difficulties in 
defining the rights of a student 
Is the fact that the rights of the 
faculty, administration. Board of 
Regents, Board of Education and 
the State at large, which siqjport 
the University, must alsobea)n- 
sidered. 

He went on to explain, however, 
that the rights enumerated on 
the bill are those whidi are 
necessary for the student to car- 
ry out his duty of seeking, dis- 
cussing and promulgating the 
truth. 

To accomplish these ends, a stu- 
dent must have the right of free- 
dom of speech, freedom of the 
press and the right to conduct 
research freely. Gonzalez con- 

linued, . 
Summarizing the necessity for 
this measure, Gonzalez said. 



"We have already recognized dte 
balance of responsibility wlfh 
our rights. And now with the op- 
portunity to achieve new excel- 
lence on behalf of those whom we 
represent and with the possession 
of the democratic tools with which 
to achieve, 1 believe it is our 
obligation and our Aity to aditeve 

It." , . 

The bill regarding the selection 

of candidates for "Who's Who" 
would change the required 
average for a candidate from 
2.5 to a 2.0 and provide for a 
committee to review the names 
of candidates suggested by cam- 
pus organizations, seniors and 
graduate students. 

A bill proposing a change in the 
section of the Constitution dealing 
with the academic honor code 
would allow a student a third 
alternative if he observes another 
student committing an act of 
academic dishonesty. 

Presently the student must first 
request the offender to turn him- 



self in to the instructor or to 
the Chief Justice of Honor Court, 
and if the offender does no do so, 
the student must himself report 
the offender. The amendment 
would give the student the choice 
of "taking such personal cor- 
rective measures as he deems 
appropriate." 

The bill would also make the 
honor pledge, which is now re- 
quired at the end of every exami- 
nation, required only at the dis- 
cretion of the instructor.

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Australians Protest 
During Ky Visit 



Why Won't Americans 
Listen to Other Side 



CANBERRA, AustraiUa (AF>- 
With minisklned demonstrators 
chanting "one-two-tbree, go 
home, Ky," South Vietnam's pre- 
mier charmed Us way into Aus- 
tralia's capital today and paci- 
fied a news conference of tough 
and at times hostile questioners. 

Premier Nguyen Cao Ky and 
his wife arrived in Canberra for 
a nine -day visit to Australia 
and New Zealand during wiiicb 
members of the opposition La- 
bor party have pledged to stage 
demonstrations against the war 
and his visit. 

Fielding every question at tlie 
news conference with smiling 
urbanity, Ky: 

1. Insisted tha: his vlslr was 
not to bulster his regime but to 
thank ihe pc'.ple of Australia for 
their sacrifices in behalf of his 
country. 

2. Denied that Adolf Hitler was 
his hero, that he had ever f -ught 
for the Vichy regime In France — 
"I was only 12 years id" — 
or that he had ever taken part 
In the Algerian war for France. 

3. Reaffirmed his intention to 
visit the United States after the 
Constituent Assembly finishes 
writing a c nstltuti- r. f : South 
Vietnam. He said ttie trip would 
probably be at the end of this 
year. 

4. Said he has no object l-jn to 
the Viet Cong's National Libera- 
tion Front participating in neg.'- 
tlatlons to end the Vietnamese 
war "so long as they are part of 
the Hanoi delegatl- n." 

Some 700 trade unionists and 
students turned out t > protest 
Ky's visit with placards de- 
nouncing him as a fascist, a 
killer and "baby burner." 

"Waterside workers say keep 
killer Ky out," read a typical 
placard waved by the demon- 
strators. 

Some of the demonstrators 
tried to bait the hundreds of ex- 
tra police called on duty by 
waving Viet Cong flags In theii 
faces, but the tough Aussie cops 
stood their groimd. Tbm were 
no incidents. 

Accompanied by his beautiful 
wife, Tuyet Mai, the premier 
was whisked ao>,ut the city at 
such speed that he was barely 
cognizaBt ot any public opposi- 
tion. 

By Saigon standards, dK 
demonstrations were mild and 
orderly. Many of the antl-Ky 
forces wore the international 
uniform of protest— beards, san- 
dals, blue jeans, and sweat shirts. 
Standing lander tbe eucalyptus 
trees waving their banners of 
protest and chanting, they might 
have been transplanted en masse 
to the Berkeley campus in Cali- 
fornia without changli^ ^\^r 
lines or their garb. 

Along with the demonstmors, 
a few thousand curtoos turned up 
along tbe motorcade route {hr>- 
bably expecting to see tbe flam- 
boyant premier In his customary 
black flight suit and lavender 
neck scaif. Instead they saw 
a smiling nnuBtachkMdyoimg man 
in a conservative bnmn sUk 
business salt and gold and Mack 
striped tie. 

His wife, a former airline hos- 
tess who once was named Miss 
ALr Vietnam, wore a flowered 
blue ao dal.'the form-flttii^ na- 
tional costume consisting of a 
brocaded tunic over black silk 
pajamas. 

"It is good to see you again," 
Prime Minister Harold Hoh told 
Ky as tbe premier and Us wife 
stepped from their plane. Both 
men attended the Manila summit 
conference last October, and Ky 



said then be would like to thank 
tbe people of Australia and New 
Zealand personally for theirhelp 
to Vietnam. 

Air police with German shep- 
herd watchdogs guarded the 
base's fenceline as Ky depaned 
for Government House to meet 
tbe governor general. Lord Ca- 
sey. 

Special police and guard dogs 
also patrolled the airport at the 
north coast city of Darwin, where 
Ky's plane landed briefly.

WASHINGTON (AP)-The panel that decides on Adam Clayton Poweil's qualifications to be a member 
of Congress apparently will include five Democrats from the House Judiciary Committee. 

Speaker John W. McCormack, who has had trouble finding members willing t.. serve on the special 
Powell panel, reportedly has decided to select five Democratic members from the Judiciary Committee. 

In refusing to seat Powell last week, the House voted to create a committee uf five Democrats and 
fiur Republicans to investigate Powell's qualificatioiis and recommend within five w eeks whether he 
be seated or expelled. 

McCormack said Tuesday he haddeeided«^ theDemocretic members would be, but would not annoimce 
their appointments until the Republicans named their representatives. 

Republlcaaleaders, busy with their rival State of the Union message to be delivered Thursday night , 
had not gottoi around: to selecting their conunittee members Tuesday. There was no Inticatlon rhey 
would follow McCormack's lead and name Judiciary Committee monbers. 

The Judiciary Committee also has lielped produce all the recent civil rlgbis bills, wUcb would tend 
t ' neutralise any complaint Powell mlglK make that he is being treated usfalrly because be is a Negro. 

The chairman ot tbe Judiciary Committee, and expected to be dmimaD of tbe special Powell com- 
mittee, is Rep. Emanuel Geller, D-N. Y. Celler is dean of the House and is now servlflg Us 23rd term. 

Celler took an active part in tbe House debate last Ttesday, oiglag ttut Powell be ae«ed wUle his 
qualifications were investigated. He called tlie RspoUican pn^osal, irtilcb wss adofnei, "a dangerous 
precedent." 

Celler voted for tbe GOP posltioa, however, after it was approved by voice vote as a sBbsttaite for 

the proposal to seat Powell first. 

Celler was an early advocate of tbe view that Powell AouU have bis qualiOcations examined by the 
House, and has been singled out for heavy criticism by Powell's Harlem suppon^rs. Tliere have been 
repons that a prominent Negro wiU run gainst Celler in Us Brooklyn district in tbe next Democratic 
primary.

ARTICLE VI ACADEMIC HONOR SYSTEM 
Section 1 CODE OF ACADEMIC HONOR 

The Academic Honor System erf the Florida State University 
is based on the premise that each studmt has the dual responsibility 
(I) to uphold the highest standards of academic honesty in his 
own work, and (2) to refuse to tolerate academic dishonesty on 
the part of any other person. Its purpose is to minimize dishonesty 
in the university community and to foster a high sense of honor 
and social responslblltty od the part of stBdetts. 

Section 2 ACADEMIC DESHONECTY DEFINED 

A. During examinations, academic dishonesty shall include referring 
tn written inf rmatl.n not specifically condoned by the instructor. 
It shall further include receiving written or oral information 
fr>m a fellow student. 

B In the instance if papers written outside class, academic dis- 
h.nesty shall include plagiarism. Plagiarism may be specially 
defined f.^r the purpose of any c urse by tlie instructor Involved. 
Unless it shall otherwise be defined, plagiarism shall Include 
failure i use qu'.tati .n marks or their d inventional markll% 
ar und tnaterlal quoted fr .m any printed source. Plagiarism 
shall also include paraphrasing a specific passage from a 
^petifL s-urce without indicating accurately what that source 
IS. Plagiarism shall funher Include letting another person 
Ci mp se 'r rewrite a student's written assignment. 

C. Academic dishonesty shall include stealing, buying, selling, 
or referring to a copy .f any examination before It shall have 
been adminlsiered. 

D. ^ student wh shdU have assisted in the forms of dishonesty 
mentioned ab ve shall be c-nsldered equally guUty as tl» 
student who accepts such assistance. 

E A student who shall possess sir-ng evidence that one of the 
offenses listed above has been committed and who does not 
repon such evi<tence shaU be considered guilty of academic 
dishonesty.

He shaU be e:qpected 
(n t.. take all reasonable security measures to protect examina- 
ti ns themes, grade books, etc. against theft; (2) to give bis 
studen s lear indication of his concent for acadonic honesty 
and his =^upport of the Academic Honor System; (3) to retyilxe 
his students to sign a pledge at the condasion at cadi examtoa- 
tl .n a«; provided in Section 3 A. above. 

B Should a faculty member wish to modify the deflniiloB of plagia- 
rism as set forth in this constitution, he shall ejqjlaln his 
usage of the term to his classes each trimester.

The Honor Court shall Investigate reports of alleged academic 
dishonesty, shall conduct hearings and trials when the cir- 
cumstances warrant such action, and shall determine appropriate 
oenalties for students found guilty of academic dishonesty. The 
Coun ShaU maintain a file on each student reported to U. ^ 
an hidlcatlon of the action taken in each case, and the Chtel 
Justice shall repon the disposition of each case to the student 
concerned and to the Instructor of the course Involved. 
A student who is found guilty of academic dishonesty f.-r the 
first Ihne may, at the discretion of the Court, be recommended 
for a penalty in addition to any academic penalty which may 
already have been taiposed by theteacher of the course involved. 
In extremely serious cases even first offenders may be recom- 
mended by the Cwirt for suspenskHi or expulsion from the Uni- 
versity.

'Take it With a Grain of Salt 



A New Party: 

There seems to be a lot of criticism about the 
new political party on campus which claims not 
to be a political part\'. Rather, the members refer 
to Action as a diverse group with common goals. 

It is no secret that most of the Action leadership, 
as well as the rank and file, comes from the 
presently disintegrating Student Party, '^e often 
hear the general public, as well as University Party 
elite, claim that Action is no more than Student 
Party with a new name. 

There is also a common complaint from the 
opposition that Action will have no party respon- 
sibility. Action will not have to answer for the 
past errors and commitments of the present Student 
Party officials, they claim. 

We feel that some of the complaints and criticisms 
are well justified. Because Joy Dickinson, student 
body vice president, is a founder and one of the 
most influential people in the Action group, we feel 
Action can and should be held responsible in part 
for her conduct while in office. 

Also, even though Gene Stearns, the obvious Action 
candidate for student body president, claims to 
have no connection with Student Party now, he must 
be considered at election time partially on the merit 
of his past behavior just as his opponent. 

Action leaders claim that Action has nothing to 
do with the old Student Party, when in fact, the 
bulk of Action is made up of people previously 
affiliated with Student Party. This heavy influx of 
SP converts will no doubt mold Action closer to 
the SP image than the leaders like to admit. The 
main balancing factor, though, might be the executive 
uliich is composed prinmrily of formerly apolitical 
students. 

In this sense, Action is no more than Student Party 
with a new name. It must also be pointed out that 
the newness of Action really comes from the inrlusion 
of former UP people and many students heretofore 
disinterested or unrepresented in Student Govern- 
ment. 

The new ideas claimed by Action are, for the 
most part, not unlike the ideas of last year's New 
Party and, as far as we can determine. University 
Party's probable presidential candidate Mel Smith. 
Most of the ideas expressed by both sides this 
year are very good and long overdue in Student 
Government. 

The strategy behind the formulation of Action is 
very astute indeed. Student Party has been unable 
to win a major office election in many years. This 
alone is reason enough to form a new party with a 
new name. 

In our opinion. Student Paiiy's name is a stigma 
hard to overcome when trying to attract members 
from untapped areas of the campus. 

The superficial overhaul is complete. So-called 
leaders of Student Party are now, with few excep- 
tions, supposedly rank and file in Action. Only 
time will tell how new Action really is.

The FLAMBLAU of Jan. 18, 
1967, included a headline read- 
ing, "Action Gains Support of 
Universit;, I'artN I'roponents."

The students which 125 
recruiters were Interested in are 
the 2.326 students in FSU's 
Graduate School. The problems 
of the recruiters ranged from 
locating "two or three" new 
faculty members for a small, 
established liberal arts college 
t(i staffing a 75-man faculty for 
a ne.'. ;unior college expecting 
-'.000 students this fall. 
Jar' et R. Swanson, director of 
placement at FSU. said the num- 
ber of recruiters and institutions 
had almost doubled from the last 
\ear's conference, and salary 
offers had jumped about $300 
per academic year. The in- 
creased number of recruiters at 
FSL Is largely due to the nation's 
expanding junior college system, 
he said. Stales such as Georgia, 
.Alabama and Texas are in the 
midst of rapidly developing their 
junior college systems. 
The most sought-after students 
are those In the science area such 
as chemistry or physics. Also 
much in demand are teachers in 
the business areas such as ac- 
counting. A student with a major 
In data processing, engineering 
or electronics makes a re- 
cruiter's eyes light up. 
The junior college recruiters 
in most cases require a master's 
degree ar:d the senior colleges 
and universities a PhlJ. Swan- 
..,son said the salaries varied from 
?a master's degree minimum of 
$5.^00 per academic vear to 
$9,400. For a PhU, a $12,000 
to $13,000 salary range is of- 
fered. 

The recruiters came mostly 
fror, the Southeast with scat- 
tered representation from the 
West and North. 

Tt.ree representatives from 
Tarrant Count) Junior College at 
Fon Worth, Texas, spent a busy 
day interviewing students. They 
are faced with the task of re- 
cruiting 75 new faculty members 
for the new college whicii opens 
in September with an estimated 
2,000 students.

T\LL \H.\SSEE L^P) - The Florida Legislature nears final action on a 48- senator, 
120-repre3entative apportionment bill today, but at least three questions remain 

to be answered before legislators go home: 
-Should the bill provide for special elections this spring? 
-Does Atry. Gen. Earl Faircloth consider it legal? 

-What should be done with a surprise amendment which ^uld have the effect of 
eliminating cr.e incumbent senator? . 

The question faced the House today as it prepared to tack its seating plan onto 
the Senate's and sent it back to the Senate for further amending or final approval. 

A kev factor in deciding whether to make the apportionment bill effective imme- 
diately', which would mean spring elections, was a warning of a possible veto. 

Faircloth advised the Legislature the present aj^rtionment plan f "1° ""^ 
legally defended and that improvements "probably will be required before tne 
regular 1967 session. ,^ , 

Kirk told lawmakers minutes later in a letter that he could not accept any plan 
which did not call for election of a valid Legislature at the earliest possible date 
or any plan which was not considered legalK sound by Faircloth. 

House and Senate leaders were expected to go over the new bill with the attorney 
general to discuss its defensiblllty before a court before opening the way for final 
passage.

SAIOON. Soudi Vietnam (AP)- 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland's 
headquarters announced today 
that American forces In Viet- 
nam suffered nearly 1,200 
casualties last week, their hi^i- 
est weekly total of the Vietnam 
war. 

The US command said 144 men 
were killed, 1,044 were wounded 
and six were missing in the 
week that ended at midnight Sat- 
urday. The previous high was In 
the week ending last Sept. 24, 
when 970 Americans were killed, 
wounded or missing. 

Many of last week's casualties 
were sustained in Operation Ce- 
dar Falls in the "iron triangle" 
north of Saigon, the biggest 
ground sweep of the war. While 
there were no large-scale 
battles, there were numerous 
small clashes and the number of 
men deployed — estimated at 
more than 30,000 — exceeded any 
operation of the war. 

Action in Operation Cedar Falls 
continued toda> at a steady pace. 

B52 bombers struck at Com- 
munist fortifications and tunnels 
at noon on the northern edge of 
the iron triangle 29 miles north- 
northwest of Saigon. The raid, 
the 13lh by the B52s in support 
of the vast sweep operation, de- 
stroyed 12 buildings, 325 feet of 
trenches, 59 bunkers and three 
tunnels, a US spokesman re- 
ported. 

Small ground skirmishes also 
continued in the iron triangle, 
and US forces reported the toll 
of enemy dead since the operation 
started Jan. 8 had risen to 
524, with a record 3,170 tons of 
rice seized and 421 weqxms c^- 
tured. 

Over North Vietnam, US pi- 
lots hammered at important rail- 
road yards and rail bridges 
northeast and northwest of Ha- 
noi Wednesday and flew 109 strike 
missions. It was the largest num- 
ber of missions since Jan. 4, 
when US pilots flew 116 against 
the North. 

US headquarters did not re- 
port any planes lost during the 
raids Wednesday although pilots 
reported very heavy antiair- 
craft fire around some targets. 
Hanoi claimed two American 
planes were shot down. 

In ground action in South V iet- 
nam, US headquarters reported 
only patrol clashes apart from 
the iron triangle operation. South 
Vietnamese headquarters said 
government troops killed 24 Viet 
Cong in two engagements. 

The total of 1,194 American 



casualties last week topped a 
previous high of 970 killed, 
wounded or missing (hirii% the 
week that ended last Sept. 24. 
The casualties last week includ- 
ed die highest number of 
wounded of any week of the 
war, exceeding the previous 
high of 825 during that same 
September week, and the third 
highest numiier of combat dead. 



SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (AP) - 
Guards firing rifles, shotguns and 
tear-gas canisters prevented a 
racial clash b«wsen 2,800 white 
and Negr>> convicts in tlie San 
Quentln Prison yard Wettoesday 
night as the two gmups came to 
within 50 feet of each other.

Money Saved, Jobs Lost, by Merger 



W.^SHINGTON (AP)- The Penta- 
gon aims to save more than $37 
million yearly by merging or 
phasing out 33 militar\ bases and 
activities in the United States 
and 6 overseas facilities. It was 
learned TTiursday. -More than 
1,400 civilian jobs would be eli- 
minated. 

Secretar". of Hefense Rubert S. 
.Mc.Narnara tells a news con- 
ference toda> about the new con- 
solidation move, his sixth since 
1961. 

Informed sources said the new 
cutbacks also will involve the 
transfer of 3,000 other civilian 
emplo\es and 1,700 militar> 
workers. The informants added, 
however, that all career civilian 
employes whose jol'S will be eli- 
r:;lnated b\ the new actions will 
be immediately offered different 
positions by the Defense Depart- 
ment. 

The 33 cutbacks in the United 
States are spread unevenly 
across the nation, wlth.Mabama, 
New Jerse\ , Pennsylvania, Texas 
and Washington each losing three 
facilities. CaUk rnia, Massachu- 
setts, New 'i orn. and Ohio each 
will lose two facilities. 

The largest savings-about$20.8 
million annually-will be gained 
by phasing out all of the Navy's 
antisubmarine P5 seaplanes by 
1968 and their supfwrt facili- 
ties at 12 bases around the world. 
Informants emphasized that the 
phaseout of the seaplanes will 
not shut down overaU activities 
of the air bases. 

They added that McNamara's 
decision to cut out the seaplane 
operations was based on evi- 
dence indicating it is cheaper 
and easier to si^port slmUar 
antisubmarine operations with 
land-based planes.

Moral Bankruptcy 



We frequently speak of what we call the "university 
community.' ' This phrase is used because it seems to 
best convey the point that the university is a com- 
munity composed of a variety of different members, 
each of which is important to the well being of the 
whole. 

Yet there are those anwMJg us who blithely disregard 
this fact. 

We refer, of course, to those responsible for the 
wages and working conditions of the switchboard 
operators on campus. 

It is appalling to find employees anywhere in this 
country working for a wage as meager as $.77 per 
hour, but in a university it is outrageous. 

The hours required of the operators are not only 
excessively long, but they are arranged with a total 
lack of consideration for the employees. 

Moreover, they are treated in a manner that is 
blatantly unfair. FSU students fulfilling the same 
function get privileges denied to the full-time, non 
student operators. 

But this still does not tell the full, nauseating story 
of "how some university staff members are treated. 

A large proportion of maids work for even less 
than the switchboard operators: $.75 an hour. 

Laborers in the university laundrv, doing heavy 
work in what is not exactly the most comfortable 
place on campus, usually get something in the range 
of a mere $.80 to $.90 per hour. 

These are the forgotten members of the university 
community. The fact that they have served us so long 
and well under the circumstances contrasts sharply 
with the attitudes of some FSU officials toward thenu 

The callousness with which their plight is often 
dismissed is illustrated by a remark President 
Champion once rxide to critics of the situation. 
Obviously intending this to be a crushing rejoinder, 
he replied that the university is not covered by the 
minimum wage law. 

Yesterday the personnel director gave the same 
excuse and went on to point out that when it did come 
under law next month, wages would be raised to the 
minimum. 

This is the most shameful part of all — FSU must be 
forced by the Federal Government to pay decent 
wages. 

But it is only just that we should suffer such humil- 
iation. We had years and years to pay our debt to 
these people, but we chose instead to give them two 
cent raises. 

This time, insteadof being content with the minimum 
let us make every effort to see that wages and con- 
ditions conform to those that would be expected in a 
place dedicated to truth and enlightenment. 

In the past the proponents of fiscal miserliness have 
led us into moral bankruptcy. We nust never listen to 
them again.

Joint Congress for 
Students, Faculty?

A joint student-faculty Congress with the ideal of 
a total involvement of students and faculty for a 
total commitment to FSU is now being planned. 

Announcing the formation of a student faculty 
committee to investigate the possibility of creating 
the Congress, Sec. of Internal Affairs, Mel Smith, 
said that such an organization would function as 
"the unified voice of the University." 
University Party chairman Bill Wood also announced 
that the platform proposals at the upcoming Univer- 
sity Party (UP) convention, Feb. 1, will include a 
recommendation for this joint sfaident-faculty 
Congress. 



Wood noted that supportii^ the 
proposal are Smith and Steve 
Winn, apparent UP presidential 
and vice ; presidential nominees. 

' It has become apparent that 
students no longer seek a divi- 
sion between soiklents andfaculty 
but seek a common bond and 
purpose," Wood said. "A joint 
student faculty Congress is a 
further step in realizing a gen- 
uine university community." 

'The ttae has come In the 
development of Florida State 
when we must seek a greater 
interaction between the students 
and faculty," Smith explained. 

Continuing he said, "Each of 
us must work toward the time 
when we no longer think of stu- 
dents and faculty as two diverse 
groups each unto itself, but when 
we can see these two vital ele- 
ments united into one university 
community. 

"Interaction among students and 
faculty in a growing university 
Is a most necessary step if pro- 
gress is to Continue. This inter- 
act! will create a climate of 
Communication, or involvement 
and of commitment among all 
areas of the University. 

"It should and will bring a 
common unity and purpose that 
has been shown so sadly lack- 
ing in many of the larger uni- 
versities across the nation. 

"It is becoming Increasingly 



evUent that when students and 
faculty can work together, the 
strife that can result from s^re- 
gatlon of studoits and faculty 
is erased," Smith emphasized. 

Already the Student Faculty 
Coi^ress is proving a very Im- 
portant element on several cam- 
puses throughout the US, Smith 
said, citing specifically Antioch 
College which has used die joint 
congress plan in establishing one 
of the most successful college 
governments in the nation. 

Smith noted the campuses be 
had visited as Sec. of Intercol- 
legiate and Public Affairs which 
had as a central theme in their 
governing system this element of 
cooperation seem to have esta- 
blished government units that 
serve the university and at the 
same time serve as a means 
at student faculty interaction. 

"This is one of those ideas 
whose time has arrived and which 
no force can stop," Winn said 
of the proposal. "I think we can 
assume a definite leadership role 
in furthering the notion of a 
student -faculty Congress." 

Winn remarked that the pro- 
posed congress would bring the 
L'nlversity into the limelight of 
public interest by the very 
uniqueness of its existence in 
state universities."

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP)-The 
University of Caltfomla regents, 
lashed by widespread faculty and 
student criticism, begin the quest 
for a successor to the man they 
fired as university president. 

The dual problem; Who will 
replace Clark Kerr? And who 
wants tlie job? 

Kerr, whose eight -year admini- 
stration of the huge university 
was marked by tumultuous stu- 
dent demonstrations, was fired 
by the r^ents last Friday by a 
vote 14-8. 



Gov. Ronald Reagan, whose 
campaign for state office was 

built in pan on criticism of Kerr 
and the university, cast one of 
the dismissal votes. 

The regents said they had not 
agreed on a Kerr success^T when 
they ousted him. The firing came 
as a surprise because the subject 
of Kerr had not been on the agenda 
of the regents' meeting. 

Now the regents will name a 
selection committee. That com- 
mittee will meet with the Com- 
mittee on C<Mnmlttees of the 



university Academic CouncU. 
The council is comp>sed of pro- 
fessors from the faculty senates 
of the university's nine cam- 
puses, which have 87.000 stu- 
dents. 

Bet wen them, the two groups 
will produce a list. Then wiU 
come the feelers, the trial bal- 
loons, the Interviews and finally 
the winner.

Anti-Maoists Gain Kiangsi 
in Red Chinese Turmoil 



HONG CONG (AP)-A Red Chi- 
nese broadcast said Sunday an 
anti-Maoist army of peasants, 
workers and army veterans had 
seized control of much of 
Kiangsi Province in southeast 
China and Peking officially ac- 
kn wledged that forces opposing 
the leadership of Mao Tse-tung 
are putting up "unprecedoited 
resistance." 

The report of the formation of 
the anti-Maoist army in Kiangsi 
came in a broadcast of the offi- 



cial radio In Nanchang, capital if 
the province, abuut 7"5 miles 
south of Peking. The broadcast 
called for Mao supponers to 
defeat the army. 

The Nanchang broadcast said 
the anti-Maoists have barricaded 
roads, cut off electricity and 
water, closed factirles and 
mines, seized control f radio 
stations and newspapers, Invaded 
banks and stole money. 

Hours later Peking's official 
New China News Agency car- 



ried an edit > rial f the Commu- 
nist party newspaper, Peking 
Pe..ple's Daily, saying the anti- 
Maoists were putting up strong 
resistance In clinging to party 
posts and political md financial 
power. 

The editorial said: 

".Ml the parr/ p' wer, political 
power and financial power 
usurped by the counterrev olu- 
tionary re. Isionlsts and the 
bourgeois reactionary line die-

Money Needed for War 



WASHINGTON (.\P)-The admin- 
istration enters com::i::tee ; ids 
today for more billions to fight 
the Vietnam war and for approval 
of a move intended to ease ten- 
sions with the Soviet Union. 

The money request probably will 
draw some sniping from con- 
firmed critics of President John- 
son's .-^slan policy but there's 
no question the funds will be 
provided. 

The request for approval of a 
consular treaty with Russia Is 
expected to stir much more for- 
midable opposition. 

Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. Md4amara and Gen. Earle 
G. Wheeler, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, will testify 
before a combined, dosed ses- 
sion of the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee and the Senate 
Defense Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee. 

They will ask an immediate 
$9.4 blllloa to meet mounting 
Vietnam costs this fiscal year, 
and some $73 billion for the 
Defense Department in the fiscal 
year beglnidng July 1. 

Senators opposed to policies, 
tactics and conduct of the South- 
east Asian war are expected to 
fire critical questions. These 
could toudi also on recent dosli^ 
of additional mlUtary bases, pro- 
posed revisions of the military 
draft and Ae proapeata for an 
antiballlstfc missile defense sys- 
tem. 

Secretary of State Dean Rude 
and his new deputy, Under-Sec- 
retary of Stale Nldwlas Katzen- 
bacfa, will »A the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee at a public 
hearii^ to qiprove a pact wldi 
the Soviet Udon to pomit ex- 
pansion of oonsulsr facdittes in 
both nations. 

Signed in 1964 and cent to the 
Senate in 1965, this agreement 
has been kept In cold storage by 
strong opposition supposedly 
aided by FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover.

Hoover said additional Russian 
centers In this country would 
expand espionage facilities and 
make defense securtiy more dif- 
ficult. Supporters of the pact 
insist it would provide many ad- 
vantages for this cotmtry's 
citizens in Russia. 

Recently the administration has 
produced a Hoover statement 
which appears to undercut his 
prior opposition. 

Two Intracfaandier disputes re- 
main unsettled as the 90th 
Congress opens its third week. 

Defeated by a 61-37 vote on 
the Initial test.

Retreat 



What appeared to be a conservative gain in the 
national elections last Ml seems now to be the 
beginning of a long road of extreme conservatism. 

The firing of University of California President 
Dr. Clark Kerr last week is only typical of what 
might become an alarming national trend. 

Unfortunately what is happening in California is 
also happening right here in Florida. Today we are 
presenting two blaring examples of what we call 
"Florida's retreat into the past." 

Our first example is the Board of Regents Operating 
Manual which was adopted by the State Board of 
Educati<m (composed of nearly every member of 
the State Cabinet) last fall. 

This manual spells out in great detail how the 
State universities are to be operated. Basically it 
is severely limiting in freedom of students, faculty 
and administration. It follows the concept of "in loco 
parentis" which essentially means that the university 
acts on the role of a parent concerning student 
conduct and welfare. 

In loco parentis is archaic and limits a student's 
feeling of responsibility, hence inhibiting his intel- 
lectual development. 

In subsequent editorials, we ^ill be examining the 
manual very closely, with particular emphasis given 
to the sections directly concerning students. 

Our second example of Florida's retreat concerns 
the story on page one about Educational Television 
(ETV). That the State Cabinet should want to censor 
ETV is preposterous. 

v;ith the establishment of an "advisory board" to 
help station managers select uncontroversial pro- 
grams, we see a ftirther limiting of academic free- 
dom. We also wonder wb&t value ETV would have 
if it were unable to present tliou{^ provcddng pro- 
grams. 

The mentality of those who believe in censorship 

to protect the people is amazing. In the first place, 
it is ridiculous to try to prevent people from fcnr-mg 
their own opinions. Secondly, censorship is quite 
like the Conmiunist system (fallowing only programs 
favorable to their system. 
Apparently the Cabinet members feel their judge- 
ment is so infallible that people do not need to 
think or make decisions on their own. While they 

obviously feel competent to make such choices, we 
disagree. We have grave doubts that Gov. Kirk 
and the others <» the Cabinet are qualified to make 
Plato's Philosopher King type of decisions. 

In other words, we say to the Cabinet: Stay out 
of education, you are unqualified and have proven 
it. ETV. like aU other areas of education, should 
have no political meddling or censorship. Leave 
education to the educators. Leave controversial pro- 
grams on ETV; they might actually educate someone 
(we always thought that was tiie purpose of ETV).

Tom Dloguardl, the U of F's 
All-America frees tylcr, cap- 
tured two more records in the 
50- and 100-yd. freestyle event 
to make the total of seven records 
for the day. 

FSU won the Initial medley relay 
and never relinquished the lead, 
although the Gators crept to with- 
in 11 points, 45-34, after the 
200-yd. backstroke. 

Terry Schlickenmaier, jeff 
Heatley, Rich and Bob Bell got 
the Semlnoles off to a good start 
with the medley relay win, beating 
a Gator team of Blanchard Tkial, 



Steve Zarzeckl, Steve Maori and 
Andy McPherson. The Tribe vic- 
tory stunned the crowd of Gator 
onlookers, as the U of F tan- 
kers had been rated stronger in 
the relay events. In addition, the 
win was the first of four con- 
secutive records to be shattered 
for the day, with a 3:43:5 time. 

FSU's distance man, Steve Mc- 
Nemey, won easily over his op- 
ponent Bruce Page In the 1,000- 
yd. freestyle event, which was 
also a meet record. McNemey's 
time for the race was 10:50.4. 

Dioguardi then took the first 
of five first place finishes for the 
Gators, breaking a meetmarkin 
the 50-yd. freestyle. FSU's Hod 
Gray ended a second behind Dio- 
guardtt's time of 0:21.6. 

It was the Tribe's turn to be 
diocked in the Individual n.edley 
event, when Gators McPherson 
and Bobby Bridges turned in one- 
two performances.

But Lost the Last Big Battle 



BERKELY. Calif, (AP)-"Dur- 
ing 14 1/2 years I have fou^t 
many battles, a great many more 
than ever met the public eye' 
said Clark Kerr last weekend 
after being fired as president of 
the world's largest university. 
"I won a great many of those 
battles." 

The soft-spoken educator did 
not elaborate, but the high points 
of his career as head of the Uni- 
versity of California already 
were history. 

Most of the headlines sprang 
from the flagship Berkeley 
campus, largest in the nine- 
campus system, where loyalty 
oaths, free speech, filthy speech 
and finally a Navy recruiting table 
occujled the spotlight. 

In Kerr's administration the 
Berkeley campus became battle- 
ground for some of the most 
controversial social and political 
issues of the day, as well as an 
esteemed educational and 
scientific center. 

In 1952, Kerr was named the 
first chancellor on the Berkeley 
campus-a selection that was 
made as a move to heal the breach 
between the regents and the fac- 
ulty over a loyalty oath dispute. 

During the dispute Kerr was 
chairman of the Academic Senate 
Committee on privilege and Ten- 
ure that strongly recommended 
the retention of the faculty mem- 
bers who refused to sign the 
controversial oath. 

The State Supreme Court later 
declared tlie oath unconsti- 
tutional. 

In 19S8, Kerr succeeded Robert 
Gordon Sproul as president of die 
university. 

In the years that followed, com- 
munism remained a topof dispute 
at Berkeley, but even more ex- 
plosive issues began to emerge. 

During the Republican National 
Convention in San Francisco In 
July 1964. supporters of then 
Sen. Barry Goldwaterof Arizona, 
complained that followers of Gov. 
William W. Scranton of Fennsyl- 
vanij, were recruiting political 
workers on the Berkeley campus 
in violation of universit\ rules. 

That fall, university officials 
announced that long-Star.din? 
rules against political recruiting 
and fund-raising "mounting po- 
litical and social action" on the 
campus would henoefordi be en- 
forced. 

The enforcement move led to 
a series of confrontations be- 
tween the university and young 
activists led by a philosophy 
sradent from New York named 
Mario Savio. The group called 
itself the Free Speech Movement. 

Discussions between the FSM 
and the university bogged down 
and finally collapsed. On Dec.2, 
1964, Savio led about 1,000 
persons, including some 100 non- 
Students, into Sproul Hall, the 
Berkeley administration build- 
ing, for an all-idi^ pcauat sit- 
in. 

At diis point Deniocndc Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown stepped in and 
ordered the demonstrators 
arrested. Highway patrolmen, 
sheriffs deputies and police of- 
ficers were sent to the campus 
and more than 800 limp demon- 
strators were hauled away and 
arrested. Many of their cases 
are still on appeal in the courts. 
"We fumbled, we floundered, 
and the worst thing is I still 
don't know how we should have 
handled it," Kerr later said of 
the Sproul Hall episode. "At 
any other university the adminis- 
trators wouldn't have known how 
to handle it any better." 



Berkeley campus Chancellor 
Edward Strong, who was given 
die choice of taking terminal 
leave or being fired following 
the Sproul Hall crisis, charged 
that Kerr had brought on the 
trouble by vacillation and capi- 
tulation to the rebel students. 

Some regents were increasing 
pressure on Kerr to clamp down 
on student and nonstudent rule- 
breakers at die campus. And 
John Thomson was thinking of a 
new rule to break. 

Thomson, a shaggy- haired, 
barefoot nonstudent, entered the 
campus March 3, 1965. with a 
large sign bearing a single ob- 
scene word. He was arrested,

but next day a group of young 
persons paraded with signs 
bearing the same four-letter 
word. Police arrested nine of 
them, including three students. 

Kerr, who referred to the con- 
troversy as the "filthy speech 
movement," tried to delegate 
the matter to a faculty commit- 
tee, but the committee dis- 
claimed jurisdiction. 

On March 9, 1965, Kerr and 
Acting Chancellor Martin Mey- 
erson announced that they were 
resigning. Kerr said he was 
"joining Als dramatic step a- 
gainst my indinailon" to avoid 
a new confrontation over the ob- 
scenity issue.

Four days later, after receiv- 
ing strong sivport from die fa c- 
ulty and after an emergwncy 
meeting of the regents, Kerr and 
Meyerson withdrew their reiig- 
natlons. 

Meyerson later stepped down as 
chancellor and was replaced by 
Roger Heyns of the Onlversity 

of Michigan. 

Republican Ronald Reagan 
made the activities on the cam- 
pus and in the surrounding son- 
student "underground" com- 
munity a major issue in his cam- 
paign for governor against Gov. 
Brown.

At two campuses in Southern California there was talk of classroom bo> cotts to protest the firing 
of Kerr. 

At Santa Barbara, student body president Jeff Jeffcoat urged organization of a unlversity-wlde boycott. 
And at Irvine. Dave Alschulwr said his student group was pu*li« (or an immcdlst* one-d»y Mrtk« 
today. 

Should protests of this kind materialize, it would be the first timelntwo years that Kerr would hear 
militant student support of himself. He has come under fire for the demonstrations that have hit Berke- 
ley, and some believe this unrest contributed to the regents' decision to fire him. 

Most of the student leaders appeared to take Mcintosh's discussion- first view. In a message addressed 
to regents over the weekend, 81 Berkeley professors said: "The nature and timing of the aalon taken 
Friday seem to give evidence of an atten^t to exert political influence over the univentty."

A US Embassy employee en- 
tered the hj'.el and said all the 
Americans were well. The em- 
bassy described them as tour- 
ists and businessmen. 

A government spokesman said 
the troops surrounded the hotel 
as a result of reports that Fer- 
nando Aguero, opposition Con- 
servative parry presidential can- 
didate, set up a rebel head- 
quaners there with Pedro Joa- 
quin Chamorro, the party's co- 
ordinator. 

Sunday night's rioting followed 
a call by Aguero for a general 
Strike to "demand electoral gua- 
rantees" in the Feb. 5 balloting. 

The government rushed rein- 
forcements Into the city, and 
National Guard vehicles cruised 
the streets urging the snipers to 
surrender. As the number of 
wounded increased, hospitals 
asked for blood donors. Two 
fires raged in the city. 

Unofficial reports said gov- 
ernment forces suffered some 
casualties. 

President Lorenzo Guerrero 
was reponed in Leon, a city 62 
miles from Managua.

JACKSONVILLE (AP)-Four years ago today about half the 2,000 Florida East Coast Railway 
ployes walked out on strike and many of the others vowed to observe picket lines. 

Today the strike is still on and if there is an> quick path to a settlement it isn't apparent. 

It is the longest railroad strike In US history and setting a record not likely to be equalled. 

Some of the issues are before state and federal courts and the National MediatlonBoard. When f 
resolved, they could be a Icvor toward setdrawBt 1^ for^ig one Side or dM odwr to yidd so 

its stiff resistance. 

To the man who wrested control of the Miami- Jacksonville line by bliylBg up defaulted bonds i' 
prices, Edward Ball of Jacksonville, the stumbling block to settlement Is the mediation board. 

He says settlement of some three- year-old cases is overdue so the railroad can establish : < 
rules and pay scales. It still has to follow most of the conditions in labor contracts with 11 nonot < 
unions who struck. 

The unions would like to see federal coun take the FEC away from the Florida duFont estate h 
by Ball and appoint a receiver. The railroad emerged from three decades of bankruptcy and rec 
ship when it was handed over to the duPont Estate's St. Joe Paper Co. Jan. 1, 1960. 

But an even more important step for the unions would be if they can win the right to picket 
trances of the Jacksonville terminal-which serves Southern, Seaboard and Adantic Coast Line 
roads along with the FEC and where the freight is Interchanged. 

The US Supreme Court ruled it wouldn't stop sudi exputded picketing, but a state court ruling- 
Is under appeal-still limits the union pickets to a Jtogle entrance. FEC employoesof the other 
roads use different entrances.

Florida's university system is inamess. First, we 
are struggling internally against many archaic and 
useless systems of rules covering nearly everything. 

Secondly, there is not enous^h money provided to have 
the quality of education that apparenUy everyone ex- 
cept the State Cabinet and possibly the Legislature 
wants. 

In the first problem, one of the most bothersome 
examples is the Board of Regents Operating Manual 
^ch in parts appears to have been written by an 
extreme rightist group. 

Under section 7.2 entitled "Student Welfare," it says, 
"The institutions accept responsibility for the 
curricular work of the student and for his conduct 
and de%'el(^ment." 

A cursory reading of the preceding might cause no 
alarm, but on closer appraisal one can see how 
absurd it really is. 

We feel it is fine for the university to be responsible 
for a student's curricular work. That — education — 
is the primary purpose of an institution oi higher 
learning. 

However, we feel the responsibility of the university 
over a student's conduct and development should be 
more clearly defined and limited. 

For instance, the university's control over a stu- 
dent's conduct should be in effect only while the 
student is on campus. The university has no right to 
punish a student for an act he has committed in anot- 
her jurisdiction. 

Too often in the past, students have been severely 
punished by the university for crimes committed off- 
campus and for which the student has already been 
punished or acquitted by a downtown court. 

We feel the university should punish students only 
when it has original jurisdiction or when a court 
refers a student's case to the university for action. 

The BOR manual will be studied further. 

As for the problem of money in Florida's university 
system, there is a relatively simple answer: more 
money should be appropriated! 

We say it is simple because education is the real 
to Florida's fiiture. When Gov. Kirk talks about 
bringing more big business to the State he should con- 
sider that industry wants to locate in an area where 
skilled people are not lacking. 

Florida has many advantages for big business but 
our education system is not adequate. People do not 
want to settle in a state that is too cheap to provide 
an education better than bare minimum. Also, Florida 
is not overflowing with outstanding, educated men. 

The Cabinet should reconsider its decision on the 
budget presented by the Board of Regents. Florida 
is alreacfy too far behind many other states in per 
capita expenditures in education. 

We fully support and endorse the action taken by 
Mel Smith. If enough students sign the petiticm and 
ask their parents to write the Cabinet members, we 
feel positive action will soou fcdlow.

FSlTs amazii^ swimming team pulled off a devilish 
trick Saturday in Gainesville when the summing 
Seminoles dunked the Gators 56-48. Set against them 
was perhaps the best swimming team in U of F 
history— or at least in the history of FSU-Gator 
competition. 

A confident Bill Harlan, coachoftheFightin' Gators 
had issued a statement a week before to Seminole 
coaches that the Gators would be ready, but Bim 
Stults' charges were readier and wound up with a 
hard-earned win. 

It is unfortunate, then, that an official error should 
again mar the keen rivalry. Fans who remember 
the "sight" incident tiiat threw the annual football 
tussle between the two schools into such controversy 
may be interested to know that the Gators did it 
again. 

This time, however, it didn't hurt as much. 

It is customary in distance events for the official 
starter to fire a ^^un over the leading swimmer when 
he has two pool lengths left in the race. This enables 
the swimmer, who has previously been pacing him- 
self, to turn on his speed for the final lenc^hs. 

FSU's Jim Thompson maintained a half pool length 
lead over teammate Steve McNemey in the 500-yd. 
freestyle event. With four lengths to go, the starter 
fired the gun over Thompson. Thompson turned on 
his speed, thinking he had two lengths, and stopped 
after this distance. 

The official hastily explained to him that he had 
two more lengths, but by that time Thompson had 
lost his lead and finally ended up in third place. 
McNemey, in good bacloip position, took the first 
for the Seminoles in record time for the event. 

There are two considerations here: first, with a 
one-two finish in the distance event, FSU could 
have wrapped up the meet and mathematically 
eliminated the U of F from a chance to tie or win; 
secondly, if McNemey could win the event in record 
time, half a lenght behind Thompson, Thompson could 
possibly have not only broken the mef t and pool 
record by a wide margin but also might have qual- 
ified for the NCAA competition in the spring. 
Unfortunately, an official mistake cannot be chal- 
lenged without endangering a school's standing, as 
football fans are well aware. Moreover, it was an 
honest mistake. 

"I can't say or do anything about it," said Stults . 
"The starter just made an unthinking error, but 
it is unfortunate that this should happen." 
Asst. Coach Bill Faunce concurred, but he added, 
"We could have won first and second places, which 
would have looked very impressive." 
In view of the fine win, it seems a shame that 
such an incident could happen. That wasn't the 
only mistake of the afternoon, however. 
In the freshman meet, won handily by the FSU frosh, 
64-31, two Seminole swimmers and a Gator tanker 
finished in a dead heat in the 200-yd. freestyle 
event. 

Rather than run the race over at the end of the 

meet, or award three first places, the timers and 
judges were asked by U of F swimming officials 
to vote on the winner. The Gator swimmer won the 
most votes, and as if this were not enough insult 
to FSU, he was awarded two tenths of a sec<md time 
to make him the winner. 

It seems that the U of F would rather tarnish every 
encounter with the Seminoles that let the two schools 
develop a rivalry akin tothatof Geoi^and Geoi^a 
Tech, or Auburn and Alabama. 

The Gators are always taunting FSU with the cry 
of "Girls;" but the question is, when are they going 
to act like men?

Mel- 
vin R, Li.r: : •• :sconsin. chair- 
man of the ni. _ie Republican Con- 
ference, charged Tliesday that 
President Johnson's budget for 
the \ ietnam war "is already out 
of date." 

"If \ou take the current spend- 
ing level in \'ietnam and project 
it for 12 months." he said in a 
prepared statement, "you wiU 
see that the estimate is already 
out of date." 

Johnson proposed in his budget 
toda> $21.9 billion for the mili- 
tary in Southeast Asia during fis- 
cal 1968. He said the current 
year's effort would cost $19.9 
billion- some of which has not 
yet been appropriated. 

Reaction to Johnson's over-all 
budget was not surprising. Some 
Republicans called for cuts, some 
liberal Democrats said domestic 
spending was too low and some 
members of spending commit- 
tees said tliey'd take hard looks 
before voting. 

"We can cut the $135 billion 
budget by $5 billion without hun- 
Ing anybody," said Sen. Milton 
R. Young, R-N.D., senior Repub- 
lican on the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee. "If we 
don't, he said, "we're going to 
have more inflation ai^ more 
tight money." 

Chairman George H, Mabon, 
D-Tex., of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee said, "When 
we are In an inflationai^ period 
and the budget is in the red, 
it is e^cially imperative that 
we take a critical look at all 
phases of the budget and cut 
everytlilng as much as we safe- 
ly can." 

The ranking Republican on Ma- 
hon's committee, Rep. Frank T. 
Bow of Ohio, called the 
budget "an enigma proposing, on 
the one hand, something fur al- 
most everybody , and on the other 
hand, moving to gobble up our 
economic resources and dull the 
will of private enterprise." 
Sens. Abraham A. Rlblcoff, D- 
Conn., who has led an investiga- 
tion into the plight of cities, and 
Joseph A. Clark, D-Pa.. chair- 
man of a subcommittee study- 
ing poverty, questioned cutbacks 
In the model cities program. 

Education 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Th.ugh 
President Johnson assured Con- 
gress that "waste and n .ines- 
sentials have been cut out' of 
his new budget, only one major 
agency shows a drop in spend- 
ing for fiscal 1968. 

Tliat is the National Aer onau- 
tics and Space Administration, 
for which Johnson asked $5.3 
billion, about $300 million below 
tlie current budget. 

For anumber if programs, how- 
ever, Johnson asked far less 
than Congress authorized for the 
coming fiscal year. Forexample, 
he proposed $200 million Instead 
of the $400 million authorized 
$855 million for grants to aid 
college construction, and $35 
million instead of the authorized 
$ 1 30 million for health research 
facilities. 

Budget Director Charles L. 
Schultze said the Increase in all 
"Great Society" programs 
comes to about $1.9 billion.

Johnson, seeking $6.1 billion for 
veterans benefits and services,

Johnson's request for fiscal 
1968 is $300 million less than 
the estimated spending during 
fiscal 196" because it anticipates 
$552 million in increased sales 
of assets acquired under veterans 
housing loan programs. 

The appropriation would "help 
assure that every returning 
veteran may attain a better 
education and job," Johnson said, 
and "extend to veterans of the 
\ ietnam era all compensation, 
pension and medical benefits ac- 
corded 10 veterans of e.irlier 
wars." 

Johnson also said he would pro- 
pose legislatior; to amend the 
servicemen's tfroup life in- 
surance program "t(' eiiableeach 
serviceman to increase substan- 
tially, theinsuranceprotectionfor 
his family."

WASHINGTON (AP)- President 
Johnson used three kinds of 
budget bookkeeping in his mes- 
sage to Congress yesterday, but 
he said he dislikes them all. 
He promised to try to develop 
a better budget concept. 

The regular "administrative 
budget"-the one on which Con- 
gres.s Is accustomed to acting In 
Its processes of annual author- 
izing and appropriating- shows 
$135 billKjn of sDending and an 
$8.1 billion deficit. 

The so-called "cash budget" 
reaches $172.4 billion of spend- 
ing by Including government-held 
trust fund operations. It shows 
a deficit of $4.3 billion for fis- 
cal 1968. 

A third budget, called the 
"national income accounts," or 
MA, has $169.2 billion of spend- 
ing, but looks much better from 
the red-ink stanc^ini standpoint. 
Its deficit is only (2.1 billion. 

The administration budget is the 
one Johnson officially reported to 
Congress in his State of the 
Union message Jan. 10. It also 
is the one that can be ccn^aied 
to all past budgets In the his- 
torical tables of the budgetdocu- 
ments. 

It does not include the Income 
and outgo of the Increasingly 
imponant trust funds-Social 
Security, highway aid andothers- 
which are held and administered 
by the govern' ien'.

the mountains and engaging the 
French. 

Now in the conflict against fel- 
low countrymen in the south and 
the Americana, the North Vlets 
enlist the same taaics, the tac- 
tics of the guerrilla fighter. 
Usually the soldiers move In 
small units, and only at night, 
and convoys are brief, and not 
strung out up and down the high- 
way, to provide as small and 
mci>ile a target as possible. 

The soldiers, as well as a col- 
onel from what serves as the 
chiefs of staff, tell you of the 
same convialon: they believe 
they can outlast the Americans. 

In frank conversation, these men 
express what appears a knowing 
respect for the econoiti . and the 
military of the United States. 
But they speak of a belief that, 
in time, the Americans are going 
to weary of war, such as this 
one, although it ma\ take 10 
or 20 years. 

Vou see the influence of a pro- 
tracted war upon the societ\ 
ever\ where. Almost ever> school 
has been closed in Hanoi, but 
the schools, in smaller units, 
have been relocated to the prov- 
inces. The same is true of the 
university. 

Vou hear, and you see some 
evidence, that North Vietnam 
does not need much industry to 
carry on the war at the present 
level.

The judicial revision bill has 
been the major piece of concern 
of the committee since Septem- 
ber, according to Gene Steams, 
chairman. 

"Extensive research and weekly 
hearings have been conducted in 
effort to develop a sound and fair 
student judicial system t!iat is 
capable of adapting to the needs 
of a student body in transition," 
Steams said. 

"The plan being introduced for 
its initial reading m Senate to- 
day will provide a system which 
can meet the heavy case load of 
University courts while still pro- 
viding procedural due process for 
all defendants.'he continued. 

Although the committee ap- 
proved of the seccr-d bill, It- 
Student Bill of Rights and Res- 
ponsibilities, it recommended 
several major revisions. 

The most extensive of these 
changes would Involve the dele- 
tion of the responsibilities sec- 
tion of the bill since most of 
the important points in the sec- 
tion are already covered t>y the 
Preamble of the Bill of Rights 
and the legal structure of the 
University. 

"Unfortunately Student Govern- 
ment has spent too much time 
In discussing the Bill of Rights 
and not enough energy in getting 
it passed. I hope to see some 
immediate action on this bill in 
Senate today." Steams con- 
cluded.

Concerto in F," which is 40 
years old, features a first move- 
ment in sonata-allegro form and 
begins with a "Charleston" mo- 
tive followed by a theme broad 
in style and moderate in tempo 
played by the solo piano. 

TTie principal theme of the 
"Second Rhapsody" Is suggestive 
of rivets and racket in the streets 
of New York. There is a second 
theme built into a contrasting 
lyrical section that corresponds 
to the lyrical section of "Rhap- 
sody in Blue." Like the "Con- 
certo in F" this work was writ- 
ten for piano and orchestra and 
will be heard in a transcription 
which Gershwin himself did for 
three pianos. 

"Porgy and Bess," a folk tale, 
deals with Negro life in America. 
It brings to erratic form certain 
elements tiiat have never before 
appeared In opera. Gershwin's 
method utilizes the drama, the 
humor, tiie supwstltion, the reli- 
gious fervor, the dancing and the 
irrepressible high spirits of the 
race. The five songs to be pre- 
sented are some of the most 
representative and popular ex- 
cerpts from the opera. 

The "Variations on I Got 
Rhythm" for piano andordtestra 
was the only work in whidh 
Gershwin used the dieme and 
variations form. It is one of 
five such woiics in all music 
history in theme and variation 
form for the medium of piano 
and orchestra. 

"Rhapsody in Blue" today is 
the most frequently performed 
and the best-known American 
composition in the symphonic 
repertoire. Much of the life of 
America Is reflected in it.

The curfew for freshman wo- 
men would be changed from 10:30 
p.m. to II p.m. on week nights. 

This will also dispose of the 
regualtions requiring freshman 
women to be in their rooms one 
half hour after the closing of 
the residence and other similar 
regulations Imposed only on 
freshmen. 

All women, under the new pro- 
visions, will be allowed to stay 
in an out-of-town motel without 
a chaperone and In Tallahassee 
motels with mature relatives and 
friends, upon parental approval. 

Another major change proposed 
by Miss Warren is the removal 
of the need for approval for 
overnight trips by i;|}percl8aB 
women students. 

Women students over 21 may 
now exercise their legal right 
to drink without threat of Uni- 
versity jurisdiction, under the 
new proposals. 

"In removing regulations, we 
are not removing standards and 
the e;q>ectation of behavior be- 
coming to young ladies," Miss 
Warren said, explainii^ the re- 
commended dianges n> Women's 
Senate. 

"The changes are the privilege 
of being adult and livtag up to 
high expectations in FSU 
wor en," Miss Warren oondmed. 



In order for these changes to 
go into effect next fall, Woniei-.'s 
Senate must now pass these mea- 
sures. From the Senate they 
will go to the dean of women's 
office for final approval. 

"It is almost assured that the 
dean's office will approve them, 
as they were proposed by that 
office." Women's Vice Presi- 
dent Maureen McCellan ex- 
plained. 

At the present time many of 
these proposals axe in bill form, 
being studied by Women's Sen- 
ate. Those that are not already 
provided for will be introduced 
as new legislation, so the tech- 
nical approval of the measures is 
all that must now be accomp- 
lished. Miss McQellan said, 
voicing the sentiment that these 
proposals will become reality 
in the fall. 

Plans for the Honors Dorm 
came from a study done of other 
universities which have such a 
system. From the findings of 
this study tbe specific plans for 
the new housing system an being 
formulated. 

Miss Warren esplaiaed that the 
dorm to be used as the Honors 
Dorm has not been dedgnated as 
yet. The choice of the dormi- 
tory will depend upon the num- 
ber of students Interested in 
sudbhotta^ 



ETV Causes Controversy 



"Few people in the top echelon 
of Florida government have a 
chance to get a balanced view 
of educational TV program- 
ming," said Ed Hetp, director 
of broadcasting at WFSU-TV, 
today . 

"Many statements have been 
made out of context and have not 
represented a true saiiq>llng of 
the program of educattoaal TV. 
Educational TV does not want to 
be controversial Just to be con- 
troversial, but it shoiild be an 
expressive tnedium.CoRunerclal 
TV is not in a positloo to be 
so, he noted. 

Tbe only program of oomrover- 
sial nature that WFSU-TV has 
shown was "Communistic Youth 
Revolt in Yugoslavia," which was 
released about six mondis ago. 
Hie program, which was geared 
to expose dissatisfaction (rf youth 
in Yugoslavia with Communism, 
received only one oonqdaint. 
Herp said it was writtoi by a 
woman who had misread the title 



of the program in thenew^aper. 

"WFSU-TV has two advisory 
groups which help determine the 
selection of programs. One is 
the National Educational Tele- 
vision Service (NET) which tries 
to warn us of controversial pro- 
grams among the five hours of 
fresh programs per week they 
offer on a national basis. Thry 
suggest items of balance and 
send us a memorandum of pro- 
grams to screen careftdly." 

The second advlswy groHp Is 
a local oommtttte called tbe 
Forum Committee. This oom- 
mtoee was the result of ex- 
tended discussions of WFSU-TV 
with former FSU President Gor- 
don Blackwell and acted as his 
reprsenattve in advised pro- 
gram 8electkm.TheForumCom- 
mlttee has ooDttawed to die pre- 
sent and consists of dw vice 
president of academic affairs, 
representatives in Stadeat Gov- 
ernment, various professors and 
students.

'No Discrimination 
Practiced'-Wallace 



WASHINGTON (.\P)-ForTner 
Gov. George C. Wallace of .AJa- 
bama told senators yesterday 
"there is no discrimination prac- 
ticed" in the federally assisted 
welfare programs admlnlstacd 
by his state. 

Wallace urged the Finance 
Commlnee to take action to void 
a decision of Secretary of Wel- 
fare John Gardner directing thai 
federal welfare funds to Alabama 
be terminated Feb. 28. 

Gardner said .Alabama is the 
only state wh:cn nas retusea to 
give adequate assurances it will 
administer the public assistance 
and child welfareprograms with- 
out racial discrimination, and 
thus is In violence of the 1964 
Civil Rights Act. 

Wallace, appearing as special 
assistant to the present gover- 
not, his wife Lurleen, said 
".Alabama may be the only state 
which has refused to knuckle 
under to these requirements of 
die Department of HEW, but our 
commissioner tells us that at 
meettngs of welfare commis- 
sioners from all over the country, 
they coo are tired of these stq>ld 
regulations." 

"We come as free Americans 
who sincerely desire to prevent 
the extension of federal execu- 
tive power Into areas not al- 
lowed by law or the Constitu- 
tion of the United States," he said. 

The former governor said the 
cutoff decision "well ultimately 
affea the lives and well-being 
of soe 200,000 people of Ala- 
bama, of all races." who are 
elegible for the various types 
of welfare programs. 

Wallace estimated that %i05 mil- 
lion of annul aid is at stake. 

A major point in die dispute 
Is that Alabama oontmds It does 
not have the power to con^iel 
compliance by third parties such 
as nursing homes and hospitals, 
in programs which the state it- 
self does not directly asminister. 

Gardner says the state could get 
most of the money b> comp- 
liance In programs which It does 
run directly.

Awarded 
Back Pay 

ATLANTA, Ga. (.AP)-The State 
of Georgia has been ordered to 
give $2,000 back pay to Rep. 
Julian Bond for the 1966 legis- 
lative session In whlcb he was 
not aKowed to participate. 

The order came from three fed- 
eral judges In a final judgment 
Tuesday on the suit over his seat 
in the Georgia House. 

The US Supreme Court ruled 
in December that members of the 
Georgia House denied Bond his 
rights when they refused to seat 
him because Bond had endorsed 
a statement by the Student Non- 
violent Coordinating Committeel 
describing US policy in Vtenun 
as aggression. 

Bond, an Atlanta N^ro twice 
refused his seat in 1966, was 
re-elected in November and 
sworn In as a representative 
this nmnth. The payment order 
refers only to back pay for the 
1966 session.

U.C. Profs 
Condemn 

Dismissal 

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP)-About 
1,000 University of California 
professors and teachers have 
condemned the sudden firing of 
President Clark Kerr as a 'de- 
strualve political intervention." 

Gov. Ronald Reagan in a news 
conference promised the univer- 
sity "won't be sullied by par^ 
tisan politics." 

Sharply worded resolutions 
passed Tuesday by the Academic 
Senates at the Berkeley campus 
and at the campus at Santa Bar^ 
bars were die loudest academic 
outcries since 14 members of the 
Board of Regents, inciudin(Rea- 
gu, voted Ian Friday to end 
Kenr's career as head of the 
87,000-stadents. nine-campus 
untverstty. 

In Sacramento, Reagan called 
the firing "ill-dmed but neoet- 
sary" and said that Kerr initiated 
the confrontation mbicb led to 
the ouster vote. 

Reagan, who had feuded wltt- 
Kerr over proposals to cut the 
university budget and impose tui- 
tion, said the university "won't 
be sullied by partisan politics 
because this governor has no in- 
tention of ever overruling the 
regents." 

Reagan In his campaign for gov- 
ernor last year charged that 

Kerr had permitted political actl- 
vit\ ^ the campus in behalf 
of Reagan's democratic foe, then 
Gov. tidr-und G. Brown. 

The .Academic Senate at Berke- 
ley, a few hours later, passed 
a resolution by an overwhelming 
hand vote charging the Kerr firing 
was political intervention which 
"threatens the survival of the 
University of California as an 
institution of distinction." There 
were more than 1,000 members 
present. 

The assembled educators then 
passed 429-246 another resolu- 
tion charging the regents had 
"betrayed" the faculty trust. 

"As of today no reputable ed- 
ucator would assume the presi- 
dency of that university «^ch 
yesterday was the envy of every 
other state," the resolution said. 
"We, the faculty of the Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley, 
condemn unerly the dismissal 
of President Clark Kerr by the 
Board of Regents." 

The Senate also opposed the tui- 
tion plan suggested by Reagan. 
It has adked the legislature to 
provide adequate financial sup- 
port for the university and has 
demanded that the faculty have 
a voice In die selection of a 
sucoeisca- to Keir.

The Thorn 



Women's rules— the thorn in FSU's progressive 
side for many years—may finally be brought a 
little more up to date. 

We are not surprised to see that the impetus pro- 
viding wide-sweeping changes came from outside 
Women's Senate. We are surprised, however, to see 
that the force was provided by none other than the 
Dean of ^\'omen who is generally known for having a 
very conservative stand on such matters. 
We applaude such needed changes and thank Dean 
Warren for her foresight. 

The change should not end here. Women's Senate, 
which for 3^ars has been sajring that Dean Warren 
would not make the many changes they would like to 
see, should now be shocked into action. We wonder 
if these and other changes would have been niade lor^ 
ago had Women's Senate made the proposals. 
It may be true, as some women senators contend, 
that Miss Warren has changed and sees things in a 
different light. Now it is too late to know, but it is not 
too late for Women's Senate to take aloi% look at all 
rules and take some positive action. 
While Women's Senate is looking at the rules, it 
might be a good idea for Women's Judiciary to take 
a look at itself. From some of its actions we wonder 
if justice is ever administered from that body. 
We have known of too many coeds being punished 
severely for technical infractions such as a mistake 
on signing in or out. We have knowledge of cases 
where women were punished for putting the wrong 
year on the sign-In sheet only a few days after the 
turn of the year. 
Another example of a coed spending long lonely hours 
of restriction in her dorm on a technical charge 
is the one who forgets to sign-in, or does not do 
it "properly." More often than not, the "guilty" 
woman has a reasonably good excuse that is ap- 
parently ignored by Women's Judiciary. 

We urge Judiciary to examine itself carefully and 
try to mete out "justice" a little more fairly.

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To the Editor: 

Last Thursday's edition of the 
FLAMBEAU announced that the 
office of the Attorney General has 
announced revision plans for the 
acideiMc !i n r system and has 
called f r Dje^ tl r.s, suggestions 
and criticisms. We, the under- 
signed. Would like u. suggest the 
following. 

First of all, the demand that 
students uph eld the provisl ns f 
the Honor Code as it ni w exists 
is. If riot inimoral, at least un- 
ethical. In effect, students are 
told that It is their resp' r.sib- 
Uity to make the present siyle 
of grading functi(.n, that they are 
required to ^ mjiensate for its 
Inhere.ii failure; I.e. the fact that 
the present system if grading 
actually enc lurages cheating. I ■ 
demand that students uphold the 
honor Code forces each student 
t. 'je faced with a situation which 
places a high prernium n suc- 
cessful cheating and yet which 
requires tham to prevent cheat- 
ing—not only Ijy themselves, but 
by every ther student as well 
under [>enalty if being considered 
guilty )f "academic dishonesty" 
themselves. To deliberately pre- 
sent students with this kind if 
situation Involving this kind of 
responsibility under 'hese con- 
ditions is unneces,-a[7 .ind may 
well be detrimental • -he stu- 
dents and self-defeating for the 
educational function of the Honor 
Code, as we shall outline be- 
low. 

The Honor Code Is designed to 
give neither faculty nor students 
the choice if whether to report 
the offender or not. Faculty are 
required to rep<jrt all Instances 
of "academic dishonesty" and 
students are threatened with hon- 
or coun action If they don't. 
Thus, what could have been re- 
garded by the person who witnes- 
ses ttie cheating as a decision as 
to wliat. If any, action to take 
becomes merely the amora) 
question of whether he can get 
to Chief Justice before a pos- 
sible third party turns every- 
body in. When one witnesses a 
violation of the Code, tlie 
reaction is one of fear of the 
Code rather than moral disgust 
toward the offender. This can 
be described only as de-ecuci- 
tion and has no place In a de- 
mocratically ortented university. 

However, we understand that 
someone has Introduced a bill 
to allow the witness the choice 
of "taking such personal cor- 
rective measures as he deems 
appropriate," rather than re- 
()ulrlng him to repon the of- 
fender. If there is anything of 
educational value in the entire 
Code, this would be it. 
To require the witness to con- 
front the offender and to then give 
tlie witness the option of turning 
his classmate In or not, based 
upon this coitfrontatJon, has some 



educational value. 

In spite of this proposed re- 
vision In emphasis from iittlml- 
datlon to honor, tlie <^stlon of 
whether tiie existence of the Hon- 
or Code at FSU is justifiable 
or not or even whether it is 
detrimental .r not is very real. 
In lur minds, the single crite- 
ria fur n.akmg such a Judgment 
should be whether the C ide con- 
tributes V the primary functl n 
of the University, i. e., to educate 
(.\ny administration criteria 
must tie secondary to this.) 
There is no denying that the 
Honor C ide has someeducatlon.-ii 
value, as outlined above, t;u- 
neither is 'here any denying that 
most f 1: and the rationale 
behind it are detrimental t.. the 
education A democratically 
iriented, thinking citizens. Its 
basic premise, as stated ab<3ve, 
is that students have the moral 
ouligation to compensate fr>r the 
Inherent iend' :.cy f the grading 
sys eii ! e: .: ..e cheating, 
even though our g;eneration of 
faculty and students have had no 
Lnfluence whatsoever In deter- 
mining whether to use a grading 
system or not or even what kino 
of grading system to use. 

To expect us to assume the 
responsibility to uphold a system 
which many of us detest and which 
none of us has any influence over 
is Illogical. It is especially Il- 
logical in the light of the fan 
that the same people that are 
attempting to impose the Hi»or 
Code on us ar« those that have 
thus far refused to givs us a 
BlU of StudsBtRlgfau which might 
grant us tiie righu to comple- 
ment our responsiiJllltles under 
the Honor Code. 
We, ttw undersigned, see no 
reason wby we should assume the 
responsibUlty of making he 
grading system function, as re- 
quired by the Honor Code, un- 
less and until we areglvenequal- 
ly definite rights, just as the 
doctrine of "Jn loco parentis" 
denies students the rights of 
adults, so should students re- 
fuse to ac-ep' -h" : '-P' nsibill- 
tles of adults ur.fs' cornpanled 
by the rights f adults. This is 
to say, that until we have a Bill 
of Student Rights which includes 
a disavowal of "in loco parentis," 
which insures the freedoms f 
speech and advocacy (including 
the sale of literature on campus), 
and grants the right f each stu- 
dent to participate In the 
decision-making processes In 
those areas which dlrectlya feet 
their lives, we feel no obligation 
to abide by or npboid the Honor 
Code.

Herd Beats Seminoles

Basketball has not been given a fair shake by the 
FSU athletic dept. Despite the reasonable success 

of our team V in stiff competition, vocal support by 
the students and considerable response from the 
townspeople, basketball has been a poor stepchild 
compared to Seminole football. 

Our gridiron teams perform before 40,000 spec- 
tators, while Coach Durham's basketball team can- 
not hope for more than 5,000 in Tully Gym. Ap- 
proximately 10,000 students are shut out when- 
ever a home court game occurs. 

Football is probably the only sport which can be 
played in Campbell Stadium. That's five atidetic 
contests per year, plus a few freshman games. 
Meanwhile, 10 or more other FSU sports are per- 
formed before crowds which only number in the 
hundreds. 

We are not suggesting that Campbell Stadium is 
a waste. But, let's think about having soccer, track 
and other sports in that vast arena. 

Better yet, let's start someone thinking about 
a big coliseum for indoor sports. Basketball, tennis, 
swimming, track, wrestling and possibly baseball 
teams might play to large crowds if the seats were 
available. 

Basketball, in particular, has an intense national 
appeal at numerous colleges. Pliiladeli^a schools 
fill the huge indoor Palestra (Palace) for weekend 
doubleheaders. 

FSU is trying mightily to build a nation-wide 
athletic reputation through its football team. We 
submit that this reputation might be easier to nur- 
ture in basketball. Ten cage stars cost a lot less 
than 50 football heroes. 

Outstanding basketball teams have emerged from 
the most unlikely places in the past: Dasipesiie, 
La Salle, Loyola of Chicago, Texas Western, Louis- 
ville, Wichita, Davidson and others. The point here 
is that an immense athletic budget does not seem 
to be required for basketball greatness. 

Football may be currently the national sport, 
but basketball is not far behind. UCLA draws nearly 
as much publicity as does Notre Dame. Madison 
Square Garden will pace in 35,000 for basketball 
(and other sports) this fall when it is built. 

There is no covered structure at FSU which 
seats any more than 10,000 people. Yet there are 
greater than 20,000 students, faculty and staff on 
tiie premises. We don't expect a super-structured 
Astrodome or a roof on Canq^U Stadium. *ist 
a lil' ol' coliseum will do.

It is 
diese 80 petitions wliidi con- 
tain die 3,500 signatures. 
"We need the pefitions back so 
that they can be presented to 
either the Board of Regents or 
a member of the State Cabinet 
before the next Budget Commis- 
sion meeting," Smith said. 
Clarifying the petitions. Smith 
explained that the petitions he 
initiated dealt with the refusal of 
the Budget Commission to 
approve the budget proposed by 
the Board of Rsii^nts. 

There has been some confusion 
between these petitions and a 
protest against a {aroposed tui- 
tion Increase. 

"The tuition increase Is only a 
possibility under discussion but 
the refusal of tlie Budget Com- 
mission to approve the proposed 
budget for State universities is 
a reality," Smith said. 

Smith's petitions read as fol- 
lows: "Whereas the future of 
Florida depends to a considerable 
extent on the quality of the State's 
system of higher education. 

"Whereas, our State university 
system has for some years been 
handicapped by a severe short- 
age of facilities, funds, and facu- 
lty salaries. 

"Whereas, Florida's per capita 
spending on higher education Is 
the lowest of all the southern 
states. 

"We, the undersigned students 
In the universit\ system of the 
State of Florida, do hereb\ sup- 
port the proposed budget pre- 
pared by the State Board of 
Regents and do hereby request 
that the Budget Commission of 
the State of Florida reconsider 
its action in rejecting this bud- 
get."

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Mao Tse-Tung Opposition has Enlisting Recruits 
Broken Out in N. Manchuria For the 'Other War 



TOKYO (AP)-Radlo Peking said 
today serious o[^sition to Mao 
Tse-tung has broken out in Man- 
churia and the northern province 
of Shansi, both si^jposedly 
secured by Maoists. Wall posters 
told of fresh clashes elsewhere, 
including Tibet and Sinklang in 
the far west. 

A broadcast of an official New 
China News Agency di^atch 
called for tlie immediate arrest 
of all opponents of party Chair- 
man Nao and his heir apparent, 
IDefense Minister Lin Piao. The 
import of the broadcasts was that 
production is being seriously af- 
fected in cities and on farms by 
the civil tumult. 
A Chinese language broadcast 
said some farm communes in ^ 
Heilungkiang, the northernmost ,^ 
province of Manchuria, were "in | 
a state of paralysis" because of * 
tactics of "counterrevolution- 
aries in authority." 
In Shansi, Mao forces bad 
claimed they seized control of 
the province adjoining Peking on 
Jan. 12 with the help ofttiearmy. 
But an official broadcast said ^' 
that a few days ago the "des- 
picable swine" who support Liu 
had thrown 10,000 workers a- 
gainst the Maoists. / 

Quoting wall posters, the Pek- 
ing correspondent of the Tokyo ff 
paper Mainidil said 3,000 per- 
sons in Urumchi, the capital of 
Sinkiang, had stormed a 
in the army zone and beaten 
pro-.Mao students of a construe 
tion corps. 

In Tibet, said .Mainichi 
forestry agency used "white 
terrorism" to beat up 124 per- 
sons. There were no details. The 
focus of Peking's attention 
seemed to be on Shansi Province, 
where Radio Peking reponed 
"struggles by force." 

"Operations in many enter- 
prises were suspended, produc- 
tion was seriously affected and 
shocking traffic accidents oc- 
curred," the radio said. 
The report said Liu's forces 
were refusing to surrender the 
provincial party committee and 
had "formed a number of loyal- 
ist organizations to create trou- 
ble wildly and openly against the 
pro-Mao revolutionary rebels." 
To meet what it called 'the 
sinister means of economic war- 
fare" employed by Lie's forces, 
he .Maoists ordered the cir- 
culating capital of all organiza- 
tion, mines and enterprises 
frozen. They called on all work- 
ers, peasants and functionaries 
to "carry on work as usual." 
As the turmoil on the main- 



land ccr.tir.i.ed u;:jbated, Japa- 
nese correspondents relayed 
ncre reports from wall posters 
in Peking, none of them con- 
firmable. 

These were tiie highlights: 
Vice Premier Tao Chu, de- 
nounced as the power behind 
recent bloody resistance to .Mao 
in Canton and Nankiag, has died 
of heart disease in a Peking hos- 
pital. Raised earlier in the purge 
to the standing committee of the 
party politburo, he turned on 
Mao after a decision to unleash 
the purge on the big city in- 



(kistnes. 
Large crowds in Peking as- 
sembled before a poster acctjs- 
ing Mao's wife, Chiang Ching, a 
leader of the purge, of shelter- 
ing reactionaries in two Peking 
universities and refusing to lis- 
ten to foes of .Mao who have turned 
over a new leaf. The 27 signers 
said they were reformed reac- 
tionaries. 

One of President Liu's daugh- 
ters, Liu Tao. accused her fa- 
ther of buying a gold belt with 
party funds for his ex-wife as 
a "consolation gift*'

us Bombers Strike in Iron Triancle'

SAIOON, South Vietnam (AP) 
US B52 bombers struck only 32 
tniles north of Saigon In the 
"iron triangle" Thursday and 
in two other raids during the day 
pounded Communist position on 
the central coast of South Viet- 
nam. 

The tr^le air blow followed a 
day of minor ground fighting in 
the South and air strikes cur- 
curtailed by weather in the North. 



Gen. William C. Westmore- 
land's headquarters announced 
that American troop strength 
topped the 400.000 mark last 
Saturday, an increase of 5,000 
over the previous iraek. 
VS headquarto-s also announced 
that American casualties dropped 
last week ii*ile South Vietnanrtese 
authorities reported a tiiarp In- 
crease in casualties to govern- 
ment forces. 

The US Command said 123 
Americans were killed and 716 
were wounded con^ared with 144 
kiUed and 1,044 wounded during 
the previous week. Vietnamese 
headquarters reported 340 gov- 
ernment soldiers killed last 



wedt. 143 more than the 197 
reported killed the week before. 
The largest ground aaion re- 
ported yesterday involved units 
of the South Korean White Horse 
Division, operating near TuyHoa 
on the coast 230 miles northeast 
of Saigon. The dlvUion's 28th 
regiment went after Viet Cong 
soldiers holed up in caves and 
reported killing 53 of the enemy 
Wednesday and Thursday. The 
B528 made their first raid of 
the day near the coast about 290 
miles northeast of Saigon, at- 
tacking a suspected Communist 
headquarters 61 miles north of 
Qui Nhon. 
The B52s followed this with a 
raid at noon on an enemy sup- 
ply and base camp area 53 miles 
north of Qui Nhon. 

In their third raid, the bomb- 
ers hit this afternoon at Viet 
Cong bunkers, trenches and 
Storage areas on the northern 
edge of the iron triangle 32 miles 
nonh-northwest of Saigon. The 
raid was In support of Opera- 
tion Cedar Falls, the massive 
ground sweep b^ US forces 
through the area long held by 



the Communists. 

Light ground fighting continued 
in tlie triangle, Os headquarters 
reported. American Infantrymen 
and paratroopers reported killing 
11 Viet Conglnpatrol skirmishes 
Wednesday boosting the total 
enemy killed to 706 since the 
operation stsnedJan.S.UShead- 
quaners said American casual- 
ties conllnufJ light. 
Off the North Vltnamese Coast, 
three LS destroyers and a Nairy 
Skyraider plane attacked Com- 
munist cargo boats tnoving south 
in the vicinity of Dong Hoi. US 
spokesmen said the destroyers 
Stoddard, Keppler and Ingersoll 
destroyed 19 In a series of at- 
tacks with their five-incfa guns 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

The Skyraider, acting as a spot- 
ter plane for the destroyers 
aided in the attacks with nekct 
passes and also raponed taxxdc- 
ing out an amiaircnft gun site 
34 miles soudi-southesst of Oomr 
Hoi. ^

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Dispute Over ACLU Raises 
Questions on Legal Issues

Concerning 
the Inltlatlim of criminal prose- 



cution, the Fifth Amendment 
the United States Constituii.n 
prnvides, "No person shall be 
held t«i answer fur a capital, or 
otherwise Infamous crime, 
unless on a presentment or in- 
dictment of a Grand Jury . . ." 
Most state constltutluns have si- 
milar provisions. The institution 
of the grand jury dates from the 
Assize of Clarendon issued by 
Henry II in llbb. One of the 
keystones of the body of law 
governing grand Juries is the 
policy of secrecy which sur- 
rounds its proceedings. The 
grand jurors take an oath of sec- 
recy. No grand juror can be 
required or is permitted to dis- 
close how any juror voted, or 
what opinions were expressed in 
the deliberations at the body, ur 
to state tlie evidence upon which 
tlte action was taken, or even 
state whether an Indictment is 
under consideration. The most 
basic reason for this policy of 
strictest secrecy arises from a 
desire to protect the repu: .ti r. 
of those who are n.ii subsequent- 
ly Indicted, k. protect them from 
the stigma of even the most 
tenuous association with the com- 
mission if crime. Thus, it now

for some years now, substantial- 
ly predating the maligned "lib- 
eral Warren Coun," that an in- 
tegral pan of the r^hts of free- 
dom of speech, press, and as- 
sociation Is the rigltt to be free 
from needless exposure to the 
public eye In the exercise of 
these rights. This body of law 
grew up from a common sen- 
sical understanding of ju(%esthat 
unpopular causes may be effec- 
tively harassed by making their 
activities known to those who 
are hostile who in turn will work 
reprisals on the heretics. This 
understanding was expressed in 
1958 by Justice Harlon (general- 
ly acknowledged as the most con- 
servative jurist on the present 
Supi-eme Court) speaking for a 
unanimous court;

Maids' Low Salaries Not 
Fault of Administration 



To the Editon 
The FLAMBEAU, under the ban- 
ner of crusading liberalism, has 
judiciously revealed the plight 
of maids and laborers here at 
FSU and quickly blamed the ad- 
ministration for their low wages. 
Wh\ are maids and laborers 
paid low wages? Because there is 
an oversupply of unskilled 
workers competing for these 
jobs. The FSU administration has 
nothing to do with setting the 
market price for unskilled labor. 
It pays what any other institution 
which employed these people 
would pay. It is not morally 
wrong to pay the lowest price 
for a commodity, even the com- 
modity of labor. In this case 
the supply of labor offered to 
fulfill their jobs is way and 
above what is needed. W hat should 
be done Is to move these sur- 
plus workers over into other jobs 
by training them for more valua- 
ble occupation. In this way the 
price of labor will be allowed 



to operate freely and rise, re- 
flecting the decreasing supply 

of labor. 
But the FLAMBEAU has advo- 
cated Stringent economlcoensor- 
ship in the form of a minimum 
wage law in their Jan. 20 issue, 
while on Jan. 23, they denied 
ETV censorship as a threat to 
freedom. Evidently the FLAM- 
BEAU believes in f reedom of the 
press, while condemning em- 
ployers when they exercise their 
freedom to pay a free mailcet 
price for labor. The minimum 
wage law is detrimental to the 
purpose of the price system which 
is to evaluate the scarcity of a 
commodity in relation to its de- 
mand. Low wages serve a very 
useful purpose in that they act 
as a signal and an incentive 
for workers to seek other em- 
ployment. The government should 
only see that the opportunity for 
labor mobility is offered and 
seek to iq>hold free markets and 
free men,

The next logical point then is 
perhaps there Is a profit that 
does not show, Noga explained. 
This could be done by profit 
pyramiding or adding to the ex- 
pense statement or both. 
"In my opinion, Morrison's 
nakes a minimum profit of 10 
per cent and It may run as high 
as 20 to 30 per cent. A reason- 
able a^sumpiion, I believe would 
be in the 15 to 20 per cent 
range," he saui. 

Food costs for the syriallesi i p- 
eration should never run over 50 
pe cent, acconiing to Hotel an: 
Restaurant nianagt-''-;tr-.i :;ieti, 
.Noga continued. \vt Morrison's 
lists their foot! costs between 
^0 and 55 per cent. 
Morrison's. however, pur- 
chases abiut 95 per cent of their 
food from another Morrison's 
subsldlar>, which undoubtedly 
makes a sidistantlal profit, he 
explained.

In compiling the minimum num- 
ber of times each dish Is offered 
per month, it was determined that 
The five whole meat items in the 
beef category were o«ered Ji 
times as opposed to other 
21 dishes vi*ich are offered w 
times a month. 

Of the 51 pure meat offerings, 
almost haU, were saU*ur7 
steaks and another eight of these 
offerings are salisbun feaks 
garnished with a slice of cheese 
It must be noted, however, that 
roast beef Is available each day 
at » seperate serving counter. 



\ syste.Ti where one corpora- 
tion (such as Morrison's on the 
national level) with several sub- 
sidiaries which do business with 
each other can pile up a large 
overall profit although none of the 
books of the individual firms will 
Indicate this. Such a practice 
is known as profit pyramiding. 
FSU's Food Services have ad- 
mitted that Morrison's purchases 
its food at a higher price from 
the subsidiar\ firm than whole - 
sale prices available from Talla- 
hassee wholesalers. 

Greek organi/ati ns "n campus 
can purchase iheir f d cheaper 
from local wholesaler? than Mor- 
rison's does, he n^ ted. 

It is also a reas ^nable assump- 
tion that there Is another level 
of wholesaling in the chain. In 
other words, Morrison's sup- 
plier probably buys from yet 
an other level in the Morris -n's 
chain. Hence, we kn w f r cer- 
tain of two levels, a:;d there are 
possibly three or even four levels 
at which profits can be added, 
Noga stressed. 

Each level probably makes a 
profit of 10 to 20 per cent, he 
added. 

Morrison's trucking service, 
which delivers thefoodtocan^)US 
is also another profitable opera- 
tion for the national concern Noga 
said. 

He further contends that Mor- 
rison's understates profits In 
another way-increased ejqjense 

statements. 

Noga beUeves that FSU's Mor- 
rison's records show expenses 
incurred by other parts of the 
national concern to decrease the 
profit they show locally. Con- 
sequently, profits are increased 
in other .Morrison divisions. 

Specifically, he dted die account 
"General and Administrative Ex- 
pense" from their Jauary 31, 
1966, profit and loss statement 
and called it a "plugged figure. 

Originally. $35,604.97 was de- 
clared in this account but audi- 
tors added $12,315.37 later. This 
additional money could havebeen 
spent an>T*rhere i the natloal 
concern," Noga explained. 

"It Is very, very clear thatMor- 
rison's is grossly altering Aeir 
true profit. This is not just a 
student matter, it pertains te a 
State contraa," he condudei 

The study was made for t He 
executive branch of Student Gov- 
ernment as part of a series to 
provide officials witli a know- 
ledge of auxiliaries. .\uxili«-ies 
are self-supporting budgets 
within the University operations 
such as Food Services, the laun- 
^ and die farm dairy. 



Skoks Declares FSU 
FoodPriceReasonable 



Defending .Morrison's Food Ser- 
vices at FSU, Zachary Skokos, 
dlrect^'r of Food Services ex- 
plained that Morrison's foor 
prices are within a few pennies 
per week of 22 other colleges 
recently surveyed. 

On the food plan students are 
charged $11.94 per week, while 
non-food plan students would pay 
$16 to $18 f<jr the same meals. 

Total price for the f 'od plan 
is $192 per trimester, which Is 
a price hike of $30 over last 
year. Skokos admitted that a- 
nuther price increase will be 
necessary in the future to "meet 
Increased operatliig and food 

CuStS." 

Skokos blamed last years price 
hike on "an increase in food, 
labor prices and overhead. ' ' 

Food services receives the main 
bulk of its receipts from the food 
plan and cash sales. Approxim- 
ately 50 per cent of the on 
campus population enrolls in the 
food plan each fall. About 5000 
students reside on campos. 

From these studems. proxi- 
mately 28 to 32 per cent can 
be expected to dix>p out of the 
food plan during the course of 
a trimester. 

The main group of dropouts are 
students who pledge fraternities 
or sororities and must eat at 
the house. This group accounts 
for 12 to 14 per cent of the total 
per cent who drop. 

Three to five per cent drop 
because of conflicts, two to three 
per cent due to weight problems, 
two to four per cent drop be- 
cause of complaints, marriage 
takes three t<' four percent and 
five to six per cent drop for 
\arl us "ther reasons. 

The rate of addition to the food 
plan is much smaller, generally 
1 .5 to 2.5 per cent. 

Ski'kos explained that students 
generally miss ab.'Ut 15 per cent 
of their meals on the plan. A 
study "f the plan Indicated on 
weekdays abi ut 26 t^' 34 per cent 
of the students miss breakfast, 
19 to 18 per cent lunch and five 
ti) 11 per cent miss dinner. 



During weekends the absentee 
rate Increases greatly with 40 
to 52 per cent missing break- 
fast, 25 to 35 per cent skipping 
lunch and 15 to 24 percentmlss- 
Ing dinner. 

"Even with these figures we still 
don't make much of a profit," 
Skokos claimed. 

Countering charges that Morri- 
son's uperaiiun? inust be ineffi- 
cient to operate with a profit 
below three per cent, Skokos said 
the chain could afford to simply 
because of their large TolraM 
of business. 

"Last year was unusual," 
Skokos said, explaining tiie un- 
expectedly increasing costs had 
caused the loss. 

Defending their system of bay- 
ing from Morrison's warehouses, 
Skokos said that It made little 
difference In the price at which 
they could purchase food and that 
the plan Insures standard quality 
and control. 

Explaining the new conveyor 
belt, Skokos inllcnad chat the 
system reduced labor costs, as 
those previously employed in the 
dining room could be slilfted to 
the kitctaea, consequently no new 
employees were necessary to 
accomodate an increased volume 
of trade. 

At the peak of employment in 
the fall Morrison's employs 
abom 365 people on campus but 
this can drop to 70 at times when 
business is slack, Skokos said. 

"Origlnaily our bid was renew- 
able." Skokos said, but current- 
ly it is not comp^itlve unless 
"the University decides to take 
a change." 

"No one would bid eadi year 

on such a contract," Skokos ex- 
plained, "there has to be some 
guarantee of regaining your In- 
itial investment and it takes a 
while to get set up." 

"In regard to dissatisfaction, 
we make changes as we are 
requested to," Skokos sail, 
noting that bids could be re-let 
by theUnlversity if itfeltthat 
Morrison's was not fulfilling Irs 

job.

Apollo CraftCharred by Fir 



Astronauts Grissom, White,Chaffee 
Have Perished in the Cape Mishap

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)- 
Investlgators poked Saturday 
through the charred hulk of the 
Apollo 1 moonship, seeking the 
cause of a searing flash fire that 
turned it into a death trap for 
three of the nation's spacemen. 

A team led by Maj. Gen. Sam- 
uel Phillips, Apollo program dir- 
ector, began a preliminar>' 
search for clues to the disaster 
that stalled perhaps for months 
die US drive for a lancUi^ on 
the moon. 

A formal board of inquiry was 
to convene later, headed by Dr. 
Floyd Tliompson, director of 
NASA's Langley Research Cen- 
ter. 

One and one-half miles from 
Pad 34, site of Friday night's 
first great spacecraft tragedy, 
the bodies of astronauts Virgil I. 
Qrissom. Edward H. White H 
and Roger B. Chaffee lay in an 
infirmary. 

They were practicing for a two- 
week space mission the first 
of the Apollo flights which will 
culminate in the lunar landing, 
when the hot blaze snuffed out 
their lives in an instant. 

Grimly, space officials said they 
would push on with the program, 
but the holocaust which capped 
a long series of troubles with the 
Apollo spacecraft will call for a 
souJ- searching look before other 
lives are risked. 

And Rep. Charles A. Mosher 
of Ohio, second-ranking Repub- 
lican member of the House 
Science and Astronautics Com- 
mittee, said It was "inevitable" 
that safety procedures will be 
review In Washington. 

Apollo, first scheduled to blast 
off before the end of last year, 
has been plagued b\ malfunc- 
tions. 

During the final checkout and 
testing of Apollo 1, many 
changes and modifications were 
made. 

Not a word came frorp, the 
astronauts when the fire flash 
ripped into the explosive pure 
oxygen atmosphere of the space- 
craft. Death, said space officials, 
was Instantaneous.

Not until 1:55 a.m., more than 
seven hours after the fire broke 
out, were the bodies removed 
from the smouldering spaceship. 
They were taicen to a nearby 
dispensary. 



"They didn't have a chance, 
said a NASA spokesman. "It 
was instantaneous." 

Until this sudden disaster, so 
far unexplained, Americans had 
come through many daring space 
rides without a mishap.

They Shared One Real Love,'

Two victims of the holocaust 
on Pad 34 were space veterans, 
the other a rookie. 

The 40-year-old Grissom flew 
in Mercury and Gemini pro- 
grams, helping blaze the first 
American trails in space. White, 
36, was the first US astronaut 
to leave his ship and become a 
human satellite. Chaffee. 31. was 
training for his laundu 

Some day, every spucemaa knew 
in his heart, it was bound to 
happen. It was too much to hope 
that the perilous route to the 
moon could be traveled without 
loss of life. 

But when it came, they thought, 
it would be in the far reaches 
of space, not this way. 

Going through a full-scale sim- 
ulation of the latmch that was 
to carry them aloft Feb. 21 
for a two-week ride, Grissom, 
White and Chaffee were trapped 
in the qiacecraft lAen it was 
swept by die flash fire. 

No word came over the moni- 
tors, said Paul Haney, voice of 
the astronauts. Apparently, all 
three died Instantly firom heat or 
aqpbyxlatlon. 

Tbe emergency escape sys- 
tem was closed to them, be- 
cause the entire craft was locked 
in a protective ^mtry. 

Fixe hot e«H^ to ignite met- 
al seared and blackened the 
spaceship. Bodies of the astro- 
nauts were badly charred. 

"Three valiant young men have

The three died together Fri- 
day, suddenly and apparently 
without warning, when a flash 
fire erupted inside the Apollo 
apaceaidp diey were to take on 
a voyage of up to 14 days in or- 
bit around earth, beginning Feb. 
21. 

GSRISSOM 

Some called Gus Grissom a 
hard-luck astronaut. As one of 
the famed original seven Mer- 
cury spacemen, he became the 
second American to fly in space. 

Taking a 15-mlnute sub-orbital 
flight July 21, 1961 he had to 
swim for his life when his tiny 
spaceship, Liberty BeU 7. blew 
its hatch and sank. 

On March 23, 1965, he and 
Navy Cmdr. John W. Young had 
the honor of launching the Unit- 
ed States into its highly success- 
ful Gemini program wlthathree- 
orblt night in Gemini 3. 

Grissom, 40, was a short man 
with a deep, business-like voice 
who wore his hair in a crewcut. 
Bom in Mitchell, Ind., he once 
said he decided as a sixth grad- 
er there, watclung airplanes 



overhead, that the flying busin- 
ess was for him. 

The Air Force turned him down 
because he was too young, only 
17, when he first tried to en- 
list as a fighter pilot in World 
War H. He got, on duty a year 
later, but as a typist. 

He married his high school 
sweetheart, Betty Moore, during 
his first leave. After the war he 
worked as a fry cook in a ham- 
burger shc^, while his wife 
worked as a telephone operator, 
to gradutfe from Piodue Uni- 
versity. 

During the Korean War he finally 
won his wings, going on to fly 
100 missions and win the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cros.-i. He be- 
came an astronaut in 1959. 

Grissom, as were White and 
Chaffee, was the father of two 
children. 

WHITE 

The son of an Air Force gen- 
eral, White, 36, was born in San 
Antonio, Tex., but lived ther« 
only a shon time. As a "mili- 
tary brat" he was at a loss to 
call any place his home town. 

He was graduated from West 
Point and later earned a mas- 
ter's degree in aeronautical en- 
gineering from the University of 
Michigan. Still later he attended 
test pilot school at EdwMds Air 
Force Base, Calif. 

A deeply religious man. White, 
a Methodist, attended church re- 
gularly. He kept his six-foot 
frame in top physical condition. 
In fact, he ranked No. 1 in 
physical aptitude in his class 
of 1952 at West Point, and set 
a 440-yard hurdle record.

Executive Branch Does Much' 



So goes Hamlet's famous line but something is 
irksome, though not rotten, at FSU. It seems that 
the University administration is trying to block 
Mel Smith in his plans to present to the Cabinet 
the petitions signed last week. 
In fact, FSU President John Champion has asked 
Smith to submit the estimated 3.500 to 5.000 signa- 
tures to the Board of Regents Chairman Chester 
Ferguson. In the budget appeal to the Budget Com- 
mission (Cabinet) the regents "may or may not" 
use the petitions. 
We have two major disagreements with the admin- 
istration's request. 

First, it is a STUDENT petition signed by students 
for the purpose of communicating their viewpoint. 
It is not designed to coincide with the budgetary 
requests of University administrators, nor to become 
their tool in obtaining them, but rather to express 
the concerns of the students who signed it. 

Second, the extent of dissatisfaction with the appro- 
priations recommended by the Cabinet and approved 
by the Legislature has been suppressed too long 
by the organizational intracaties of "approved" 
communication. 

The administration's request, like the regent's 
request that faculty dissatisfaction with the Board 
of Regents' Operating Manual be presented to them 
in the form of recommendations made through the 
President, serves to limit and obscure debate. 
So let us make ourselves clear. 

We want a budget which \\ill be sufficient for the 
building of distinguished universities. \^e have been 
bitterly disappointed in the past and have no intention 
of allowing this to happen again without speaking out. 

We therefore strongly encourage Mel Smith to 
present the petition directly to the Cabinet, and 
furthermore urge all who are concerned about this 
issue to speak their feelings to whoever they think 
appropriate. 

Absurd Rules 

Once again, we feel compelled to reiterate our re- 
quest for a total compilation of all non-academic 
rules governing students. If this is not done soon, 
it will mean another year gone by with no improve- 
ments. 

As it stands now, there are three major problems: 

1) There are so many rules, published by such a 
variety of University departments (and some not 
published at all) that it is ridiculous to expect 
students to be aware of the. 

2) Most of these rules are absurd, but 

3) change is almost impossible due to the multi- 
plicity of jurisdictions claimed by these agencies. 
Thus, when confronted by new, more enlightened 
policies. University Inireaucrats invariably drag out 
an older regulation advancing the argument that it, 
not the new policy, applies to them. 

Obviously then, we must get all these rules toother, 
if <»ily to get rid of them.

In 
the sense that all the benefits of interpretation are derived from 
the 'd er, • the reader is on his ownln such areas as wrtaen verse, 
drama, etc. Music and theatre, however, present a more completely 
sensual and sensitive aspect, and would seem to be more completely 
professional from the stam^int of the gamut of humanity that can 
be "lookers" If everyone can be i -eri us artist in his own way 
and in his own right, there would be a ■ net-d t stand in awe at such 
abstractions as truth and beauty; understanding w uld be universa, 
resulting in a completely new conception of culture. Be that a< : 
may, "lookers" rather than "doers " approach an vicariou 
(and . . . they can even solve some of their problems by i 
This admits that n y c lur?in is itself vicarious and can in no manner 
approximate the real thing. By pointing up some of the aesthetK 
value of the Mkolaldi perf.jrmance, I offer an Interpretation of what 
this campus has to offer, and the literary rationale behind the fine 
ans (rather than the practical, harping n successes for dollar.- 
and cents sake; or the theatrical, a technical crUicism of what was 
tried, how it worked, and whether it was worth the struggle).

'In S'Acnt Tribute,' Cape 
Bades Farewell to 



Trio 



CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)-In 
silent tribute, Cape Kennedy 
Monday bade farewell tc 
America's three Apollo astro- 
nauts. Their remains headed to- 
ward their burial sites, In flag- 
draped coffins. 

Members of a board of Inquiry 
probing to answer the torturing 
question, "Why did It happen?" 
stood with about 300 other per- 
sons as the bodies of Air Force 
Lt. Cols. Virgil 1. Grlssom and 
Edward H. White II and Navy Lt. 
Comdr. Roger B. Chaffee left 
In the same Air Force Jet. 

Although there was no official 
confirmation from the board or 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, all signs today 
indicated that a flaw somewhere 
In Apollo I's electrical system 
sparked the fatal flash fire that 
turned the moonship into a deadly 
furnace. 

There was also reason to be- 
lieve that the Investigators do 
not now know exactly where or 
bow that flaw occurred. 

With a military escort, the cof- 
fins were carried in civilian 
hearses from a medical dispen- 
sary to the Cape Kennedy air- 
field, located less than four miles 
from the launch pad where the 
spoconen died Friday in a bail 
of flame. 

After a flight ctf about one hour, 
the Air Force Jet carryii^ their 
remains landed at Andrews Air 
Force Base in Washington. Prom 
diere. the bodies of Grissom and 
Chaffee go to Arlington National 
Cemetery, mbete three other US 
astronauts killed in plane 
are also burled. The two 
Apollo 1 pilots will be burled 
tbiere Tuesday with heroes, hon- 
ors, Grlssom at 9 a.m. and Chaf- 
fee at 1 p.m. 

White's body wlU be taken to 
a Highland Falls, N. Y., funeral 
home to await burial at the US 
Military Academy at Wen PohK 
at 11 a.m. Tuesday. 

Paying tribute to a fallen com- 
rade during memorial services 
for Chaffee Sunday at Webster, 
Tex., near the Manned Space- 
craft Center, three astronauts 
flew gleaming jets out of a set- 
ting sun. They left a vacant slot 
In their formation to honor their 
fellow astronaut. 

Similar memorial services 
were planned today for Gxliwm 
and White. 

At Cape Kennedy, the 12-man 
board of Inquiry continued prob- 
ing the tragedy, looking at pho- 
tographs take.T of the cockpit, 
interviewing witnMMS and 
studying data. 

All that remains Inside Apoilo 

I is a gutted, charred mass of 
burnt-out wires and scattered 
debris, an eyewitness said. 

George Alexander, a writer for 
Aviation Week magazine who re- 
presented all news media when 
the space agency permitted one 
reporter to Inspect the moon- 
ship Sunday, said the inside of 
Apollo 1 looked "like the cock- 
pit oi an aircraft in World War 

II that took a direct hit." 
Slate-gray deposit covered the 

panels, and dials were unrec- 
ognizable, he said. The couches 
on which the astronauts w»n 
lying were destroyed. 

A badly charredfllght plan rest- 
ed between Grissom's and 
White's positions. 

Outside, the worst damage ap- 



peared to be in a panel located 
adjacent to where electrical 
wires from the ground fed Apol- 
lo I's power systems during the 
fatal test.

Kennedy or Johnson 
Verses WHO in '68 

WASHINGTON (AP)-Two top Democratic Strategists agreed today 
chat New York Gov. Nelson Rockefeller would give President 
Johnson the toughest battle ^ any prospective Republican can- 
lldate in the 1968 presidential election. 

At the same time, there were sharply conflicting assessments 
of the relative popularity of Johnson and Sen. Robert P. Kennedy, 
D-N.Y., In two nationally distributed polls. 

The Gallup poll, published Sunday In the Washington Post, re- 
ported voting-age adults said they preferred Kennedy for the pres- 
idency over Johnson by 48 per cent n> 39 per oeu. Thirteen per 
cent voiced no opinion. 

But the Harris poll, also appearing in Sunday's Post, said John- 
son led Kennedy by 56 per cent to 44 per cent. 

The newspaper said the surveys differed apparently because the 
Gallup poll was made Jan. 3-8, before Johnson's Jan. 10 State

Operation Cedar Falls Complete

LONG BL\H, South Vletaam(AF) 
Ten days before Christmas, 
gangling Lt. Gen. Jonathan Sea- 
man submitted the battle planfor 
the largest US military oper- 
ation of the Vietnamese war to 
Gen. William Westmozeland. 

Westmoreland "bought It" 
after 15 minutes of study. On 
Jan. 8 Seaman. 56, launched, a 
force of almost 30.000 men into 
Operation Cedar Falls, to search 
out and destroy the bases In the 
wUdl> jungled "iron triangle" 
from which the V iet Cong guided 
battalions encircling Saigon 20 
miles to the south and ordered 
the terrorists whose bombs rai- 
ded SooA Vietnam's oftatL 

Nineteen days later ths opera- 
tion was over. 

"We have broken the back of 
the Communist effort in the area- 
it was a definite turning point 
In the war," said MaJ. Gen. Wil- 
liam De Puy, whose 1st Division 
Infantrymen did much of the fight- 
ing. 

More than 1,000 air strikes were 
flown during the 19-day oper- 
ation. Giant B52 bombers from 
Guam dropped 1.5 million pounds 
of explosives. Day and night, 
field artillery gunners rained 
uncounted rounds suf^nlng Sea- 
man's 21 American and seven 
South Vietnamese "maneuver 
battalions. " 

The Viet Cong lost 720 dead 
and almost 600 weap'jns, an un- 
precedented proportion. While US 
casualties for specific operations 
are not revealed, they were of- 
ficially characterized as "light" 
and the ratio was roughly one 
American killed for every seven 
dead Viet Cong, or about 100 
Americans. 

The Americans captured more 
than 2,7 million documents of 
varying sorts— the richest slivle 
haul of Communist records evei 

taken In Vietnam. 

A total of 516 prisoners su- 
rendered or were captured, some 

of them party members with 
intimate knowledge of the vita' 
Red headquarters In the area. 
Sorting the "big fish" from the 



lesser fry is Still going >n. 

The cost of the operation In 
dollars isn't measurable. 

The seized documents alone are 
worth the cost. US officers say. 
A report of tiie 1st Division says: 
"Some of these documents des- 
cribe in detail the activities of 
Viet Cong military region 4 from 
1962 thrown 1966 and their intel- 
ligence value is tremendous. 
Ttese docu ment s contain the 
strengths of Viet Cong units, the 
names of their members, the 
towns and villages in which they 
(qperate, some oi their meeting 



places, and a great am <unt of 
information on exactly how they 
operate and what their future 
pluis are." 

Almost all the 503 Vietnamese 
who vohuuarlty gave them- 
selves iq> under the Chien Nei 
C^iea Arms program came in

Kerr Charges Reagan 

NEW YORK (AP)-Clark Kerr, 
fired as president of the Univer- 
sity of California, is quoted in 
this week's Issue of Newsweek 
magazine as saying the move to 
oust him began late last year 
and that Gov. Ronald Reagan's 
role in his dismissal was "very 
substantial. ' 

Newsweek quoted Kerr as sayii^ 

in an interview; 

"There was a strong sugges- 
tion from a close supporter of 
Gov. Reagan that 1 resign prior 
to Jan. 1. And the governor 
privately met with sooie at tbe 
r^enis the weakhafors the action 
was taken." 

A majority of the 16 regents 
voted to fire Kerr immediately 
on Jan. 20, resulting In a furoi 
that raged the length of the 
state and Into academic circles 
across the nation. 



Newsweek niso reported Kerr 
said Reagan, as a member of 
the Board of Regents, brought 
three new votes to the board 
"and Influence over eeiueral oth- 
er votes." 

"Begliming with Gov. Reagan's 
election last November." Kerr 
said, "the sltuatlonchngedqiuite 
drastically." 

Kerr said tbe rise of the free 
speech movement on tbe Berkelm 
campus was "only half the ftory^" 
behind his dismissal. 

'The other half is that the 
left-wing radicals at Berkeley 
triggered an intense reaction 
among the right-wing radicals 
in Caltfomla," he said. 

As a result, hesaid,u univer- 
sity presklent he became for 
many people "a symbol at toler- 
ance for expression of opinions 
they didn't like."

Crossroads 



With our State universities (especially FSU) at a 
great crossroads in their development, it is im- 
portant to consider carefully the forces threatening 
their success. 

Ctae is the policy of limited spending and the 
"balanced budget" as advanced by Gov. Kirk and 

others . 

This has always been somewhat pnzzling to us. As 
usually stated, it holds that there is something 

wrong, if not immoral, about heavy government 
spending, particularly deficit spending. Ulienever 
it appears that government Avill incur a deficit, we 
hear impassioned pleas that it is wrong to •*bar(ten 
our children with our debts." 

On the other hand, proponents of this viewpoint 
seem to feel that it is perfectly all right to i«ave our 
children with our debts." 

On the other hand, proponents of this viewpoint 
seem to feel that it is perfectly all right to leave 
our children a legacy of poverty and inferior educa- 
tion which results from a lack of forsight. 

But often, conservatives advance these arguments 
simply because they are opposed to government parti- 
cipation in higher education (and in practically every- 
thing for that matter). Though it is air* idv involved, 
they feel the State should not try to Lomijete for 
quality with the traditionally superior private institu- 
tions. 



This, of course, is ridiculous. As long as the 
people of Florida are paying for it anyway, they are 
entitled to the best. They will receive the benefits 
of what they put into their universities; a poor 
investment will result in a poor return. 

These policies then, hurt the whole State. But 
they affect students most directly. 

The higher tuition and housing rates which have 
been proposed seem a favorite dodge for univeersity 
administrators whose plans for expansion liave been 
undercut by hostile legislators and cabinet members. 

This results in economic hardship for the students 
and limited progress for the universities since 
the small amount collected from increased student 
fees can be, at best, a mere stop-gap. 

Thus we oppose increased fees not only because 
students cannot afford them, but also because this 
proposal obscures the real question at stake — 
whether the State government is willing to support 
our plans for a distinguished University or whether 
it will choose mediocrity for the people of Florida. 

To us, the choice is clear. State officials must 
be prepared to develop a system of fund raising 
which will provide an adequate University budget 
not only this year, but on a contimiing basis.
